DRUG REPORTER 
JAPAN OIL MARKET. 


Tokio, Japan, July 29, 1018. 

COPRA.~The United States has lifted the 
ban on copra from all points other than Cey- 
lon, but Japanese copra merchants say that 
their trade will be benefited by the report in 
no way, for, owing to the abnormally high 
rates quoted by shipping companies on the 
trans-Pacific runs, copra from Japan, which 
is very choap in Japan, becomes too dear for 
American consumers to buy, and any com- 
mercial regulations by the United States can- 
not settle this trouble. The price of copra has 
been very little affected here by the report 
from the United States. 

The visible stock of copra is rapidly increas- 
ing in Japan, partly because of the increased 
arrival from the South Pacific points and 
partly on account of the slackness of sale. 
The market tone has weakened markedly since 
last report, and the best grade is freely of- 
fered at 14.20 yen per picul, which figure is 
a decline of 0.30 yen per picul. 

COCONUT OIL—Has got a littlo firmer since 
last report on account of orders having been 
received in somewhat large parcels from 
America. However, prices show little disposi- 
tion to advance, offers being freely made at 
the last figure, namely, 32 yen per picul. The 
market has quite a large supply. 

LINSEED OIL—Is offered by Japanese ex- 
porters at 26 yen per picul freely, but the 
market is rather short of supplies. A good 
drain started by foreign buyers is expected to 
advance prices. 

PEANUT OIL—Has weakened further since 
last report and offers are freely made at 14 
yen. per case in Tokio. This price is a decline 
of 6.50 yen per case. Export consultations 
have become more inactive and holders report 
a growing glut. 

SOYA BBAN OIL—Is actively shipped still, 
but owing to the rapid increase in produc- 
tion its price is not much up. Tokio exporters 
can offer it at 17.80 yen per case.

Cotton Situation to Be Studied by 
' War Industries Board. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The War Industries Board is to make 
a special study of the cotton situation. 
This was officially announced by Bernarl 
M. Baruch, chairman of the board. 

The announcement of another short 
crop of cotton raises in acute form the 
problem of satisfying the needs of the 
nation, as well as those of the allies, and 
of securing an equitable distribution for 
the purpose of winning the war. 

Involved in the distribution is the 
problem of bringing about a reasonable 
Stabilization of prices in the interest of 
both the producer and the consumer. 
With the approval of the President, the 
War Industries Board will appoint a 
committee to er the present situation, 
the problems of distribution, the market- 
ing of low-grade cottons, and the desir- 
ability and feasibility of effecting a sta- 
bilization of prices. This committee will 
begin activities as soon as possible, and 
will hold conferences at convenient points 
in the cotton producing States and at 
such other places as may be found neces- 
Sary in order to give parties interested 
an opportunity to present their views.

F ERTILIZER SALESMEN. 


Meet in New York and Boston as 
Bowker Tells of Potash Increase. 


Meetings of the salesmen of the fer- 
tilizer industry were held this week in 
New York and Boston. The New York 
meeting was held at the Waldorf-Astoria 
on Thursday and Friday, under the di- 
rection of the Soil Improvement Commit- 
tee of the National Fertilizer Assoc a- 
tion. Horace Bowker, chairman of the 
Chemical Alliance, Inc., “who presided, 
spoke of the progress that is being made 
in the effort to make this country inde- 
pendent of Germany for its potash sup- 
ply. He said that, while the ava lable 
potash supply for this country this sea- 
son would be about 32,000 tons, there was 
every reason to believe that it would be 
increased to 40,000 tons next season. He 
told of the progress that is being made 
in the production of potash in cement 
plants and blast furnaces, and predicted 
that in a few years there would be ; 
veer large increase in the Amer:can sup- 
ply. 

Myron S. Hazen, president of Coe-Mor- 
timer Co., said:— 

It is remarkable to find upward of 180 com- 
peting firms dropping all thought of competi- 
tion and engaged in helping the government 
in its food program, for that is what we are 
doing and that is the purpose of the present 
series of meetings. Fertilizer is an absolute 
necessity, and stands between gaunt stalking 
starvation and the abundant harvests of pros- 
perity. It is millions of bushels and not mil- 
lions of acres that we are after at this time, 

J. E. Beckenridge, chief chemist of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany, spoke on ‘“‘The Manufacture of Fer- 
tilizer in Relation to the Selling End’’;

CAUSTIC SODA DISTRIBUTION WILL 
BE CURTAILED SHARPLY PENDING 
COMPLETION OF GOVERNMENT 100- 
TON-A-DAY PLANT. 


For several months there has been a general an- 
ticipation that action would be taken by the United 
States Government looking toward the establishment 
of a fixed price on caustic soda, or the perfection 
of a trade “‘agreement’’ for the establishment of a 
quotation for this commodity over a period of three 
months or more, as has been the case with other 
chemicals entering into war consumption. 

No such action has been taken, however, and in 
place of the federal regulation of price and distribu- 
tion—other than the conservation of foreign ship- 
ments through the export embargo regulations—the 
caustic soda manufacturers have now called upon 
the trade to prepare for an immediate curtailment 
of distribution in the interest of the government. 


The United States, to meet the war requirements 
of the extensive explosive gas program now in 
preparation, as well as the demands of its allies— 
although the latter will be met only in part—has 
already requisitioned a large percentage of the 
caustic soda production of this country. It is further 
announced that, beginning November |, still further 
demands will be made upon the producers, and 
that the total may reach 25 per cent. of the country’s 
production. 

Caustic soda, one of the stronger alkalis, is used 
in the manufacture’ of soap, pigments and wood 
pulp, in purifying oils and fats, in mercerizing cotton 
and in cleansing metals. It enters into war work 
both -in the manufacture of phenol, which is used 
in making such explosives as lyddite and ammonium 
picrate, and as an essential component of so-called 
explosive gas, which is to be used in increasing 
amounts by the United States military forces. 

The production of caustic soda in the United 
States last year—both from soda ash, and from 
‘sodium chloride by electrolysis, was 495,744 tons, 
valued at $29,733,673. This total output shows 
an increase of more than 70,000 tons over the total 
for 1916, or of approximately 20 per cent. Of the 
total output in 1917 about 16 per cent. was con- 
sumed by the manufacturing plants, while the bal- 
ance was marketed. Prior to the war the manufac- 
ture of the electrolytic alkali was governed by the 
amount of chlorine that could be marketed, but 
with the demand for chlorine as an offensive weapon 
there has been a large increase in the demand for 
caustic soda as well. 

The situation today is virtually this:—All the 
manufacturers in this country—there were eight using 
the soda ash and 28 employing the electrolytic 
process in 191 7—were well sold up as early as the 
first of last year, and the market during that period 
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Oil Paint Arny Reps 
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has been generally under control of the second-hands. 
Labor and material scarcity has forbidden the en- 
largement of existing plants, even had the manu- 
facturers been willing to risk the necessary invest- 
ment upon the surety of the continuance of the war, 
and it is now self-evident that to supply the increased 
demands of the Government, the commodity must 
be withdrawn from the allowances to other consum- 
ers. The caustic soda manufacturers have, therefore, 
agreed to allocate the distribution among their cus- 
tomers holding contracts, basing such allocation upon 
the percentage of the Government requisitions to 
the total amount of the contracts. 


_Just to what extent this action of the Government 
will affect the industrial users of caustic soda can- 
not be estimated at this time. There is, however, 
apparent relief from permanent stringency in sight, 
since the Government caustic soda plant now being 
built, and which will have a capacity of at least 
100 tons a day, is expected to be in full operation 
by January 1. * Should this amount, or a large per- 
centage of it, be allotted to Government require- 
ments, immediate relief would be afforded the man- 
ufacturers and other governmental consumers.

WHAT THE PAINT INDUSTRY CAN DO 

TO IMPROVE ITS POSITION WITH 

THE GOVERNMENT AND TAKE AD- 

VANTAGE OF ITS PRESSING OPPOR- 


TUNITIES. 


The Reporter during the past month has laid 
special emphasis upon the patriotic appropriateness 
and the economic effectivenesss of the business con- 
vention as a war-time necessity. We have urged 
that all unnecessary incidentals of program, elab- 
orate banquets, etc., be eliminated, and that a pro- 
gram of business, all business and effective business, 
be made the sole order of procedure. We believe 
that there was never a more auspicious time for a 
great national industry to get into close touch with 
actual conditions in the United States, and to take 
advantage of these conditions in a legitimate manner. 


The National, Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion is to meet in Boston the week of October 21. 
The program has already been modified to meet 
war demands and conservation as to banquet and 
entertainment is to be the recognized order of events. 
But this is by no means all that may and should be 
done to achieve the greatest benefit and meet to the 
fullest extent the demands of the government from 
all industries in time of war. 

There is today a strong sentiment among paint 
and varnish men—who have been given contracts for 
hundreds of thousands of gallons of paints and var- 
nishes by the government under conditions as to 
awards and bids which have not been fair to either 
the government or the industries—to take’ definite 
action as to costs and replacement values of raw 
materials from the viewpoint of the American pro- 
ducer when bidding for government business. When 
bids—as during the past few months—have varied 
from $1.05 to $2.88 per gallon for specified paint 
for government use, prepared according to suppos- 
edly rigid specifications, drawn up after weeks of 
earnest effort upon the part of paint experts called 
to the aid of the government—then there is some- 
thing wrong with the major premise of the majority 
of the bidders. Something has not been considered, 
some item has been minimized or omitted altogether, 
with the result that the successful (>) bidder has 
made an unexpected financial present to the govern- 
ment at the future cost of every other bidder on 
similar material in contracts yet to-be awarded. This 
is one of the important matters that should not only 
be discussed at the Boston convention, but should be 
acted upon with all the facts before the body. 

This is not a time to quibble over acknowledged 
facts. There is a great and uncalled-for discrep- 
ancy in the prices quoted for paints and varnishes 
for government work. For years the purchasing 
agents of large corporations have acknowledged that 
they have had more trouble in buying paints and 
varnishes than in obtaining all other commodities 
consumed by their organizations. They have urged 
that producers should get together along similar lines 
of cost estimation, that the resultant prices might 
at least afford a real line upon the distribution sit- 
uation. 
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There has been and is a lack of co-ordination be- 
tween the National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion, the Paint Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Varnish Manufacturers’ Assocation—due _princi- 
pally to the one fact that the interchange of amenities 
and the mutual visitation of conventions by friendly 
delegates—while a pleasing example of industrial 
fellowship does absolutely nothing toward creating a 
common ground of action or a common basis of esti- 


mation which shall in turn be the basis of inter- 
related production and sales prices. 


This does not mean price establishment; it does 
not presuppose agreement upon productive and dis- 
tributive costs—it does presuppose an intelligent com- 
prehension of all the factors entering into the pro- 
duction of paints and varnishes and enamels, that 
all manufacturers may at least work from the same 
commodity basis in price estimation, no’ mattter 
whether or not they agree upon what shall be the 
profit to be derived or the amount to be allowed 
for replacement of used materials. 


The Reporter has been taken to task in the im- 
mediate past because it has asserted that there was 
a lack of systematic method in the award of certain 
government paint and varnish contracts—that cer- 
tain large producers of these commodities were ap- 
parently not placed upon the same competitive basis 
as other firms in the same line of production. We 
have urged the preparation of definite, standards 
for specified paint and varnish products, for exact 
specifications to be bid upon by all members of the 
industry entering into competition for government 
work, 

Since our initial editorial criticism there have been 
many changes in method—definiteness of contract 
and of specification have succeeded wraithlike de- 
mands for the products of paint and varnish manu- 
facturers—today the maker of such products is in- 
formed of the purpose for which such paints and 
varnishes are to be used, and is given specifications as 
to the components of such products—specifications, 
by the way, prepared through the effort and the 
unrequited service of experts from these industries 
who have given freely of their time for solely patri- 
otic reasons. 

The situation, as far as the government is con- 
cerned, is immeasurably improved, but there yet 
remains a highly important work to be done, the 
creation of a more exact knowledge of costs and 
replacement values on the part of the industry itself. 

What better opportunity could be afforded for 
this creative, harmonizing work than the Boston 
convention of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association? What men in the industry are better 
fitted to undertake this educational propaganda 
among the trade itself? What better, more patri- 
otic, more generally helpful action could be taken 
by an industry than the promulgation of the doctrine 
of exact costs, and the abolition of the “rule of 
thumb” as a factor in business? 

With the official recognition of the importance 
of the paint and varnish industries through the estab- 
lishment of a Paint and Varnish War Service Com- 
mittee as a necessary branch of the War Industries 
Board, it behooves. the industries themselves to~de- 
cide at the earliest possible moment the policies 
they shall advocate, together with the steps. which 
must be taken toward the attainment of the most 
perfect co-ordination between the producers and the 
government. By defining such policies at the com- 
ing convention, weeks of needless delay will be 
eliminated, while at the same time the industries 
can be lined up unanimously as intelligent backers 
of a war program in the preparation of which they 
directly participated. 

We do not know who is responsible for the 
laxity in method we have thus set forth—like many 
another industrial situation this will be done away 
with by war-time exigencies—but in the best inter- 
ests of the paint and varnish industry, of the govern- 
ment and of the consumers of the products of the 
paint and varnish factories of the United States, 
we urge upon the coming convention of the N. P., O. 
& V. A. the necessity for earnest consideration and 
definite action along the lines we have suggested. 

What bettter business propaganda could there be 
than the creation of a common basis for the trans- 
action of all the business of a national industry ? 


REPORTER MARKETS DURING THE 


WEEK JUST CLOSED. 





Paint and Paint Material—The week was a rather 
quiet one in the paint industry. As a rule, prices 
remained unchanged. It was announced that 
the prices of zinc oxide for the last quarter of 
the year would be the same as they are now. 
The price of lithophone will be advanced one- 
half cent a pound to 8@8%4c., on account of 
the increased cost of production. 


yal Stores. —The bulls still have control of the 
oe stores market, and although last week's 
prices of rosins were the highest ever known, there 
has been a further advance of from 30c. to 35c. 
a barrel. Turpentine is a cent a gallon higher 
than a week ago, being quoted at 66%4c. 


Vegetable, Animal and Fish Oils.—The most im- 
portant event in the vegetable oil market this week 
was the announcement that the government would 
continue the fixed price of cottonseed oil at 17 2c. 
per pound for crude at the mills. The action 
was not unexpected. Animal and fish oils were 


quiet. 

Linseed Oil.—The price of linseed oil is still held 
at $1.90. Eastern crushers still decline to quote 
prices for delivery after the new crop of domestic 
seed reaches the mills, and ask the spot price for 
near-by deliveries. Business is very quiet, as the 
.government has asked every one to buy as little 
as possible at this time. 

m and Its Products—The petroleum mar- 
rt so stabilized at the present time that there 
is little of moment outside of the usual run of 
business. Temporarily the export _demand for 
gasoline and the naphthas is very high, with the 
result that, despite the enhanced production, 
stocks are dwindling rapidly, and there is what 
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really amounts to a temporary scarcity of motor 
fuel. Yet, with ordinary care in the use of gaso- 
line and the elimination of unnecessary pleasure 
riding, this shortage should be offset in a short 
time. The demand for lubricants continues good. 
In the fields there were no gushers of unusual im- 
portance, and production holds about as usual. 


Drug Market.—Activity eventuated by the restric- 


tions applied to trade by continued shortage in 
both American and foreign crude drugs brought 
out higher prices throughout the period. Ergot, 
ipecac, and buchu leaves were prominent among 
the most active items. Among the drugs and 
pharmaceutical chemicals, the uplift in codeine 
formed the feature of the entire period. 


Essential Oils.—Advances of note were recorded 


by oils of bergamot, orange, erigeron, lemon and 
spearmint. Peppermint holds the strong position 
and the Messina and French essences continue 
to be reported in strong position on the spot. The 
entire group was firm at the close. 


Seeds and Spices.—Further declines were noted in 


all peppers. The seed list remained weak so far 
as actual trading is concrned, but the fundamental 
basis of the market precluded any further weaken- 
ing of a sharp order. 
than that of the previous week. 


Waxes.—Japan wax continues to provide the ad- 


vancing feature of this market group. Candelilla 
has weakened in sympathy with the easier situ- 
ation in supply of carnauba wax and the material 
is in light demand at the present time. Paraffin 
continues to be reported quiet with little action 
one way or another. 


Shellac.—Strong markets featured the market on 


spot with prices being held to higher levels than 
at any time during the first six months of the year. 
Considerable speculation is rife as to whether ship- 
ments will be permitted on October 1, despite

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the tentative announcement in the affirmative by 


the War Trade Board. 


Coal Tar Dyes and Intermediates.—Firmness is the 


dominant feature in the general market for inter- 
mediates, with a strong call continuing for the 
finer color-making coal tars. Some of these are 
in a very scanty supply at present, and prices are 
tending upward steadily. Others are well held 
though quiet. Paranitraniline and aniline salt 
are outstanding features because of their strong 


positions. 


Dye Bases and Dyewoods.—Little that is now is 


reported in this market, with scarcity of supplies 


of the vegetable items still prevalent to a pro-. 


nounced degree, and prices nominal accordingly. 
Fustic, logwood, divi-divi and cochineal are en- 


tirely out of stock in this market, and importers’ 


are in a quandary as to the future of those items. 


Fertilizer Materials—There has not been a great 


deal of activity in the fertilizer material market 
this week, although the market locally seems to 
be better than in the West. Consumers are dis- 
posed to hold back, because they consider the 
prices of packing house fertilizers too high. The 
phosphate rock miners have demanded 45 cents 
an hour, and the government is investigating the 
labor situation to prevent a tie-up of the industry. 


Chemical Market.—Quietness rules in some of the 


items in the chemical market, due to the inability 
of consumers to obtain satisfactory prices or sup- 
plies, the high quotations prevailing being due to 
the sold-up condition of producers allowing sec- 
ond hands to control the spot market. Generally 
speaking, the market is a steady to firm propo- 
sition, with prices higher in some instances, no- 
tably soda ash and caustic soda, the taking of 
one-fourth of the output up to January next by 
the government placing that market in a strong 
position. The acid list likewise shows strength, 
though quiet in anticipation of the forthcoming 
announcement of the government’s 1919 acid re- 
quirements for explosives for the ensuing year.

WATER POWER BILL. 





“‘Recapture Clause’ Started Bitter 


Wrangle in Congress—Bill 
Passed. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The water power bill designed to speed 
up the electro-chemical industry, to re- 
lieve the fuel oil strain on the Pacific 
coast and to pramote manufacture and 
trapsportation generally, was passed by 
the House, 281 to 23, yesterday. It passed 
in a form contrary to the expressed 
wishes of the President and _ unless 
changed in conference is likely to be 
vetoed. This is the first defeat in the 
House to an administration war measure. 

By a vote of 96 to 7 the House in com- 
mittee of the whole rejected an amend- 
ment offered by Representative Scott Fer- 
ris, chairman of the Committee on Public 
Lands, urged by President Wilson, that 
the recapture clause of the administra- 
tion measure should be amended to elimi- 
nate the provision for paying the net in- 
vestment in the event that water power 
projects are taken under Federal, State 
or municipal control at the end of he 
lease period. The President’s proposal 
was that “fair value’ be substituted for 
‘net investment,’’ but the wording of 
the water power committee was retained. 
Representatives of the water power in- 
terests had asked for the “net invest- 
ment” provision to be retained arguing 
that under the other wording they could 
not obtain capital. 

Representative Ferris immediately of- 
fered another’ substitute, somewhat 
broader, but this also was rejected. 

The House went on record as favoring 
the 50-year lease period, with the govern- 
ment or any municipality having the 
right to take over the power projects at 
the expiration of the leasing periods 
upon payment of the net investment. An 
amendment offered by Representative 
Doremus of Michigan, which would give 
the government the right to take over 
the projects at any time, was rejected. 

After spending practically all of Thurs- 
day afternoon in wrangling over minor 
amendments to the bill, none of which 
was adopted, the House late in the after- 
noon started discussion of an amend- 
ment by Representative Harrison of Mis- 
sissippi, specifically exempting Niagara 
Falls and Niagara River from the bill. 
This is a matter particularly affecting 
the large war chemical plants, including 
large factories for the manufacture of 
explosives.

Platinum Appeal Will Ask for 
Jewelry and Ornaments— 


Will Be Paid for. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The War Irdustries Board is now 
drafting and plans soon to announce the 
regulations covering the use and distribu- 
tion of platinum to essential war work 
laboratories, 

A patriotic appeal is being made to the 
people of the country to turn their plati- 
num jewelry over to the government to 
meet the urgent demands for this metal. 
This appeal is being made by the Red 
Cross, but the War Industries Board is 
co-operating, and Secretary Baker has 
taken an active interest in the platinum 


melting pot. 
Platinum rings, lavallieres, chains and 


other ornaments considered non-essential 
in these days of war necessity are sought 
especially, and they will be paid for at 
the rate of $105 an ounce of pure plati- 
num, the regular market price. 





OLIVE OIL RELIEF 
Not Probable from Raising of Em- 
bargo by Spain—Will Be Kept 
in Europe. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

American dealers in olive oil were given 
high but unwarranted hopes of a supply 
of their commodity, when it was an- 
nounced that the Spanish Government 
would license the exportation of 20,000,000 
liters of olive oil, of which 10,000,000 
would go to North and South America. 
It was believed that a large proportion 
of the amount would come to the United 
States, 

All these dealers will be disappointed. 
European countries already are dependent 
upon the Americas for a large propor- 
tion of their fats, Here in Washington 
it is considered poor judgment to ship 
Spanish olive oil brought to this coun- 
try, while shipping already was being 
demanded to send similar products from 
this country to Europe. The War Trade 
Board has maintained an import prohibi- 
tion on olive oil, and there seems to be 
very little prospect that the prohibition 
will be removed,

“Dry Zones” Planned to Surround 
Places Where Government 


Work Is Done. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


Intent upon the immediate establish- 
ment of “bone dry” prohibition in zones 
about munition plants, shipyards and 
other places where government war work 
is being done, the Senate Thursday put 
through practically without debate a 
joint resolution introduced by Senator 
Kellogg, of Minnesota, giving the Presi- 
dent authority to establish such “dry” 
zones. Some persons have interpreted 
this resolution as giving the President 
authority to make the District of Co- 
lumbia, the national capital, absolutely 
dry imnfediately. 

The conferes of the House on the war- 
time prohibition measure are expected to 
agree to the Senate rider for prohibition, 
and the House itself is expected to agree 
to the same. 





Manganese Deposits in Utah Surveyed 


by Federal Experts. 
Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


Optimism with regard to the located 
supply of manganese in Tintic @istrict, 
Utah, to meet the urgent war demands 
for domestic manganese ores is ex- 
pressed by the U. 8S. Geological Survey, 
after a careful investigation had been 
made by experts. Systematic examina- 
tions have been made of areas believed 
to contain deposits of manganese and 
manganiferous ores in the United States, 
and West Indies. Manganiferous de- 
posits are rather generally though some- 
what sparingly distributed over Utah. 
Most of the deposits now known are in 
the Green River and Tintic districts, but 





reports indicate that many other de- 
posits occur elsewhere, most of them at 
places rather remote from railroads. 
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Camphor Shipped to Norway by 
Special Steamer Because of 
Epidemic. 

Washington, Sept. 6, 1918. 

The prevalence of Spanish influenza in 
Europe is responsible for the granting of 
a special favor by the United States War 
Board to Norway. Camphor is not by 
any means plentiful in this country, and 
it is difficult to spare any of it for other 
than the regular demands, but to relieve 
the illness that has afflicted Norwegians, 
it has been decided to send a ton of 
camphor to their country. This limited 
supply will be shipped on the steamer 
Bergensfjord, which brought’ several 
cases of the disease to this country on 
its westward trip. This is in the nature 
of a little commercial exchange in which 
the Scandinavian country gets the ad- 
vantage. The cure for the disease is 
sent in return for the disease itself that 
was brought here. Norway has 30,000 
cases, and is badly in need of the ton of 
camphor. 


Alcohol Recovery From Sulphite Lye 
War Industry in Germany. 


Considerable attention is being devoted 
in Germany to the production of alcohol 
both agriculturally and _ industrially, 
with special reference to the alcohol 
monopoly bill which was recently adopted 
by the Reichstag. The industrial re- 
covery of dicohol and acetic acid, a great 
industry which has arisen during the 
course of the war, is for the first time 
having some light shed on it by means 
of the bill. The fact that it was possible 
to recover alcohol from sulphite lye has 
only now in war-time been brought into 
practical use in Germany. 

With the financial assistance of the 
government, twelve cellulose factories 
have established lye distilleries of this 
kind, aggregating a total productive 
capacity of 287,000 tons cellulose and 
114,800 hectoliters alcohol. 


Sponge Market in Bahamas Shot to 
Pieces by Expert Preference List. 


The fact sponges are not placed on the 
export preference list has necessitated 
the marketing of the greater part of the 
Florida, Bahama and Cuban crop of 
sponges in this country, with the result 
that the Cuban-Bahamas sponges of the 
cheaper grades—which have heretofore 
always found a ready market—are tem- 
porarily unsaleable, 

The normal exports of this group of 
sponges—the year 1913 for example— 
averaged about 850,000 pounds. In 1913 
the European shipments were:—Germany, 
659,094 pounds; France, 154,602 pounds; Hol- 
land, 145,199 pounds; Italy, 10,658 pounds, or 
a total to Europe of 869,553 pounds. In 
addition 651,422 pounds were sent to the 
United States, mainly for trans-shipment 
to Europe. 

Today sponges can no longer be shipped 
to Europe either from the United States 
or the Bahamas, with the result that 
this staple industry is virtually held up. 

Shippers suggest a modificaiton of the 
export rules to allow of shipment in 
tightly compressed bales, thus effecting a 
large saving in freight room. A sponge 
7x7, for instance, can be compressed for 
baling to a thickness of less than one- 
fourth of an inch, 
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UNIFORM BIDS 
IN PAINT TRADE 


To Be Urged by Chicago 
Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club. 


Chicago, Sept. 5, 1918. 

Uniform cost accounting, so that paint, 
oil and varnish manufacturers and job- 
bers may share an adequate profit in 
dealing with the Pe and other 
war agencies, will be urged upon the 
Boston convention of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association by the Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Club of Chicago dele- 
gates. This was the unanimous decision 
arrived at tonight in the first fall meet- 
ing of the Chicago organization. 

n a most enthusiastic session, pre- 
ceded by the usual dinner, the club also 
went on record for four resolutions which 
the national body will be asked to adopt, 
one being for a further pledge against 
any form of profiteering, and the others 
urging support for the government and 
assistance for war camp activities. 

Howard Elting, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Paints and Chemicals for 
Region No. 9, of the War Industries 
Board, brought up the subject of cost 
accounting. He urged that this matter 
had become one of the most critical im- 
portance to the paint and varnish indus- 
try. The manufacturers had suffered 
through lack of co-operation on the ex- 
pense question, and co-ordination of their 
plans with reference to government work, 
he declared. 

“If we are to ‘work intelligently and 
with that margin of profit necessary to 
maintain our businesses in operation, he 
said, “it is vitally important that we get 
closer together in this matter of cost 
accounting. ‘There is far too wide a va- 
riance in the estimates submitted on 
government contracts. So much so that 
those who land those contracts invariably 
lose money. I am satisfied the govern- 
ment will be willing that we make fair 
profits on our work and for our .mate- 
rials. The reason we have not done so 
has been because Wwe have not been 
awake. Other industries have gone to 
the government with proper preparation 
before hand, and are not losing money. 
It is most urgent that our national con- 
vention take up the subject of cost ac- 
counting with a view to perfecting some 
sort of a uniform system which will be 
beneficial to all members equitably, and 
thus eliminate the haphazard arrange- 
ment which now prevails.” 

He thought the government would not 
frown upon an arrangement that would 
guarantee members in the industry, say, 
7% per cent. for overhead expense and 
around 10 per cent. for profit. 

Mr. Elting also detailed the plans of 
the association for the forthcoming Lib- 
erty Loan campaign. It was indicated 
that the Chicago Club membership would 
be strongly represented in the purchase 
of bonds. 

The commercial arbitration committee 
was named at the May meeting and is 
headed by W. R. Hyde, who, in an inter- 
esting talk, urged the adoption of the Ar- 
bitration Board plan of settling disputes 
over claitos or other matters. The club 
members were asked to send out the new 
form to their customers, this form being 
an invitation to enter into contracts for 
the settlement of disputes by arbitration. 

W. G. Bisbee, as chairman of the Com- 
tmaittee on Allied Trades Relations, urged 
two propositions for earnest consideration 
by the club membership. One related to 
manufaeturers’ exhibits at master paint- 
ers’ conventions, The other proposit:oa 
related to the plan adopted at the recent 
meeting of the Illinois Master Painters’ 
Association for the introduction in the 
next Illinois Legislature of a bill to pro- 
vide for lcensing master painters. The 
meeting was called to order by Fletcher 
Rockwell, the new president. 
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CHEMICAL LABOR. 


U. S. Department Obtains Help for 
Explosives and Other Essential 
War Work. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

Labor supplies for acid, chemical, ex- 
plosives and other essent al war work in- 
dustries have been secured by the De- 
partment of Labor. During the month of 
August, the first month of control of un- 
skilled labor recruiting for war work by 
the United States Employment Service, 
between 50,000 and 60,000 unskilled workers 
were recruited and moved from States 
having a surplus of common laborers in 
war work to other States in which there 
were government projects short of labor. 

Labor was not taken from farms or 
other war work. To augment the com- 
mon labor supply for war production, 
several hundred laborers from the Ba- 
hama {Islands have been brought to this 
country through the United States Em- 
ployment Service during the past few 
days. 
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CASTOR BEAN 


Specifications Adopted by Bureau of 
Aircraft Production. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

Specifications for the acceptance of cas- 
tor beans on government contracts and 
for the castor oil crushed from these 
beans—the first American crop to lubri- 
cate the rotary engines on aerial war- 
ships—have been adopted by the Bureau 
of Aircraft Production after extensive 
conferences with officials of the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture.

Firms Cited by Federal Trade Com- 


mission on “‘Gratuity’’ Charges. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

The McCloskey Varnish Company of 
Philadelphia, the Acme White Lead and 
Color Works of Detroit, Mich., and the 
Kansas City Printing Ink Company of 
Kansas City, Mo., have been ordered to 
cease the practice of giving gratuities to 
employes of customers or prospective cus- 
tomers, by direction of the Federal Trade 
Commission. 

‘he Philadelphia and Kansas City com- 
panies are both mentioned in‘a statement 
of the commission that “large sums of 
money’? were admitted to have been de- 
voted to the practice, held by the govern- 
ment board to o# an “unfair method of 
competition.”’ 

The tribunal found in the case of the 
Detroit company that ‘some of its sales- 
men, misled by the evil practice thereto- 
fore prevailing in this trade, and in order 
to compete on ar equal footing with their 
business rivals, did in some instances” 
give gratuities. : 

The orders to stop this practice forth- 
with were all issued on agreement with 





the companies, which waived the right to- 


introduce testimony in the proceedings. 
The gratuities were said to have consisted 
of liguors, cigars, entertainment and 
money, with a view to influencing the 
purchase of supplies.

Harrison Law Amendment. 


Included in the draft of the measure 
is the new section 1008—to amend the 
Harrison narcotic law and prevent the 
illegitimate sale of narcotics—which was 
printed in full in the Reporter of August 
26, page 28. This amendment, which was 
introduced by Congressman’ Rainey, 
provides for a graduated tax on every 
handler of narcotics, for their registra- 
tion, and for an internal revenue tax of 
1 cent an ounce or any fraction of an 
ounce upon opium, coca leaves, any com- 
pound, salts, derivative or preparation 
thereof, produced in or imported into the 
United States and sold, or removed for 
consumption or sale.

SAFETY CONGRESS. 


Dye and Chemical Problems to Be 
Discussed at St. Louis Sep- 
tember 17. 


St. Louis, Sept. 5, 1918. 


A chart of the causes and effects of 
accidents in the chemical and other Re- 
porter industries will be displayed at the 
seventh annual safety congress of the 
National Safety Council, which is to be 
held at the Hotel Statler here, Septem- 
ber 15 to 20, inclusive. This chart is part 
of a tabulation compiled by the Industrial 
Commission of Wisconsin, following in- 
vestigation of all the industrial accidents 
that came to the notice of the commis- 
sion in 1915, 1916 and 1917. The investiga- 
tion took in accidents that caused injury 
to 40,989 persons, the death of 517 persons 
and a loss of 6,951,888 working days 
through the incapacitation of workmen. 
‘To this enormous total the Reporter in- 
dustries, according to the chart, con- 
tributed 585 injuries, 18 deaths and 170,646 
lost working days. 

Opportunity for discussion of such acci- 
dents and their prevention will be given 
at the meeting of the chemical section 
of the convention. The program of the

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Japanese Plant Quinine 

Trees to Start New 
Industry. 


Tokio, July 29, 1918. 

The Japanese Government has 
started an experiment in the grow- 
ing of quinine trees in Kagoshima, 
the southernmost prefecture in 
Kyushu, where the climatic condi- 
tions are marked with _ tropical 
characteristics. Seeds have been 
obtained by some scientists em- 
ployed by the government and sown 
in a bed specially made in the Uni- 
versity Botanical Gardens, Tokio. 
Young quinine plants thus grown 
now measure one and a half feet. 
They will be transplanted in the 
early part of August in a specially 
prepared ground under the man- 
agement of the Kagoshima Agri- 
cultural College. The Japanese 
Government has been induced to 
make this experiment by the desire 
to get rid of foreign help in the 
supply of barks. In view of the 
difficulties encountered by the 
Dutch colonial authorities in mak- 
ing the Dutch East Indies one of 
the best quinine suppliers, however, 
the success of this undertaking is 
doubted by Japanese scientists 
themselves.

Chamber of Commerce of U. S. in 
Appeal to President Wilson 
Makes Seven Specific: 
Charges. 


Washington, Sept. 2, 1918. 


The charge that the Federal Trade 
Commission no longer is a responsible 
body and that it has departed from the 
procedure outlined for it by President 
Wilson at the time of its creation are 
contained in a communication just sent 
to the President by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, embodying 
a special report made by the Chamber's 


Federal Trade Committee, headed by 
Rush C. Butler of Chicago. 


The report presents in detail seven spe- 
cific charges to show that the commis- 
sion has changed in a radical manner its 
original policies and departed from the 
purposes for which it was created, It 
concludes by urging on the President 
that he “appoint to the commission, in 
whose membership two vacancies now 
exist. men whose training, temperament. 
experience and reputation for sound 
judgment qualify them for the positions, 
and whose interests will be single to 
the commission’s work.” 
ae no other manner,”’ says the report, 
can confidence in the commission be re- 
stored.”

NATIONAL WHOLESALE DRUGGISTS FILE 
MOTION TO DISMISS F. T. C. COMPLAINT 





Deny Jurisdiction of Federal Trade Commission, Assert No 
Cause of Complaint Is Set Forth, and Deny 
Wrongdoing on Part of Association. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


A motion to dismiss the complaint 
against the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association et al. has been filed 


before the Federal Trade Commission by 
the respondents. The motion is based 
on the following grounds:— 

First—That the Federal Trade Commission is 
without jurisdiction under the Constitution of 
the United States to grant the relief prayed 
for or any part thereof. 

Second—That the complaint fails to set forth 
a cause of complaint under section 5, act of 
Congress, approved September 26, 1914. 

Third—That on the complaint and answer 
and on the affidavit of F. EB, Holliday. verified 
August 20, 1918, the complairit should be dis- 


missed, 
i Holliday Affidavit. 


Mr. Holliday, whose affidavit js men- 
tioned in this motion, is the secretary of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation He states in his affidavit that 
the answer of the association was pre- 
pared in consultation with him, that he 
is familiar with the business conducted 
by the association in all its branches, 


and that the facts alleged in its answer 
are true to his own knowledge. 

The answer as filed before the commis- 
sion denied that the association and its 
officers and members had been wrong- 
fully and unlawfully engaged in a com- 


bination or conspiracy with the purpose 
and effect of discouraging, stifling and 
suppressing competition in interstate 


commerce in the wholesale drug trade 
of the United States, and of unfairly 
hampering and obstructing certain of 
their competitors, engaged in interstate 


commerce, who are not members of the 
association, by inducing or compelling 
manufacturers of drugs, medicines, 
proprietary articles and medicines, 
chemicals, surgical supplies, plasters 
and druggists’ sundries to refuse to rec- 


ognize such competitors as legitimate 
jobbers or wholesalers entitled to buy 
from manufacturers at jobbers’ or 


wholesalers’ prices and terms, and for 
that reason to refuse to sell them as 
such in interstate commerce or to dis- 
criminate in price against them, thus 
forcing such competitors to buy from 
members of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association or from manu- 
acturers at prices higher than those 
made or quoted by manufacturers to so- 
called legitimate or regular jobbers, 


Title Guarantee Reply. 


The Title Guarantee and Trust Com- 
pany has filed a separate answer in this 
case. It admits that it is treasurer of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, but asserts that its sole relation 
to the association is as follows:— 

This defendant is a banker. As such it re- 
cieves deposits from said association and pays 
interest on balances and honors the checks of 
said association drawn against such deposits. 

This defendant denies that it has been en- 
gaged In a conspiracy to discourage, stifle or 
Suppress competition in interstate commerce 
in the wholesale druggists’ or other trade or 
to hamper or obstruct competitors or any other 
persons, and alleges that it is without knowl- 
edge as to each and every fact alleged in 
paragraph 3. 

As a further answer and defense, this de- 
fendant alleges that it has and has had no 
knowledge of or part in the business or other 
transactions of said defendant, National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, or with the 
other defendants named in this proceeding, ex- 
cept that it has acted as banker for said 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and that the latter’s checking account has 
been kept with it. 

Wherefore, this defendant prays that the 
complaint herein may be dismissed as against 
it, and that it may be allowed its proper 
costs and disbursements in this action,

CAUSTIC SODA TO 
BE ALLOCATED 


Government Requisitions In- 
creasing Amounts—Other 
Consumption to Be Cut. 


In pursuance to a resolution passed 
at the meeting of caustic soda manu- 
facturers held in chis city about a fort- 
night ago, the following letter has been 


sent out to consumers:— 

The United States Government, 
mect its extensive explosive gas program, 
and, in part, that of its Allies, has already 
requisitioned a large percentage of the caustic 
soda production of the country. Beginning 
November 1, additional quantities will be re- 
quired; the total may reach one-quarter of 
the country’s production. 

As all maftufacturers were well sold up even 
as early as 1917, and as none of the manu- 
facturers are now in a position to increase 
their plants on account of the shortage of labor 
and material, it is evident that to supply the 
government with the quantities it requires the 
deliveries to the consumer must be further 
curtailed. This curtailment will be dis- 
tributed among our customers proportionately 
over their contracts, according to the per- 
centage that the government's requisitions are 
to the total amount of our output. 

In thus advising you of the government's 
heavy demands, we trust that you will be 
placed in a position to adjust your own busi- 
ness and contracts. In addition to the patri- 
otic. desire on the part of all caustic soda 
manufacturers to fulfill the requirements of 
the government, the necessity of so doing is 
strikingly set forth by the government order 
quoted herewith:— 

This order will take precedence over all 
other orders and contracts heretofore placed 
with you by any person whatsoever other 
than prior-orders by the War Department, 
the Navy Department or the _ Shipping 
Board. You are further notified that by 
the said act of June 3, 1916, any refusal on 
your part to give to the United States such 
preference in the matter of the execution 
of this order, or any refusal on your part 
to furnish the above products or materials 
at a reasonable price, as determined by 
the Secretary of War, is a felony, and 
punishable by imprisonment for not more 
than three years and by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $50,000. 

We would assure you that we are making 
every effort, with government aid in sup- 
plying raw materials, to produce the maxi- 
mum output of our plant, and will make de- 
liveries of the quantities of caustic available 
fOr. domestic consumption as promptly as pos- 
sible. 

As you probably know, the government is 
building a caustic soda plant, which will 
probably be in operation by January 1, pro- 
ducing 100 tons of caustic soda per day. It 
is hoped that a large percentage of this 
caustic soda may be allotted to governmental 
requirements, and thus relieve the manufac- 
turer’s unfortunate situation with relation to 
its domestic consumers. 


Fertilizer Bags of Less Than 200 
Pounds Capacity May Be Used 
Until Supplies on Hand Are 
Exhausted. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The fertilizer trade has been perplexed 
by the recent ‘order of the Fertilizer 
Control office, directing that shipments 
of fertilizers should not be made in bags 
of less than 200 pounds. Many concerns 
in the fertilizer industry have had quan- 
tities of smaller-sized bags on hand or 
contracted for, with the result that 
whereas the order was issued with a 
view to conserving burlap, it threatened 
to tie-up a large quantity in unusuable 
sized bags. 

This has been relieved by an author- 
ized statement by William Wallace Mein, 
assistant to Secretary Houston, to the 
effect that the department has no objec- 
tion to the use, by any license of new 
burlap bags smaller than the 200 pound 
bag, which they may have on hand or 
contracted for previous to the issuing of 
Memorandum No. 1, Fertilizer Bags, 
provided that the use of such stock on 
hand, or contracted for, does not extend 
beyond the fall shipments of fertilizer 
for i918.

Saskatchewan Deposit Includes So- 
dium Sulphate—Millions of 


Tons in Sight. 


Regina, Sask., Sept. 3, 1918. 


The discovery is reported some 30 miles 
north of Maple Creek of a large deposit 
of potash and sodium sulphate. Claims 
have been filed on the mineral rights by 
Saskatchewan men, and arrangements 
are being made to develop the property. 

Prof. McLaurin of the provincial uni- 
versity has investigated the deposits, and 
pronounces the minerals of high quality. 
Engineers estimate the deposists. to 
amount to millions of tons. The deposits 
lie in the dried-up bed of an ancient 
lake, and are reported to ‘be readily ac- 
cessible, The entire bed of the lake, 
which is 2% miles long and over a mile 
wide, has been filed on, and work is un- 
der way removing the superficial dirt and 
erecting buildings to be used in connec- 
tion with development work. <A. branch 
railroad line is to be constructed to the 
property from Maple Creek.

Potash Production for Six Months of 
1918 Shows Heavy Gain. 


The statistics of the production § of 
potash for the first six months of 1918 to 
date show a total output of 20,000 to 
25,000 short tons of pure potash (K,0), 
indicating that the output for the entire 
year may reach 50,000 to 60,000 tons. 
Only 32,573 tons were produced in 1917. 
The domestic production now equals 20 to 
25 per cent of the normal domestic con- 
sumption before the war, which is esti- 
mated to have been about 240,000 tons. 
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COTTONSEED OIL 
PRICE STABILIZED 


Crushers Agree to Basis of 
Last Year’s Average, 
17/4 Cents. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The establishment of a stabilized price 
for cottonseed received further impetus 
when the subject was taken up during 
the meeting this week in Washington of 
the State Food Administrators. 

It was decided by these officials that 
the recommendation of the producers 
should be accepted. This recommenda- 
tion was expressed through the action of 
the Commissioners of Agriculture and 
Markets and officials of the farmers’ 
unions and other organizations in the 
several cotton States held recently. 

The Food Administration also took 
steps to aid in this movement by con- 
sulting with representatives of the crush- 
ers, refiners and lard substitute manu- 
facturers with the object of formulating 
regulations and voluntary agreements so 
as to give effect to the producers’ rec- 
ommendations. 


It was stated in the Reporter last 
week the proposal made was to stabilize 
the price throughout the year on the 
basis of the average price of last year. 
This will vary from $64 to $72 in car- 
load lots f. o. b. cars, depending upon the 
yield in oil. The Food Administration 
has arrangeed with the refiners to pur- 
chase oil at 17%c. f. 0. b. mills, and 
will assist the refiners to hold this price 
throughout the year. 

The proposal of the cottonseed produc- 
ers to accept the average price of the 
seed for last year, despite the lower yield 
of cotton and the increeased cost of pro- 
duction, is a concession on their part to 
the cattle-feeding and dairy interests of 
the country. 

Differentials have been fixed for crush- 
ing seed in consultation with the Crush- 
ers’ Association on the basis of last 
year’s costs and regulated profit of last 
year, plus the increeased cost imposed by 
ae in labor, transportation and sup- 
plies. 

The result ig that the price of meal will 
vary from $50 to $57, in bags, depending 
upon the protein content, or, roughly, $3 
per ton higher than last year. 

The Food Administration has strongly 
recommended to the War _ Industries 
Board that the price of linters should be 





increased so as to bear its proper share: 


of the burden and increased cost of man- 
ufacture, and any change in this direc- 
tion will be applied to a reduction in 
the price of meal. 

The Food Administration states that it 
would have been glad to arrive at a re- 
sult that would have made the price of 
meal exactly the same as last year to 
the feeding industry, but it is impossible 
to maintain the price of oil if it were in- 
creased above the present figure, owing 
& the relatively lower basis for vegetable 
oils. 

The Food Administration expresses 
satisfaction that stabilization by the vol- 
untary agreements of all elements of 
the industry will greatly eliminate spec- 
ulation that would otherwise take place, 
and that all interests will have been 
protected in so doing. 


Would Stop Oriental Oil Imports to 


Protect Cottonseed Industry. 


Voicing his fear that the equilibrium of 
the .cottonseed oil industry will be dis- 
turbed by the importation of Oriental 
vegetable oils, which, he contends, come 
in direct competition with cottonseed oil, 
rE. A. Calvin, Washington representative 
of the Cottonseed States Official Advis- 
ory Marketing Board, in an open letter, 
urges the War Trade Board to place an 
embargo on the importation of Oriental 
oils. 

He writes:— 

The tremendous influx of Oriental vegetable 
oils during the past year has added materially 
to the problems of the Food Administration 
in its control and stabilization of cottonseed 
products for the coming season, and may re- 
sult in great loss to the cotton growers un- 
less the situation is handled with a great deal 
of caution. The indications are that there will 
be at least an average yield of cottonseed, 
and there is an unprecedented surplus of cot- 
tonseed oil from last season. The export de- 
mand is weak and uncertain. These things, 
plus the tremesdous imports of Oriental veg- 
etable oils, constitute a formidable array of 
causes why the Food Administration may not 
be able to determine a fair price for cotton- 
seed oil and its manufactured products, as it 
did by voluntary agreement last year, 





Oil Production of Japan Averages 
7,550 Long Tons Per Month. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


America’s tremendously increased de- 
mand for vegetable oils during the last 
two years has built up unprecedented 
prosperity around the soya bean and 
cocoanut oil mills at Kobe, Japan. Amer- 
ican crushing and extracting machinery 
has assisted these mills in being able to 
meet the demands. 

Consul Robert Frazer, Jr., reports:— 
At present there is an_ output, in all 
Japan, of 223,500 cases (7,550 long tons) 
of oil per month, divided about as fol- 
lows:—Soya bean oil, 92,500 cases; cocoa- 
nut, 68,000; rapeseed, 44,000; cottons¢ed, 
16,000; peanut, 3,000. 

There are 2% large vegetable oil mills 
in the Kobe district, producing approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. of the vegetable oil 
manufactured in Japan. 

Several of the local mills are now ex- 
panding their works in order to increase 
the capacities or to adapt the mills to 
other seeds. One new mill, with a capa- 
city of about 20,000 cases monthly, is be- 
ing erected near here, The machinery 
being installed is usually either American

Strict inspection of vegetable oil 
imports from Manchuria is being 
made on the advice of Consul A. A.

LINSEED SAVING. 








Of 60 Per Cent. of Oil Effected by 


Linoleum Manufacturers. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

Officials of the government interested 
in the conservation of linseed oil are en- 
couraged by a very material saving made 
through the co-operation of the linoleum 
manufacturers, At a recent conference 
held here an agreement was reached 
whereby a 50 per cent. cut was made in 
the coal allowance to the linoleum manu- 
facturers. This means that their manu- 
factured product would be cut to 40 per 
cent. and that automatically meant that 
a saving up to 60 per cent. of their nor- 
mal consumption of linseed oil would be 
affected. The government officials are 
pleased with the way the linoleum manu- 
facturers have been sacrificing their per- 
sonal intetrests in the general cause.

Cottonseed Queries Answered by Food 


Administration. 


In response to the following queries 
from the Georgia Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association the Food Administration has

Question.—May we purchase cottonseed oil 
from other mills not now ready to operate? 
Will begin crushing at once. Seed show high 
percentage of moisture and will not keep 
without damage. 

Answer.—Answering telegram. Rules pro- 
hibit purchase and sale of seed between oil 
mills. Applications for special permission in 
special cases may be made showing neces- 
sity, if any, for such procedure, The applica- 
tions contemplate no profit by mills shipping 
the seed, 

Question.—Does price paid for seed by one 
of our mills govern all other mills in com- 
pany, or only the buying points for the in- 
dividual mill? 

Answer.—Answering | telegram. All mills 
operating under the samt license should pay 
same price on same day in same zone. 





Oils and Fats Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee Will Meet Septem- 


ber II. 
Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


Because experts on oils and fats in the 
various departments and establishments 
of the government have been too busy on 
war work and in conferences with the 
official representatives of the Allies and 
with trade interests, they were not able 
to prepare summaries of the fats and oils 
work of their respeective laboratories 
this week. In consequence, the meeting 
of the interdepartmental Committee on 
Fats and Oils had but a brief session on 
Wednesday. The next meeting has been 
called for September 11, at the United 
States Food Administration. 

Some important matters connected with 
war supplies and the relations of oils

OIL SEEDS IN INDIA. 


Final Estimates of Rape, Mustard 
and Linseed Production in 1917- 
1918. 


The final general memorandum on the 
winter oil-seeds (rape, mustard and lin- 
seed) crop of 1917-18 in India is based upon 
reports received from provinces where 
rape, mustard, and linseed make up 98.8 
per cent. of the total area under rape 
and mustard and 98.9 per cent. of the 
total linseed area in British India. 

The total area under rape and mustard 
is reported to be 6,884,000 acres, which 
is 6 per cent. above the finally revised 
area of last year. The total estimated 
yield is 1,111,000 tons, as against 1,191,- 
000 tons, the revised final figure of last 
year, or a decrease of 7 per cent. In 
addition to the areas for which particu- 
lars are given above, rape and mustard 
are grown in certain other tracts in 
British India, and the average area so 
grown for the last five years has been 
some 72,000 acres with an estimated 
yield of 12,000 tons. The total area un- 
der linseed amounts to 3,737,000 acres, 
which is 5 per cent. above the finally re- 
vised area of last year. The total esti- 
mated yield is 507,000 tons, as against 
526,000 tons, the revised final estimate 
of last year, or a decrease of 4 per cent. 
In addition to the areas for which par- 
ticulars are given above, linseed is 
grown in certain other tracts in British 
India, and the average area so grown for 
the last five years has been some 37,000 
acres, with an estimated yield of 5,000 
tons. : 


CASTOR BEAN MEN 
PROTEST FREIGHTS 


Some Florida Growers 
Threaten Not to Harvest 
Crop Unless Rate 
Is Cut. 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 6, 1918. 


H. B. Walker, of the castor bean con- 
tract-growing firm of Helm & Walker, 
states that many castor bean growers in 
Florida are dissatisfied with arrange- 
ments made by the government for hull- 
ing the oil beans. It is stated here that 
some growers threaten not to harvest 
the crop unless plans are perfected for 
handling the — with less trouble and 
less expense to them, Excessive railroad 
rates are the root of the trouble, accord- 
ipg to Mr. Walker, and the growers are 
endeavoring to have these reduced. Th's 
is his statement:— 

In order to get the castor beans hulled at 
the lowest possible cost to the growers it has 
been necessary for us to locate central hulling 
plants at Jacksonville and West Palm Beach, 
where large machines are being installed to 
handle the beans more economically than could 
be done otherwise. We will do the hulling 
without any profit for ourselves, and have 
also offered to pay the freight on_ unhulled 
beans to the hulling plants, where beans are 
shipped in carload lots. Most of the grow- 
ers, however, want to ship their unhulled 


beans in less than carloads, so as to get 
quicker returns from their crop, and the 
freight rate on less than carload lots is so 


high that neither the contractors nor the 
growers can pay it without loss, 

It takes about 100 pounds of unhulled beans 
to make a bushel of hulled beans. For each 
bushel of hulled beans accepted by the govern- 
ment, the grower gets $3 and the contractors 
get a gross profit of 50 cents, Under the pres- 
ent freight classification (promulgated just a 
few days ago), the average cost of shipping 
the unhulled beans to the hulling stations from 
all parts of our territory, in less than carload 
lots, is about 40 cents a bushel. The carload 
rate for the same average distance is about 
22 cents a bushel. The Bureau of Aircraft 
Production has agreed to pay a part of the 
freight on the unhulled beans in carload lots, 
but so far has refused to pay any share of 
the freight on shipments in less than carloads. 

The average distance that unhulled beans 
will have to be shipped to our hulling plants 
{is about seventy-five miles. The freight per 
100 pounds on unhulled castor beans for this 
distance, under the latest classification made 
by the railroad administration, is 40 cents. 
This is the same rate ag on peanuts, which 
are now worth about 15 cents a pound, as 
against a value of 3 cents a pound for un- 
hulled castor beans, while flour in sacks can 
be shipped the same distance for 22 cents per 
100 pounds, and unginned long staple cotton, 
worth from 40 to 60 cents a pound, is car- 
ried the same distance by the railroads for 
16 cents per 100 pounds. 





Copra Export Duty Raised 4s. per 
100 Pounds by Trinidad. 


Copra is now subject to an export 
duty in Trinidad of 5s. ($1.22) per 100 
pounds, increased from 1s. per 100 


pounds. The new rate on coconuts is Is. 
8d. ($.40) per 100 nuts, as against the old 
rate of 3s. 4d, per 1,000, or 8 cents per 100. 

The committee recommended the in- 
crease in the following statement:— 

We have considered the increases in the 
export duty rates on coconuts and sopra 
which are advocated by. the Food Committee 
with the view of so far regulating the local 
price of copra as to secure the manufacture 
of an adequate supply of coconut oil for the 
needs of the colony, and concur in the Food 
Comvmulttee’s recommendation that while the 
New York market price of copra remains at 
its present high figure the governor should 
fix the export duty on coconuts and copra at 
1s. Sd. per 100 nuts and 5s. per 100 pounds, 
respectively. We estimate that the additional 
amount to be derived from this proposal dur- 
ing the remainder of the current year will be 
approximately £10,000, 


OIL IN BRITAIN. 





Fuel Oil Report by Crewe Committee 


Shows Way to Production. 
London, Aug. 26, 1918. 


The committee appointed by Winston 
Churchill, Minister of Munitions, to con- 
sider the production of fuel oil from home 
sources has submitted a report of its 
findings. 

The report of the committee, Marquis of 
Crewe, chairman, consists of two main 
sections. In dealing with the supply of 
cannel coal and kindred substances, the 
committee declares that the figures of 
the Petroleum Research Department to 
the effect that a daily production of 12,700 
tons of cannel coal could be attained are 
irreconcilable with the fact. that there 
exists a shortage of labor and that an 
increased output of cannel coal can be 
obtained only at the expense of the out- 
put of ordinary coal. 

The second section of the report is 
devoted to the question of the collection 
and transportation of raw materials and 
the method of retorting. Criticising the 
recommendation of the Research Depart- 
ment that 127 batteries of retorts be 
erected as a proposal based upon the per- 
formance of a single experimental retort 
the committee asserts that a single small 
unit under continual skilled supervision 
can, at best only give a very imperfect 
idea of the difficulties which would arise 
in the regular working of a plant of a 
capacity of many thousands of such units 
by workmen. - 

Other possible sources of oil supply ap- 
pear to the committee to be:— 

(a) Boring for oil in Great Britain. 

(b) Further development of Scottish 
shale oil industry. 

(c) Utilization of dehydrated tar by 
the employment of suitable solvents. 

(d) A great extension of the carboniza- 
tion of raw coal as a preliminary to its 
use for industrial and domestic purposes. 

(e) Utilization of the extensive deposits 
of Kimmeridge shale. 

(f) Economic possibility of the utiliza- 
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Whirlwind Campaign 
Urged Upon Insurance 
Committee of Paint, 
Oil and Varnish 
Club. 


Luther Martin, chairman-‘of the 
lire Insurance Committee of the 
N. P., O. and V. A., has issued an 
appeal to the committee, the mem- 
bers of the Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club, and the national association 
to increase the insurance totals in 
the Paint Trade Mutual. Mr. Mar-= 
tin cites the indifference of mem- 
bers of the committee, and urges 
the necessity of action in the fol- 
lowing words:— 

The chairman of the Insurance Com- 
mittee has endeavored to have a meet- 
ing of this committee on two or three 
occasions wth very poor results. Some 
of the old standbys have always been 
present and some have written advis- 
ing of previous engagements. The ma- 
jority of the men have shown an in- 
difference to get into the work, and I 
therefore have given up all hope of 
getting the committee together at one 
time in order to explain the work 
which we have before us. 

What we need now is a whirlwind 
campaign to round up the men in the 
New York Club, in an endeavor to get 
them to increase their insurance with 
our Insurance Company, viz., the 
Paint Trade Mutual. I am enclosing 
to each member of the committee a 
card showing the amount they are now 
insured for and the additional insur- 
ance required. I think the least I can 
expect of the committee is that they 
see these men between now and the 
end of September and see what results 
can be obtained. I think the New York 
Club are ahead so far for the prize 
offered by the association, and na- 
turally we all would be very proud to 
see New York secure this prize and 
have the announcement made at the 
convention in Boston. However, we 
canot hope to do this without any 
effort on our part, and I think you 
will agree with me that it will not be 
too much to ask when the interest of 
the club is at stake.

In reference to the carbonization of raw 
coal, the committee indicates that for 
every 20 million tons of coal carbonized 
from 1 to 1% millions tons of fuel oil might 
be obtained. The Fuel Research Board of 
the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research is now developing a com- 
prehensive inquiry into the technical and 
economic possibilities of such a revolution 
in the preparation and use of fuel for in- 
dustrial and domestic purposes. 


WASTE ELIMINATION. 


Reconditioning of Barrels at Points of 
Transshipment Held Solution of 
Leaky Barrel Problem. 


Following the brief article in the 
Reporter of September 2 in regard to 
the best possible solution of the “leaky” 
barrel in shipment problem, we are in 
receipt of a letter from a Pacific coast 
barrel house which is directly inter- 
ested in conducting a campaign for the 
education of shippers as to the proper 
handling of barrels. The following ex- 
tract from the letter will be found of 
interest :— 

Our action here is in furtherance of the 
work being done by our organization at points 
of shipment in the Orient, where we maintain 
a skilled staff, an important part of whose 
duty is to instruct purchasers of barrels and 
shippers and warehousemen in the proper man- 
ner of making up the original barrel and car- 
ing for it from the time of filling until it is 
stowed for shipment. Our efforts in this line 
have been rewarded by the arrival in first 
class condition of thousands of barrels sent 
by shippers who have previously experienced 
heavy leakage losses, because of ignorance on 
this subject and lack of proper treatment. 
Proper reconditioning at points of trans-ship- 
ment of barrel cargo which has been properly 
handled at the point of origin will insure sat- 
isfactory conditions throughout transit. This 
should not be a step difficult of attainment. 


Cocoanut, Walnut and Other Nut- 
shells Wanted for Gas Mask 
Carbon. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 
Officers in the gas defense division of 
the Chemical Warfare Service report 
that considerable qualities of a certain 
charcoal needed in the manufacture of 
sas masks are being obtained through 
the nationwide campaign to promote the 
consumption of cocoanut, walnuts, etc., 
so that the shells and fruit pits may be 








saved for this urgent war work. The 
supply must, however, be multiplied 
within the next few months. With plans 
of the War Department maturing for 
sending 4,000,000 men to the European 
battlefields there is a military demand 
for all the gas masks and gas defense 
equipment that can be manufactured. 
The estimate of 15,000 tons of cocoanut 
shells a month, made a few days ago, 
is already found to be too small. An in- 


tensive drive throughout the country has 
been inaugurated to increase the quan- 
tity of shells and kernels and pits for 
army use,

The past week has been rather a 
quiet one in the different branches of 


the paint industry. There is a slack 
general demand at the present time, 
that is a natural result of the high 
prices which conditions have forced, 
and the only really active demand is 
that which comes from the govern- 
ment. The government is just as big 
a buyer as ever, and in some lines the 
volume of this business is increasing. 
The troubles over raw materials con- 
tinue to crop out right along, and 
there is no way of improving this situ- 
ation. Just now certain color makers 
who use sulphur are troubled for fear 
that their supplies of this material may 
be shut off or curtailed. The shortage 
of raw material and the shortage of 
labor may be an old story now, but it 
is no less a very serious matter, be- 
cause the condition is not one of the 
hour and the moment. The labor short- 
age is being felt more and more every 
day, and there is no hope of any im- 
provement here. 

As a rule prices have held steady 
during the week, with few changes. 
This is true of dry colors and pigments. 
The most important development ‘in 
the trade during the week have been 
the announcement of the prices on the 
different grades of zinc oxide for the 
last quarter of the year, and the fixing 
of the price for the new quarter on 
lithophone. Trading on the new basis 
will begin in the lithophone market 
Monday, September 9. Formal an- 
nouncement of the last quarter’s prices 
for zinc oxide were sent out this week, 
and the formal announcement of the 
lithophone prices will be made at once. 
Lithophone advances %c. a_ pound, 
while the price of zine oxide remains 
unchanged. It was certain that there 
would be an advance in the price of 
lithophone, as the increase in the cost 
of the raw materials—crude barytes 
and spelter—and the increase in the 
cost of labor made an advance in price 
inevitable. The only question was 
whether the advance would be 4c. or 
ec. a pound, That there was no ad- 
vance in the price of zinc oxide, will be 
Surprise to many; as in these days, 
whenever it comes time to announce 
new prices of anything, an advance is 
expected. The government is a large 
consumer of zinc oxide, however, and 
there was no disposition on the part of 
the producers to try and force an ad- 
vance, although, of course, they are 
meeting with the same labor problems 
that are met with in all lines

PIG LEAD AND SPELTER. 


PIG LEAD.—The [Lead ’ 
Committee has the eatin ae 
hand, and is able to hold the prices 
steady, in spite of the fact that the 
supply is not sufficient to meet the de- 
mand and the shortage of labor is 
against any increase in production 
The price is still 8.05c. a pound in New 
York and 7%c, in St. Louis, and there 
is iittle, if any, left in dealers’ hands 
to offer at resale. The committee is 
keeping close watch of consumers, see- 
ing to it that those who are working on 
government contracts are supplied 
first; and the situation seems to be 
as well handled as is possible under the 
circumstances. In spite of the fact 
that every effort is being made to in- 
crease production, conditions are 
against the accomplishment of very 
much in this line, although many mines 
that hag been closed down for a long 
time have been reopened. 

SPELTER.—There is a moderate de- 
mand for spelter, but not as great a one 
as the producers would Like to see. 
The price fluctuates a little from day 
to day without changing much, Prompt 
Western shipment is quoted at 9.40@ 
9.65c. per pound in the local market, 
as compared with 9.45@9.65c, a week 


ago. Distant shipments are from 8.90 
to 9c., with sellers asking a little 
higher in some instances. 
PIGMENTS. 
WHITD LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The fact that pig lead is holding 


steady is having a tendency to prevent 
further price changes in the lead pig- 
ments, and there was no change in the 
price of white lead this week. In spite 
of the fact that the labor situation Is 
becoming worse right along, manufac- 
turers say that they do not expect any 
advance in the price of white lead (ba- 
sic carbonate) as long as the price of 
pig lead remains unchanged. American 
dry in casks is quoted at 10@19%%c.

DRY COLORS. 


There has been little change in the 
situation in the dry color market this 
week. Most cOnsumers seem to be buy- 
ing from hand to mouth just at the 
present time. There are some good- 
sized orders being placed right along, 
but in almost every instance it is the 
government that furnishes the de- 
mand. This week there were some 
sized sales of ocher, it being the gov- 
ernment that was calling for this class 
of yellows. There is a fair demand 
for the iron blues, and the price holds 
around $1.35. The scarcity of sulphur 
is causing uneasiness among the man- 
ufacturers of ultramarine blues. It 
would be a serious Situation if the 
manufacturers of this popular color 
could not get sulphur, for ultramarine 
is one of the most important pigments 
possessed by the painter. It is not only 
used in painting, but in printing of all 
kinds—letterpress, wall paper and cal- 
ico—and in bleaching, and is consid- 
ered the best blue for the laundry. 
There is also a shortage of copperas 
that promises an advance of oxide red. 
The shortage of raw materials is now 
an old story in the dry color business, 
but it presents new features all the 
time and keeps the wits of the manu- 
facturers busy. The labor question is 
also becoming a more serious matter 
every day, and manufacturers com- 
Plain that they lose their best men 
right along. However, every one is 
making the best of the situation, and 
trying as hard as possible to catch up 
with deliveries. 


Blacks. 


There has not as yet been any ad- 
vances in blacks. Prices hold steady, 
however, as the constantly increasing 
cost of production is an effective veto 
to any price cuting ideas, There is a 
good demand from government 
sources, but aside from that the mar- 
ket is rather quiet. Bone, powdered, 
is quoted at 5%@12c. per pound; car- 
bon gas at 16@25c.; charcoal, powdered, 
at 6c.; drop at 54%@15c.; ivory at 16@ 
30c.; lampblack at 15@45c.; vine, at 4c., 
and mineral blacks in car lots at $35@ 


45 ner ton. 
Blues. 


The scarcity of sulphur is beginning 
to be a serious matter, and manufac- 
turers of u!ltramarine blues are much 
interested. Sulphur is a necessary raw 
meterial in the manufacture of this 
ropular color, and if the government 
should find it necessary to cut the 
color makers off from supplies it would 
be a serious situation. There are not 
many sorts of blues, and none as gen- 
erally used as ultramarine. The iron 
blues hold steady around $1.35, and 
have not yet shown any inclination to 
follow the decline in the price of yel- 
low prussiate of soda, Prices are un- 
eranged and ultramarine is quoted at 
14@50c. If there should be a shortage 
ferced by a lack of sulphur, prices 
would naturally advanoe. 


Browns. 


What has been Said in a general way 
of the market applies to browns, as 
well as to other colors. There is not 
a very active outside demand, but pro- 
ducers have all they can do to keep up 
with the demand. A scarcity of labor 
prevents speeding up on production. 
There were no changes ‘in’ quotations 
during the past week. Sienna, Italian, 
is quoted at 7@l5ic. a pound in ton lots 
in barrels; American, burnt and pow- 
dered, is 24%@4c.; Turkish umber is 5@ 
7ce., and American, 3%@4c.; domestic 
Vandyke brown is 3%@4c. 


Greens. 


There were no price changes in the 
green list during the past week. 
Businesg is not particularly active, but

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manufacturers are well under contract, 
and are more troubled by the problems 
of production than they are with the 
demand. There is a good demand for 
dark chrome, and the price is sustained 
by the steadiness of blues. Dark 
chrome is almost a blue, and with iron 
blues at $1.35 does not look as high as 
it otherwise would. Light chrome is 
quoted at 40@50c., medium at 50@60c., 
and dark at-60@70c. Commercial is 8@ 
12l44c., grinders’ 12@20c., and jobbers’ 
at 9@1l4c. Paris green is 49@42c. 


Reds. 


Reds hold steady, and an advance in 
oxide red ig very probable. It is said 
that this red is now scarcely produced 
in England on account of the scarcity 
of copperas, and there is a growing 
scarcity in this country. There ig not 
as brisk a demand as has been looked 
for at this time, but deliveries are still 
behind. Carmine No. 49 is quoted at 
$5,506 in 11-pound tin; English India 
red, pure, at 18@24c. per pound, and 
American pure at 8@12c.; oxide red, 
copperas, in casks, at 15@20c.; native in 
lumps at 32@4c.: Spanish at 7@8c.; 
para red, commercila, at 20@50c.; rose 
pink at 35@40c., and vermilion quick- 
silver, English, at $2@2.10. 


Yellows. 


There was a good demand this week 
for ocher from government sources, 
and the market is steady. The receipt 
of 4,686 casks of French ocher noted 
in these columns last week came just 
in time to relieve a situation that was 
growing acute, for French ocher had 
become very scarce. It is probable, 
however, that the government is 
closely enough in touch with the situ- 
ation to see that enough is alowed to 
come in from time to time to prevent 
an actual] shortage. Prices remain un- 
changed. Chrome, chemically pure, in 
ton lots, is quoted at 30%32c. per pound. 
Dutch or English pink at 15@18c.; first 
quality French ocher at 8%10c.; domes- 
tic is strong at 3@4c.; medium at $30@60 
a ton and domestic high grade at 6@ 
lOc. Zine yellow is quoted at 50@538c. a 


pound. 
COLORS IN OIL. 


The demand for colors in oil coming 
from the general trade continues 
light. The government continues to be 
the one big consumer, and this situa- 
tion will probably continue for some 
time. The high price of paints is nat- 
urally against their use when the pur- 
chase can be avoided, and, with the 
continued call of men to colors, the 
building trades are becoming more 
idle rather than more active. The gov- 
ernment’s business is proving of 
greater volume than any one had an- 
ticipated, and this business alone is 
enough to make up for a great deal of 
the loss of business because of the 
slackness of the general demand. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIAL. 


There have been few changes in the 
markets of the minor paint materials 
during the past week. In the main the 
situation is unchanged and the demand 
is not particularly active, although in 
some lines the supply is too limited to 
meet any sort of a demand. Southern 
producers of barytes say that they 
have not advanced prices. The cost 
of barytes is largely a matter of the 
eost of labor and transportation, and 
there -may be an advance forced by 
increasing costs in these lines soon. 
Crude barytes cost a great deal more 
than they used to, as a result of in- 


creased labor costs. There is no 
searcity. The scarcity of chalk and 
whiting continues to be acute, but 
some hopes are held out of an im- 


provement in this situation. 
BARYTES.—There has as yet been 
no advance announced by the South- 
ern barytes producers to meet the ad- 
vance reported in the St. Louis mar-

The naval stores market continues 
very satisfactory from a _ producer’s 
point of view. It was not very long 
ago that prices were so low that small 
producers were being forced out of 
business—now rosin is selling higher 
than ever known, and turpentine is at 
a profitable price, and holds steady and 
shows a tendency to work gradually 
higher. Rosins made a new high this 
week, and aré 30@35c. a barrel higher 
than they were a week'ago. The low- 
est grade of rosin sells in this market 
at $13 a barrel, and the highest grade 
at $15.50. Although such prices were 


never known before, there are many © 


who predict that the top has not been 
reached. There has been such a very 
great profit for those who had stocks 
on hand that all holders have become 
very bullish in their ideas, and stocks 
are firmly held even at the high prices. 
There is some profit taking sales in 
the Southern markets right along, but 
not enough of this sort of selling to 
cause any great weakness as yet, and 
some of those who a short time ago 
said that they thought that the ad- 
vance had been too rapid, now say that 
they think that it has only been what 
conditions called for. The demand for 
turpentine is not very brisk, but hold- 
ers are firm in their stand, and seem 
to have plenty of confidence in their 
market. 

Nothing is yet known as to what ac- 
tion the government will take as a re- 
sult of the investigation it ie making 
into the naval stores industry—or 
whether any action at all will be taken. 
As far as rosins ae concened, today’s 
prices are away above those being quot- 
ed at the time the investigation was 
commenced. The producers argue that 
the cost of production should not be 
considered, as it is a question of sup- 
ply and demand that can only be an- 
swered by the prices obtainable; but 
it is known that the government is go- 
ing very carefully into the matter of 
the cost of production, and consumers 
naturally do not see the situation just 
as producers do. In soap making and 
some other lines the high cost of rosin 
is a very serious matter, and it would 
seem that prices cannot continue to 
advance indefinitely without curtailing 
consumption. It must be remembered 
that in normal times a very large per- 
centage of the naval stores produced 
in this country are exported, and that 
now the door is closed against foreign 
shipments, and the question is solely 
one of domestic consumption. Produc- 
tion has been cut 50 per cent., it is 
claimed, but present prices should cer- 
tainly act to prevent any furtng? i 


duction. 
TURPENTINE. 


Turpentine not only holds steady, 
but is gradually working higher, in 
spite of the fact that the demand is 
not verv active. The price in the lo- 
cal market advanced a cent this week, 
making the quotation 66%c. a gallon, 
or 6%c. higher than the recent low. It 
seems reasonable to suppose that the 
success the producers have had in 
holding the price of rosin at the high- 
est level ever known has encouraged 
them to be stiff when it comes to the 
price of turpentine. Turpentine and 
rosin often go in different directions, 
hut at the same time the producers of 
rosin are the producers of turpentine, 
and for this reason the record-breaking 
strength of the rosin market has at 
least a sentimental effect on the price 
of turpentine. It is hard to discover 
anything particularly bullish in the 
situation as far as turpentine is con- 
cerned, no matter what may be said 
as to the rosin market. Turpentine is 
not in active demand, either locally or 
in the South. Consumers can turn to 
substitutes whenever they feel so dis- 
posed. Stocks in the Southern centers 
are not decreasing, and there is no 
longer any shortage in this port. The 
high price of rosin will naturally en- 
courage as great a production as pos- 
sible and, if the output of rosin is in- 
creased, it will mean an increased pro- 
duction of turpentine. In spite of 
everything that can be brought up 
against the market, however, it shows 
no weakness, and it is claimed by those 
in the business that the present price 
is not enough above the cost of pro. 
duction to mean an excessive profit to 
the producers, 





Savannah, Ga., Sept. 6, 1918. 
Holders of turpentine are finm in their opin- 
ion that the market is going to continue to 
work higher, and for this reason stocks are 
well held, and there is not enough pressing 
for sale to depress the market. There is 
enough day-to-day demand to give the market 
a very good undertone.

The fact that the prices 
ago were the highest ever Taeen ie 
the market did not prevent a still fur- 
ther advance in the price of rosin this 
week, and producers seem to get rather 
indignant if any ONe suspects that 
prices are high. There was an advance 
this week of 30 to 35 cents a barrel 
which brought common rosin up to $13 
a barrel, and water white to $15.50 a 
barrel. When common rosin reached 
$12 a barrel the four month’s advance 
was equal to 100 per cent., but this 
was not enough. There have been 
many rapid advances in all kind of 
things since the war started; but few 
advances have been as sensational as 
that which has been seen in the rosin 
market during the last few months. 
There is business done at the high 
price, and the bulls are insistant in 
their claims that there has been no 
greater advance than was justified by 
conditions. The government has as 
yet given no indication as to what it 
intends to do in the matter of fixing 
price. The authorities have been busy 
with an investigation for several weeks, 
and have requested all sorts of infor. 
mation from producers The producers 
say that they have no fear of price 
fixing, as they will be able to prove 
that the price is a logical result of de- 
creased production. It has been 
claimed that higher wages than the 
naval stores people could afford to pay 
was taking men out of the woods: but 
it would seem that at the present price 
of rosin the producers should be able 
to bid against any one for help. 

Locally the demand is not very keen. 
The hedge and speculative purchases 
are made in the Southern markets, and 
naturally, consumers are not buying 
more than they have to have at pres- 
ent prices. The Southern markets con- 
tinue firm, and the producers continue 
to control the market. ‘‘The buyers 
have had it all their own way in the 
rosin market for five years,” said one 
prominent naval stores man, “but they 
are not having it their own way now. 
The producers are having their turn, 
and it is about time.”

ket. The price at the mills is still $20 
to $30 a ton, according to grade, There 
is no scarcity of barytes, of course, and 
it is only a question of labor and 
transportation. There has been talk 
for some time of a general advance in 
price about the ist of October, and in- 
creasing cost of production may force 
an advance soon. 

BLANC FIXE.—Conditions in this 
market remain about as they have 
been for some time. An advance 
forced by increasing cost of produc- 
tion would not be a surprise at any 
time. The undertone of the market is 
firm. Dry is se esee’ or. a 

ound and pulp at a ton. 

- CASEIN.—There is not a particu- 
larly strong demand for casein from 
the paint trade at this time, and pro- 
ducers could take care of more busi- 
ness than they are getting without 
difticulty. The embargo upon imported 
casein has not resulted in any scarcity 
but shutting of about 1,000,000 a 
month, which is what the embargo 
amounts to, has, of course, prevented 
stocks from becoming as large as they 
otherwise would, and given a steadi- 
ness to the market for domestic casein. 
The price is from 17% to 28c. a pound. 

CHALK.—There is Jitile to ve said 
in regard to the situation in this mar- 
ket, except that consumers have hopes 
‘hat there will be some improvement 
in the situation in the no distant fu- 
ture. That there will continue to be a 
great scarcity for a long time to come 
is a certainty, but if the government 
recognizes the need for it in the man- 
ufacture of war materials and takes 
action to secure more freight room for 
it there will be some relief—so con- 
sumers get along the best way they 
can, and have hopes. 

CHINA CLAY.—The demand from 
the paint makers is not particularly 
active just now, but there is no weak- 
ness in the market. The makers of 
some sorts of dry colors in which 
china clay is extensively used do not 
care to stock up just now for fear that 
they may not be able to get other ma- 
terials needed in their line of manu- 
facture. There can be no weakness 
to the market until stocks are larger 
than they are today, and all condi- 
tions are against an accumulation of 
stocks. Imported is quoted at $20@40 
a ton and domestic at $15@22.50. 

COBALT OXIDE.—There is no 
change in this much restricted market. 
The conditions are against the expan- 
sion of the trade at this time, and the 
supply available continues small. The 
price remains unchanged at $1.60@1.65 
per pound, 

COPPER OXIDE.—There continues 
a steady demand fer this material, 
which is increasing right along, as it is 
used in making ship-bottom paint, and 
this country is just now leading the 
world as a ship-building nation. It is 
quoted at 28@32c. a pound. 

PUTTY.—The scarcity and high price 
of raw materials makes the putty mar- 
ket very firm, and when the increased 
cost of production is considered, q fur- 
ther advance in price would not be a 
surprise to the trade. Commercial, in 
120-pound tubs, is quoted at $3.10 per 
hundred, and pure is $3.85. Pure in 
linseed oil, in tubs, is quoted at $6.25. 
To the price $1.60 must be added to get 
the price in five-pound tins, and $3 to 
arrive as the price in one-pound tins, 

TALC.—The demand for American 
tale continues good, and the market is 
steady. The difference in grades makes 
it possible to quote only in a broad 
way, and the quotation of $20@40 a ton 
is unchanged. The mixing of American 
tale and soapstone as a substitute for 
French tale is growing, as the substi- 
tute is said to be a good one. There is 
an increasing cost of production in this 
line, of course, the same as in all other 
lines, and for this reason producers are 
very firm in their prices. 

WHITING.—There is no change in 
the situation as far as whiting is con- 
cerned. It is just as scarce as ever. 
There is a prospect that there may be 
some improvement in the situation this 
winter, but it is certain that there will 
be a scarcity as long as freight room is 
scarce. Consumers are getting sup- 
plies in partial deliveries, and glad to 
get any at all. The first question is to 
supply those who are working on gov- 
ernment contracts, and the attention of 
the government has been called to the 
difficulty of keeping them supplied. 
Prices remain unchanged. Commer- 
cial, in car lots, is quoted at $1.25; gild- 
ers’ bolted, at $1.30@1.35; extra gilders’, 
at $1.35@1.50; English cliffstone, at 75c. 
@2.27, and American paris white, at 


$1.50@1.75. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


The situation is such that there can 
bo no weakness in the market for 
varnish gums. This trade has not 
been as hard hit by government re- 
strictions as have some others, but at 
the same time it does not require gov- 
ernment restrictions to hold down sup- 
plies—the scarcity of freight room at- 
tends to that. There can be no relief for 
a long time, and there is no danger of? 
stocks piling up. In some ways there 
has been an improvement in the situa- 
tion from what it was a few months 
ago. The Dutch in the Far East have 
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gotten over their displeasure with this 
country, and are now more than 
anxious to do business, There are ar- 
rivals from time to time, but all stocks 
are low, and in some lines there is 
practically nothing in thig country. 
Prices are steady and the undertone 
of the market is good. Manila, pale, is 
quoted at 22@23c.; dark, hard, at 21@ 
28c; nubs at 16@16%c,, and standard 
sorts at 16@16%c.; pale nubs at 
Gum lac is 67@68c. Pontinak, selected 
fine, is quoted at 28@30c.; No. 1 at 21% 
@33c.; nubs at 16@16%c., and chips at 
15%@16c. Damar, Batavia, is quoted 
at 31@33c.; Singapore, No. 1, at 34c.; 
No. 2 at 25c. and No. 3 at 15%@lé6c. 
Kauri, No. 1, is quoted at 55c.; No. 2 
at 32@40c., and No. 3 at 2c. East In- 
dia bold is quoted at 24c.; nubs at 
18%c., and chips at 15%@16%4c. Gil- 
sonite is selling at $45@655 a ton, and 
manjak at $40@80. 


GLUES. 


There seems to be no complaint among 
manufacturers about the business that 
is doing in glues. The market is 
steady, and the demand continues good, 
when conditions are considered. ‘Yuere 
seems to be little inconvenience now 
in getting along with little imported 
raw material, but, of course, the limits 
met with in this matter make for high 
prices. There has been no disposition 
on the part of producers to force the 
situation and mark up prices except 
where they have been absolutely 
forced, and prices hold steady, while 
the market shows a good undertone. 
Extra white is quoted at 36@45c. per 
pound, medium white at 31@35c., cabi- 
net at 31@40c., low grade cabinet at 
24@27c., foot stock at 16@22c., brown 
foot stock at 18@22c., and common bone 
at 10@20c. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


There continues to be a good demand 
for certain sort of window glass, and 


a@ rather slack demand for other . 


grades, As has been the case for some 
time, the best demand is for the low 
grade. As there is little window glass 
now being produced, supplies are, of 
course, being constantly reduced. The 
situation was discounted by the recent 
advance, and producers say that the 
lowering of discounts was delayed as 
long as was possible. There has been no 
change in the character or volume of 
the demand since prices were advanced. 
If it were possible to secure sufficient 
freight room there would be a very 
large export business doing. There is 
a good demand from abroad, and the 
prospects for foreign trade develop- 
ment in this line are exceptionally 
good. The government continues to be 
a heavy consumer of low grade win- 
dow glass, and this demand promises 
to keep up as long as the war lasts. 





PAINTS AND DRUGS. 





Opportunities in Brazil, According to 
Commercial Attache J. E. 
Philippi. 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 5, 1918. 

There is a good market for blood puri- 
fiers and specifics of all sorts in Brazil, 
Julius E. Philippi, commercial attache to 
the American embassy at Rio de Janeiro, 
told the correspondent of the Reporter. 
American unmixed paints and water 
paints also are in very good demand 
there, 

Mr. Philippi is making a hurried trip 
through the United States in order to 
point out to American manufacturers and 
exporters the unusual opportunity now 
before them in Brazil, and at the same 
time to get at first hand information as 
to the difficulties encountered by export- 
ers to that country. 

“There is a big opportunity in Brazil 
for such an institution as the modern 
American drug store,” he said. “Al- 
though some American proprietary med- 
icines are known throughout Brazil, even 
in the smallest hamlets, there should be 
a good market there for a great many 
other American preparations. Especially 
is there a strong demand at all times for 
blood purifiers. 

“As to paints, the preference is largely 
in faver of the unmixed product. Of 
course, comparatively less paint is used 
in Brazil than in America, but they use 
@ great deal of water paints of calso- 
mines. Just now the Brazilians, who call 
their country the United States of South 
America, are most favérably disposed 
towards American products, and if they 
were presented in the proper manner an 
extensive and permanent trade could be 
developed.” 





Chemical Market Open in Saigon— 
U. S. Goods Sent Through 
Hong Kong. 


In 1916, Saigon imported chemicals to 
the value of $235,237 United States cur- 
rency, of which $178,139 worth came from 
France and $42,404 worth from Hong 
Kong. In 1917 this importation fell off 
to $139,678, of which amount $60,381 worth 
were shipped from Hong Kong and $47,- 
607 worth from France. Goods coming 
from Hong Kong into this colony in- 
cluded American products, as these are 
usually trans-shipped at this point and, 
for customs purposes, merchandise is not 
listed from the country of origin. 

The principal heavy chemicals used are 
copper and iron sulphates employed in 
the rubber industry. Washing soda 
and washing chemicals have a fair mar- 
ket as well.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 4, 1918. 

In spite of the hopeful expectations of 
the flax trade frost developed in North 
Dakota and damaged thé crop to a small 
extent. Scattered reports that came over 
the wires today indicated but slight dam- 
age. The frost fell in northeastern North 
Dakota, where rains had been fairly 
plenttiful during the early growing sea- 
son and put the plants out of danger. 
Apparently, there were no killing frosts 
in the sections where drought delayed 
germination and where the plants got 
a late start. At least no large part of 
this territory was invaded. Weather re- 
ports indicate that the frost area lapped 
over very little in the dry and delayed 
section. Estimates of the damage have 
been much less than 5 per ceut, 


News from Canada has been conflicting. 
One report had it that the crop there 
was practically all shot to pieces. The 
Winnipeg Free Press estimate of the 
crop, which must have been based on 
pre-frost conditions, was for better than 
5,000,000 bushels. 

A North Dakota flax producer reported 
a very peculiar situation this year in flax 
growing. Some fields were decidedly 
spotted, ~~ showers having started ger- 
mination in one part of the field and 
failing to do so in other parts. Late in 
August some of these fields were well 
past the bloom stage in parts and still 
green in other parts. Some of the plants 
had well developed pods and still were 
blooming. Had the frost not interfered 
heavy yields would have resulted, but 
where damage was done it was only par- 
tial, because of the fact that many of 
the plants had pods that were ripe 
er to harvest, though not fully ma- 
ure, 

The situation in Montana is changed but 
little. Frosty weather was feared, but 
did not develop generally. No killing 
frosts were reported from that State. The 
weather forecast today is for fair skies 
and rising temperatures all over the 
Northwest. Practically all of the crop 
is close to. maturement and_ another 
week’s delay of frost will ease the minds 
of the farmers. All of the early sown 
flax was out of the way before the frost 
developed. 

Receipts of old crop seed came from 
Montana largely and represented a clean- 
up in that State. There was_consider- 
able new flax received from Minnesota 
and South Dakota. Minnesota seed is 
generally acknowledged to be the best 
raised in many years. In addition to be- 
ing plumper than usual the pods carry 
more seeds, Threshing reports received 
to date have been very satisfactory and 
if they continue to show up as satisfac- 
torily in the future the government esti- 
mate can be revised sufficiently to cover 
all frost damage in North Dakota. In 
fact, with the frost damage considered, 
the crop wil] undoubtedly be larger than 
the last gcvernment estimate. The trade 
is anxious to get a line on what North 
Dakota fields will produce. Some of the 
tales coming from that State are hard 
to believe and corroboration is wanted. 
If the yields run as high as some of the 
farmer estimate they will the flax crop 
of this year will be somewhat out of the 
ordinary. 

Pressure on the futures was qu'te no- 
ticeable during the week past and the 
general tendency was downward. Frost 
news was responsible for a sudden check 
in the selling and some covering of shorts, 
but as soon as the shorts were satisfied 
prices declined again. Selling of new 
flaxseed to arrive was encouraged by the 
decline and purchases during the week 
were the heaviest on thecrop. Tests of the 
new Minnesota seed are being made, but 
the results have not been given out as 
yet. It is expected to produce more oil 
than usual. The quality of the South 
Dakota seed is good, though some of it is 
showing up a little thin, There were a 
few dry spots in the State and filling was 
not as good as expected. There is con- 
siderable new crop seed in transit from 
Minnesota and South Dakota points, and 
new North Dakota seed is expected by 
the end of next week. The volume of the 
movement would have been greater this 
week were it not for the delay in harvest 
work due to rains. Elevator stocks are 
down to 57,000 bushels for Duluth and 
Minneapolis, and the crushers are prac- 
tically shut down. A sharp increase in 
the new crop movement would be appre- 
ciated by them. 


Linseed Oil. 


There is still a fair demand for oil, 
though most of the trading is being done 
with concerns furnishing the government 
with material, or with the government 
itself. Shipping directions are plentiful, 
but buyers will have to wait, owing to 
the lack of supply on hand. Oil is being 
shipped as fast as it can be made, and 
the general hope is that it can be made 
much faster in the next few weeks. There 
is more inclination on the part of the 
crushers to do a little selling for deferred 
shipment, and the buyers are inquiring 
for fresh lots in a moderate way. Most 
of them seem to be waiting on the crop 
developments, so no large business is pos- 
sible. Regular customers are not at all 
prominent in the buying.

The most interesting piece of news 
in the oil market this week was the 
announcement by the government that 
the price of cottonseed oil would remain 
unchanged at 17%c. for crude at the 
mills. At one time it was feared that 
a bumper cotton crop might force the 
government to reduce the fixed price 
of cottonseed oil, and thus disturb the 
whole vegetable oil market. This week 
the Agricultural Department made pub- 
lic a report showing that the deterior- 
ation of the crop had been so great that 
the crop would probably be smaller than 
that of last year. This report paved 
the way for the announcement that 
there would be no change in the price 
of oil. Naturally this announcement 
had a good effect on the soya bean oil 
market; but it did not have enough 
weight to increase the demand, which is 
rather slow at the present time. 

There has been no change in the 

~linseed oll situation, and it looks very 


much as if the price would remain at 
$1.90 or around that figure until the new 
crop Oil begin to move. There is a little 
Minnesota seed moving now, but it will 
be November before there will be much 
change in the situation. Eastern crush- 
ers are still declining to quote prices 
for the future delivery of oil. 

There is leSs excitement in Chinawood 
oil than there was a short time ago, and 
the market seems to be passing into the 
control of the regular importers. There 
is no weakness to the situation, al- 
though the price has declined a little 
from the top. 

In most of the oils of limited con- 
sumption, the week was a quiet one, 
and as a rule prices remain unchanged. 
There is no scarcity of oils and fats in 
country, and it is very probable that 
there will be arrangements made for a 
freer movement to the other side in the 
near future to relieve the situation that 
exists there. 


LINSEED OIL. 


Linseed oil is still held steady at 
$1.90 a gallon. There is little that can 
be said of the situation that has not 
already been said. There is a short- 
age, and there is a high price. The 
Government has asked everyone ww 
hold down consumption as much as 
possible for the time being, and crush- 
ers are not looking for business. It 
is not because there is not a profit in 
selling oil at $1.90 a gallon that crush- 
ers are indifferent about the market, 
but they have their hands more than 
full trying to make deliveries of the 
goods they have already sold. It might 
be mentioned in this connection that 
those who bought oil before the price 
went up are clamoring very loudly 
now for delivery of the oil they have 
contracted for. There has been some 
new crop Minnesota seed received at 
Minneapolis, and the quality is said to 
be better than last year; but it will be 
some time yet before there can be any 
material relief from the movement of 
new crop seed, and Eastern crushers 
are sending oil made from Argentine 
seed as far west as the Mississippl, 
while Western crushers who are run- 
ning are largely working on imported 
seed. There were no exports from Ar- 
gentine to this country this week, but 
it is expected that there will be more 
seed brought in from South America 
before the new crop moves, in spite of 
the embargo. It does not’ look as 
though any effort was going to be 
made to change the price, until the 
movement of new crop seed changes 
the whole situation. The sentiment 
seems to be that the situation called 
for a price that would not change 
every day, and that $1.90 might as well 
be the price as any other figure. There 
continues to be talk—most of it comes 
from the West—of sales for new crop 
delivery around $1.80. There is no con- 
firmation of this sort of trading in this 
market, however, and the leading East- 
ern crushers say that they are not 
looking for a future business at this 
time, and do not care to speculate on 
the size of the domestic and Canadian 
crop in this manner. There are 

encouraging reports from the 
but there might be weather at 
any time that would alter the situa- 
tion entirely. There is some day-to- 
day business in spite of the high price, 
but naturally it is not large, as no 
one is buying at this time who can 
afford to wait.

LINSEED OIL AND MEAL. 


There is no change in the situation 
as far as Oil and meal are concerned. 
When crushers have to store these by- 
products they do so without troubling 
themselves much about it, for some 
day they are sure to bring much high- 
er prices than are now obtainable. The 
market remains unchanged at a quota- 
roe of $52 a ton, which is largely nom- 
inal, 





COTTONSEED OIL. 


The annountement that the govern- 
ment had decided not to change “the 
fixed price of cottonseed oil from 17%c. 
for crude at the mills was by no means 


a surprise to the trade; and yet it 
created a feeling of relief to have the 
matter settled. The talk of a large 
cotton crop, which was current some 
time ago, created the fear that there 
might have to be a lower price fixed 
for cottonseed oil. This would have 
not only had an influence on soya bean 
oil, but on the vegetable oil list in 
general, and the trade did not like the 
outlook. This week, however, the gov- 
ernment reported that the condition of 
the cotton crop On August 25 was 55.7, 
the lowest condition report.on record, 
and said that it indicated “a crop of 
11,137,000 bales, compared with a crop 
of 11,300,000 bales last year. This 
changed the whole situation, and no 
time was lost in announcing that the 
fixed price of cottonseed oil would re- 
main unchanged. In case the crop 
should turn out as poor or poorer than 
indicated by the government estimate, 
there would probably be a movement 
to have the price advanced; but there 
is little chance that such an effort 
would succeed, as there was a large 
carry-over _of cottonseed oil into the 
new season, and there is no danger of 
any scarcity, no matter what the final 
outturn of the crop may be. Specula- 
tion in cottonseed oil has been entirely 
eliminated, so that the announcement 
of the action of the government had 
little effect on the market. It simply 
meant a continuation of the existing 
situation. Naturally, the pessimistic 
cotton report was an encouragement to 
those who had to carry old crop oil 
over into the new season, but the oil 
that there is in this country is In 
strong hands, and the weight on the 
stock is not felt by the market under 
existing conditions. Cottonseed oil 
men still hope that the government will 
make some arrangement by which 
there will be a chance to export more 
oil this season than was exported last, 
and some Southern cotton men are 
still filled with the idea that cotton- 
seed oil should be boosted by forbid- 
ding the importation of other vegetable 
oils.

COPRA.—No change in price - 
ported this week in the ‘aenenon for 
copra, with trading generally dul] and 
featureless and fair stocks held in lo- 
cal warehouses, but proving unattrac- 
tive to buyers. Much of the interest 
on the market was turned to reports 
from the Philippines, stating that 
further exports of copra from the 
Islands had been prohibited because 
of lack of sufficient cargo space. 
Coupled to this came the announce- 
ment from Trinidad, B. W. I., that the 
government there had raised the ex- 
port duty on copra from one shilling 
to five shillings per 100 pounds. Neither 
of these reports had any appreciable 
effect on the local makret up to the 
present writing. It was stated in the 
trade that the only effect of the em- 
bargo on Philippine copra will be to 
provide a freer outlet for cocoanut oil 
refined in the Islands, where there are 
now some sixty small mills, and the 
higher duty on Trinidad copra will 
not be effectual on prices here, as little 
interest has been given to the West 
Indian material for some time, owing 
to the high prices prevailing there at 
all times for the material. Meanwhile 
it may be stated that spot goods are 
still quoted at 9c. per pound, while 
offerings at the Pacific coast are un- 
changed at 8@8%c. in bags, the coast 
— being also dull and uninterest- 
ng.

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OIL PAINT AND 


PETROLEUM PRODUCTION FACES A CRISIS 
BECAUSE OF NEW WAR REVENUE BILL 





Doherty Special Committee Finds Death Blow to Wildcatter 
in Provisions of New Measure, Which Places New 
Burden on Production. 


That the production of petroleum is 
facing an almost complete paralysis as 
the result of the new $8,200,000,000 war 
revenue bill, now before Congress, is the 
belief of many of the best posted oil men 
of this country. Even under the previous 
taxation bill the supply of crude oil was 
believed to be in danger. The production 
of petroleum is already below the de- 
mand, and the reserve oil in storage is 
being drawn upon ata rapid rate. 

The subject of oil supply and the effect 
of taxation on the oil supply of the coun- 


try has given a great deal of concern to 
the National Petroleum War _ Service 
Committee, and when it was proposed to 
initiate a new tax bill creating still 
greater burdens on oil production, a spe- 
cial committee was appointed by the 
chairman, A. C. Bedford, on June 12, 
composed of Henry_L. Doherty, chair- 
man; R. L. Welch, Frank Haskell, J. C. 
Donnell, H. M. Blackmer, W. S. Farish, 
H. F. Sinclair, J. H. Markham, J. E. 
O'Neil and J. F. Guffey. 

The report that was made public 
Thursday was prepared by Henry L. 
Doherty, the chairman, and presents a 
pessimistic outlook for petroleum pro- 
duction, intimating that practically all 
prospecting for oil will be abandoned in 
the event that the oil prospector must 
continue to bear 100 per cent. of the loss 
if his venture is a failure, but in the 
event of success must divide with the 
government upwards of 60 per cent. of 
his earnings. 

The oil producers further state that the 
price of crude oil has not been advanced 
to any great extent beyond the price 
which prevailed prior to the outbreak of 
the European war, while everything 
which the producer must use for the pro- 
duction of oil has advanced enormously. 


Wildcatters Hard Hit. 

It is stated by the committee that un- 
der the provisions of the revenue bill 
now in existence the sale of properties 
by the wildcat operators to the larger 
marketing companies is made practically 
prohibitive, because a sale must be con- 
strued as a realization of profits which 
immediately become payable to the gov- 
ernment to the amount of upwards of 60 
per cent. With the capital of these wild- 
cat operators, the committee says, tied up 
in existing properties, they are unable, 
even if they might be willing, to finance 
and supervise further exporation opera- 


tions. 

The report is in substance as fol- 
ows :-— 

“The following points all seem to have 
an important bearing in the framing of 
a revenue bill as it relates to the oil in- 
dustry, and if properly presented will no 
doubt be given due consideration :— 

“First. The entire stock of oil in storage 
above ground is seldom more than the equiv- 
alent of approximately a six months’ supply.

OIL EDICT SUSPENDED. 


Mexico Holds Up Tax Measure En- 
forcement Which Is Cause of

practically suspended the oil decree, 
which, according to American oil inter- 
ests in Mexico, amounted to a confiscation 
of oil properties by the government.

OIL LAND LEASE 
BLOCK MAY HOLD 


Bitter Opposition in Con- 
gress May Defeat All_ 
Such Legislation. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


The Senate and House conferees on the 
coal and oil lands leasing bill are sched- 
uled to meet tomorrow (Sunday) to make 
another attempt to reach some agree- 
ment. A meeting was held this week, but 
without any results, other than to em- 
phasize the differences which exist be- 
tween the two houses, 

The conferees of the two houses are so 
strongly opposed and are so intrenched 
in their positions that it begins to look 
as though there would be no legislation 
at all providing for the leasing of the 
coal. oil and phosphate lands on the pub- 
lic domain as contemplated in the pend- 
ing bill. 

The Senate conferees are Senators Pitt- 
man, Shafroth and Smoot, and they are 
all opposed to the demands of the gov- 
ernment and believe that the operators 
should be given more consideration. On 
the other hand, Representative Scott 
Ferris, chairman of the House Public 
Lands Committee, is just as strongly up- 
holding the contentions of the govern- 
ment. There appears to be no chance for 
a break in the deadlock which has ex- 
isted for months on this bill, and for 
i over the proposed leasing legisla- 

on. 





Overseas Briefs. 





A superphosphate company in Stock- 
holm is beginning the manufacture of 
tetrachlorethane and trichlorethane for 
the purpose of oil and fat extraction. 
Operation will begin at once. 


There is a good market for American 
glass manufacturers in Egypt, according 
to reports from Consul Arthur Garrels, in 
Alexandria. This market has heretofore 
been supplied principally by Belgium. 


Australia has placed a _ prohibition 
against the importation of citrus fruits, 
according to a report made by cable 
from Consul General Joseph I. Brittain 
at Sidney. The only exceptions that will 
be made are by the written consent of 
the Minister of Trade and Customs. 


Japanese-Chilean interests are to work 
nitrate deposits in Chile. The importa- 
tion of nitrates into Japan has increased 
from 24,000 tons in 1914 to 53,000 tons in 
1917. Japan’s total consumption is about 
60,000 tons. Japan-Chile firms are co-op- 
erating in the organization of a 2,000,000 
yen corporation. 


Bids for the establishment of caustic 
soda factories in Brazil have been pub- 
lished by the Minister of Agriculture, 
Industry and Commerce. These bids 
range from 1,221,000 to 4,353,000 milreis. All 
bids are for plants using the electrolytic 
process except one which stipulates the 
Solvay process. 


There is a strong demand in Tunis for 
American chemicals and dyestuffs tor 
use especially in the drug and paint 
trades. Inadequate shipping facilities 
and lack of direct steamer connections, 
the route via Marseilles causing long de- 
lay, are, however, operating to the dis- 
couragement of ‘this trade. 


The Swedish Board of Trade has rec- 
ommended the application of a Swedish 
Syndicate for permission to erect a dis- 


tillery for the manufacture of spirits 
from sphagnums and lichen. Two 
Danish inventors have _ perfected a 


process for the manufacture of such a 
sulphite spirit for motors with electrical 
ignition. 

The president of Brazil has stipulated 
a fine of from 15 to 3% per cent. of the 
value of adulterated chemical fertilizers 


sold, Manufacturers are required to 
state the elements entering into such 
chemical fertilizers—nitrogen, phosphoric 


acid, potash, ete., according to weights 
per 100 kilos of the manufactured ar- 
ticle. All data as to composition must 
appear-on the contract or bill of sale.

FACILITIES DIVISION 





Of War Industries Board Organized 
to Speed Up War Work. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


New chemical, acid and by-product 
plants will be established and a general 
speeding up in the production of essen- 
tial war materials, putting the utmost 
pep” into the war industries, is prom- 
ised through a new division in the War 
Industries Board—the facilities division. 

The chemical requirements especially 
for manufacture of explosives will be the 
first work undertaken under this new 
efficiency program, announced by 
Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of the 
War Industries Board. 

Conversion of existing industries into 

war facilities is handled by the Re- 
sources and Conversion Section, which is 
headed by C. A, Otis. 
,At the head of the new division is 
Samuel P. Bush, who has been direct- 
ing ordnance facilities expansion for 
more than a year and has held an im- 
portant place in the War Industries 
Board since its organization. Associated 
with Mr. Bush will be D. R. McLennon, 
of Chicago, who has been appointed 
chief of the division’s section on civilian 
industrial facilities. 

Questions to be determined by the di- 
vision will embrace:— 

1. Are new or additional facilities in any 
line of production necessary to the conduct of 
the war? 

2. If necessary, is it not possible through 
nee to make existing facilities meet the 
eed? 

3. If existing facilities cannot be adjusted 


to meet the need, how is it best to create and 
locate the new facilities or facility?

WITH MORE COMPLETIONS DURING 
AUGUST NEW PRODUCTION FELL 
AWAY—GULF COAST AND KANSAS 
LARGELY REPONSIBLE. 





The effort to increase the output of petroleum is 
evidenced in the field reports for the month of August 
—which will be found elsewhere in this issue—but 
while there was an increase of 22 in completions, 
with a total of 2,364 for the month, new production 
dropped 25,060 barrels, to | 15,932 barrels. 

Kansas evidenced the largest decline in new oil, 
with a drop in total of more than 21,360 barrels, 
while the Gulf Coast dropped 6,200 barrels and 
Oklahoma 1,800. The finding of the group of 
gushers in West Virginia swung the Pennsylvania 
group into the increase column, with a gain of 2,780 
barrels, while the Texas Panhandle had gains of ap- 
proximately 1,500 barrels. There was no August 
report from California owing to the change in re- 
cording there, but the July report was issued during 
the week, and shows a decline of 1,037 barrels of 
crude a day over June, with a total production for 
July of 87,737,629 barrels. Stocks in California 
on August 1, however, were slightly in excess of 
those on July 1, with 36,564,794 barrels in Au- 
gust, as against 36,363,386 for the previous month. 

The produttion situation in August can be 
blamed to natural causes—long-continued drought in 
many sections, particularly in the Mid-Continent 
fields, and severe storms with heavy damage to rigs 
and oil property in the Mid-Continent, Gulf Coast 
and North Louisiafla. 

The new work under way at the end of last month 
showed 1,340 rigs and 4,369 wells drilling, a total 
of 5,709, but this was a loss of 82—five rigs and 
77 drilling wells. The abandonment of wells in the 
Gulf Coast and in Kansas following the effects of 
the storm and for other reasons is shown in these 


final figures. 


SAVING GASOLINE IN THE MOST SEN- 
SIBLE MANNER—BY NOT USING IT 
UNNECESSARILY AND BY _ ELIMI- 
NATING WASTE. 








Through the voluntary non-use of motor cars for 
pleasure cars on Sunday the gasoline consumers of 
the country have succeeded in effecting a saving of 
millions of gallons of motor fuel which can be util- 
ized to better advantage for war purposes, at the 
same time cutting off some of the present drainage 
of stocks. This “suggestion” of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration was met to such an extent that on the first 
Sunday of the new rule Illinois recorded a 95 per 
cent. reduction in pleasure car gasoline consumption, 
while Virginia, the lowest of all the States affected, 
saved more than 60 per cent. New York State 
was twentieth in the list, with a saving of 74 per 
cent. 

Federal Fuel Administrator Garfield and A. C. 
Bedford, chairman of the Petroleum War Service 
Committee, are deeply gratified with the showing 
thus made, Dr. Garfield summarizing the results of 
the “suggestion” as follows— 

“If the response next Sunday (September 

8) is as complete as we expect it to be and in 
proportion to the splendid showing made the 
first Sunday there certainly will be no need for 
any order, and no anxiety need be felt for the 
oil conservation necessary to provide for over- 
seas demand.” 

As often happens, the daily press went off on a 
tangent by quoting Mr. Bedford and Dr. Garfield to 
the effect that the use of private cars for shopping 
and to carry business men to and from offices might 
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be the next suggestion. This, however, was not the 
case. 

C. C. Winningham, chief of the gasoline section 
of the United States Food Administration, hints at 
control by order of pleasure car consumption of gas- 
oline on week days as well as Sundays unless waste 
is checked voluntarily, and then gives four rules for 
car operation to check waste :— 


1. Motorists should not run their engines 
when the car is not in motion. 
2. They should avoid overfilling tanks, and 
see that no oil or gasoline is spilled or allowed 
to leak. 
3. Carburetors should be adjusted to oper- 
ate on the thinnest mixture. 
4. All unnecessary driving should be dis- 
couraged. 
The real position of the chairman of the Petro- 
leum War Service Committee and of Mr. Requa 
may be summed up as follows :— 


The best judge of what constitutes riding 
for pleasure is the person who rides, not the 
chauffeur. It is a patriotic duty to eliminate 
all waste, to use as little gasoline for other than 
essential purposes as possible. Automobilists 
must be brought to realize that all waste of 
gasoline and lubricating oil must be stopped. 


And in view of other war-time economies this re- 
quest is neither a hardship nor an interference with 
personal rights. 





FIELD WORK REPORTS FOR’ THE 
WEEK SHOW BETTER PRODUCTION 
BECAUSE OF NEW WELLS, AL- 
THOUGH NO MARKED CHANGE 
WAS EFFECTED.

The reports from the several fields of the country 
during the past week were not unusual as regards new 
production, while in some sections, notably the Gulf 
Coast, there was an abrupt decline in both produc- 
tion and completions. The stabilization of prices 
and the allocation of crude oil to refineries engaged 
in production of refined oils for overseas consump- 
tion have minimized general interest, except where 
new wells or new fields augur improved output. 


Gulf Coast. 


Goose Creek carried off the palm in the Gulf 
Coast fields during the interval, although the new 
production there was but 4,500 barrels. The entire 
Coastal fields had but 4,665 barrels, a decline of 
2,045 barrels from the totals of the previous week. 
At Hull, Tex., a new field has been opened, with 
as yet unknown possibilities, but two new wells there, 
with an output of approximately 2,000 barrels a 
day, seem to point to important production. The 
feature of the field news in Texas is the removal of 
rigs from such old fields as Sour Lake to the new 
production centers in West Columbia and Saratoga. 


North Louisiana. 
The recent interval was an important one in the 


North Louisiana field, with Pine Island credited 
with 13 completions and 6,340 barrels of settled 
production. There was not a dry hole among them. 
The best well of the week is credited with from 
5,000 to 15,000 barrels a day. The Louisiana 
report for the month of August shows what has been 
accomplished there in the form of new production, 
for there were 49 completions during the month, 
with 18,050 barrels of new oil, as against 38 com- 
pletions in July, with 10,165 barrels of new produc- 
tion, an increase of 7,885 barrels for the period. 


Oklahoma. 
There were a number of fair-sized completions in 
the Mid-Continent during the interval since our last 
report, the feature being the comeback of the

Youngstown pool with a 500-barrel producer. In 
the Osage-Hominy an 800-barrel well, which ex- 
tends the production area three-fourths of a mile to 
the west, renews interest in this section. The August 
field reports shows a decline in new work—twelve 
rigs and twenty-eight drilling wells. Osage county 
was the banner district for the month with sixty-one 
more wells completed than in July and with a pro- 
duction increase of 4,000 barrels. The new Duncan 
field has a number of wells on top of the sand, but 
the report from the completions so far made is rather 
a disappointment. In fact, the new field is not ap- 
proximating the early anticipations of the fraternity. 


Kansas. 


Rains in Kansas, with the resulting increase in 
water supply, should renew activity in districts where 
work has been shut down owing to water famine, 
but the reports for the week from this section of the 
Mid-Continent field are not particularly cheering. 
Butler county news the past week has not been 
good, since out of twenty-nine completions ten were 
dry holes, an unprecedented ratio for this field. 
There was, however, little change in the production 
totals, the figures being practically the same as for 
the previous period, with E] Dorado at 87,500 bar- 
rels; Augusta, 19,400 barrels; Greenwood county, 
2,100 barrels, and the rest of the State 19,500 


barrels. 
California. 


There has been a change for the better in the 
ratio between production and consumption in Cali- 
fornia, with the total 36,564,794 barrels of oil in 
storage on August |, a gain of 201,408 for the 
month. Production remained practically the same. 
During the week there was an improvement in the 
amount of new work in the fields, with 21 wells 
started and drilling, as compared with six for the 
previous period. This makes a total of 497 wells 
started since the first of the year. 


Refined Products. 


The feature of the refined situation during the 
week just ended was the first step toward radical 
reduction in the consumption of gasoline through the 
elimination of pleasure car riding on Sunday, with 


the hint from A. C. Bedford, chairman of the Pe- 


troleum War Service Committee, that the elimina- - 


tion might be extended over other days of the week 
to the end that a decided saving of gasoline might 
be made in a short time. 

Otherwise there is little interest in the market. 
The stabilization of crude oil prices and premiums 
shuts off one source of refined changes, while the 
refusal of the Fuel Administration to permit West- 
ern refiners to advance their prices for illuminating 
oil and naphthas over the quotations of July 21 
has put a quietus upon an uplift there. In fact, the 
2-cent-a-gallon cut in gasoline by the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana has been followed during the 
week by a similar reduction by the Sinclair interests, 
thus putting Standard and independent more nearly 
on a parity. There is a growing demand—despite 
the ban on pleasure car use—for both the naphtha 
group and gasolines, with every indication of a tem- 
porary shortage. Mineral colza (300 degrees oil) 
is also in better demand, with prices holding firm. 

In the lubricant group, cylinder stocks are in 
greater* demand, while there is also a good demand 
for the viscous and non-viscous neutrals, with prices 
holding steady. The demand for sun-bleached 
neutral oil is not heavy, although the price is hold- 
ing firm, while the black oil group is firm, with de- 
mand normal. The refined paraffine wax group 
shows slightly higher prices, with demand on the 
increase.

Chicago Led List of Motor 
Fuel Economizers With 
95 Per Cent. Saving. 


A. C. Bedford, chairman of the Na- 
tional Petroleum War Commission, au- 
thorizes the following: 


“Patriotism cannot be reduced to terms 
of accounting, but statistics gathered from 
the territory to which the Fuel Admin- 
istration addressed its plea for the sus- 
pension of pleasure riding in motor ve- 
hicles last Sunday in order to save gaso- 
line, furnish eon evidence of the un- 
swerving and unfailing popular support 
to any war measure initiated at Wash- 
ington, 

“Generally speaking, the returns from 
the States east of the Mississippi, which 
were those affected by the request, show 
that the mere intimation of the Fuel Ad- 
ministration that pleasure riding should 
cease on Sunday was_ unhesitatingly 
obeyed by an overwhelming percentage 
of automobile owners and users. It is 
true that there was a good deal of varia- 
tion in the extent of the response. In 
some sections patriotism as evidenced 
by the almost total non-use of pleasure 
vehicles ‘swept the State’; in others, the 
observance of the request was not so 
emphatic, In the latter instance the in- 
complete compliance with the Fuel Ad- 
ministration’s request was perhaps due 
to the fact that the scope of the request 
was not comprehended or that the situa- 
tion which prompted the administration’s 
appeal was insufficiently appreciated. The 
general result, however, must be intense- 
ly gratifying to the department which 
initiated this policy of voluntary effort. 

“To employes of the various oil com- 
panies supplying the gasoline require- 
ments of the territory concerned, was 
delegated the task of determining the 
decrease in the volume of automobile 
traffic as a result of the Fuel Adminis- 
trator’s request. For the purposes of this 
test, men conversant with such work 
were placed at key points on automobile 
routes of all descriptions, both in urban 
and rural communities throughout the 
twenty-five States. A careful census was 
taken of all cars passing these points be- 
tween the hours of two and four o’clock, 
on Saturday, August 31. A similar count 
was made at the same points, and be- 
tween the same hours on Sunday, and 
the difference was regarded as represent- 
ing the number of cars which would or- 
dinarily have been used on Sunday, but 
which were idle in respect to the Fuel 
Administrator’s request. 

“The investigation proved that the more 
westerly States ted in percentage of re- 
duction, Illinois being first, with 95; Ohio 
second, with 93, and Wisconsin third, with 
91. It is estimated that the observance 
of the request over the Hastern section 
of the country resulted in the saving of 
from one hundred housand to a hundred 
and fifty thousand barrels of gasoline. 

“This estimate of the amount of gaso- 
line saved is considerable below the re- 
sult which is expected to be attained next 
Sunday, when a better understanding of 
what is required will make compliance 
with the request much more general. 
Many supposedly knotty points as to 
what constitutes a necessary use of motor 
ears will be solved. The question, for 
instance, as to, whether a taxicab or 
sightseeing automobile is a pleasure ve- 
hicle need not be left for settlement en- 
tirely to the owners or drivers of these 
vehicles. The best judge of what consti- 
tutes riding for pleasure is the person 
who rides, and next Sunday it will be the 
passenger rather than the chauffeur, who 
will be subject to criticism. 

‘The result of the test as presented by 
States, shows Illinois leading, with 95 per 
cent. reduction in the use of gasoline, 
with Ohio second, with 93 per cent. sav- 
ing. New York saved 74 per cent., with 
Virginia last on the list, with 63 per 
cent.”’ 


Chicago Saved 1,000,000 Gallons of 


Gasoline on First Sunday. 
Chicago, Sept. 5, 1918. 


Chicago auomobile owners saved prac- 
tically 1,000,000 gallons of gasoline dur- 
ing their first autoless Sunday, accord- 
ing to estimates given out at the offices 
of the Illinois Fuel Administration here 
today. It was stated that out of a total 
of more than 100,000 cars, less than 3,000 
were checked as having been on the 
streets of Chicago last Sunday. Practi- 
cally all of the latter had fuel adminis- 
tration cards showing that they were 
either the cars of physicians or of others 
entitled to use them, 





Perhaps one of the most important 
factors contributing to the success 
of autoless Sunday was the action 


of the Standard Oil Company of Indi- 
aa, in ordering all of its filling stations 
closed, and all of its machines commonly 
used by employes on Sunday in the 
transaction of business kept off of the 
streets. This order, besides closing 
down nearly fifty filling stations in the 
city, kept at home the collectors and 
salesmen, who have been in the habit of 
making calls on Sunday that they were 
unable to make on other days. 


Gasoline Saving in Cook County on 
Sundays Estimated at 333,000 
Gallons. 


It is estimated by automobile authori- 
ties of Chicago that every fair weather 
Sunday the conservation order is in force 
there will be approximately 333,000 gal- 
lons saved in CSieage and Cook county. 

“There are approximately 150,000 auto- 
mobile licenses issued to this county,” 
they explain. “Of these about 125,000 
are passenger cars. On a good Sunday 
at least 100,000 will be in use, and each 
of these will average fifty miles, which 
gives a total mileage of 5,000,000 miles.

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An average consumption of gas will be 
fifteen miles to the gallon.” 


New Refineries in Mid-Continent Will 
Not Be Given Steel and Fuel 
Priority. 

Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

New refineries in the mid-continent oil 
field are not essential and priority orders 
for shipment of steel and other mater‘als 
will not be approved by the U. S. Fuel 
Administration. In making this an- 
nouncement the Oil Division of the Fuel 
Administration explained that there is a 
shortage of steel and other materials 
used in oil well development. There is 
ample refining capacity in the mid-con- 
tinent field to take care of the existing 
demands. 

Priorities will be approved for such 
materials to maintain existing facilities 
and for such additions thereto as are 
necessary to the national interests, Mark 
L. Requa, the chief of the Oil Division, 
explained.

The plan of reorganization of the Ok- 
mulgee Producing and Refining Com- 
pany contemplates the amalgamation jnto 
one company of all the parent and sub- 
sidiary companies of the Okmulgee Pro- 
ducing and Refining Company and the 
Pan-American Oil Corporation. The de- 
tails and plan of reorganization were 
worked out and brought about by the 
Board of Directors of the companies af- 
fected and a special reorganization com- 
mittee consisting of William Sacks, for- 
merly chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors and general counsel of the Pan- 
American Companies, recently taken over 
by the O. P. & R. Co., E. G. Crocker, 
president Okmulgee Producing and Re- 
fining Company; W. E. Brown, president 
Union National Bank, Tulsa; C. M. Shel- 
ton, vice-president, and F, A. Young, 
general manager, Okmulgee Producing 
and Refining Company. 

The active executive management of all 
the companies’ affairs will hereafter be 
under the direction of William Sacks.

Sinclair Follows Standard of Indiana 
and Cuts Gasoline Prices. 


Chicago, Sept. 5, 1918. 

The Sinclair Oil and Refining Company 
has followed the lead of the Standard Oil 
of Indiana, and reduced the price of gaso- 
line at tis filling stations from 25c. to 23c.

500-BARREL WELL—OKLAHOMA WORK QUIET 


Tulsa, Okla., Sept. 5, 1918. 


Field work in Oklahoma has but few fea- 
tures. During the past few days the pools 
in the eastern part of the State have been 
favored by showers, but in most of them 
the rainfall was not sufficient to fill the 
dried-up streams, 

A wildcat well which may prove up & 
shallow pool, is reported from Marshall 
county, 16 miles south of Madill, in section 
23-7s-5e, and is the property of the Kings- 
ton Dome Oil Company.

Wichita, Kan., Sept. §, 1918. 


The review of the Kansas fields for the past 
week shows twenty-nine wells completed, ten 
of which were dry holes and nineteen pro- 
ducers. This proportion of dry holes to pro- 
ducing wells is out of the ordinary for Butler 
county.

GULF COAST LOST IN NEW PRODUCTION 
AND IN COMPLETIONS—NO BIG WELLS 


Houston, Texas, Sept, 4, 1918. 

Outside of minor completions in other dis- 
tricts, the new production of the Gulf Coast 
division came from Goose Creek, with 4,400 
barrels for the week; the entire division totalea 
4,665 barrels. Humble had § barrels, Sou 
Lake 40, and Jennings 50 barrels. In the new 
extension of the Somerset pool, near San An- 
tonio, Dr. F. L, Thompson got a 15-barre) 
well 

At Hull a new field has been opened with 
unknown possibilities. West Columbia has 
several tests near completion, The excitement 
in the Hull district, at West Columbia and 
Saratoga has combined to cut down operations 
at Sour Lake, where a number of rigs have 
been moved to the new _ prospects, Damon 
Mound 1s seeing little activity, the Sinclair 
Gulf Oil Corporation being about the only 
company actively engaged in drilling. In 


Southern Louisiana efforts to restore produc- 
tion to normal are meeting with success. In 
the Edgerly district nearly. a hundred derricks 
have been erected since the storm, to take 
the place of those demolished, and about the 


same number have been erected at Vinton. 
Nearly 200 derricks were blown down at Vin- 
ton, and ahout half that number at Edgerly. 

Barbers Hill, in Chambers county, is at- 
tracting considerable interest. The United 
Petroleum Company’s No. 1 Elmer Fisher 
showed considerable oil that tests 23 degrees 
Beacm. It is estimated there igs 700 feet of 
oil on top of the water. 

About 1,000 feet due north the same com- 
pany has started drilling in its No. 2, Barbers 
Hill has long been regarded as one of the 
strongest possibilities of the coastal wildcat 
districts. 

At West Columbia, Brazoria county, it was 
expected that the Texas Company would bring 


in its No. 10 Kaiser, located north of the 
producing wells. Late advices are that the 
well is drilling around 2,800 feet. Half a 
dozen other tests are drilling at interesting 


depths in this district. 

At Hull, Liberty county, two producing wells 
are making approximately 2,000 barrels oll a 
day.

On the Gaillard Peninsula the 
same company completed its Nos. 11 and 
12, the first flowing 400 barrels and the 
second 700 barrels. The Crown Oil and 
Guilt Coast companies completed No. 19 
Gaillard, flowing 500 barrels and deepened 
their No. 4 Gaillard, getting a well of 500 
barrels. The Gulf Production Company got 
two wells on the Beaumont Petroleum 
tract, No. 16, flowing 200 barrels and No. ° 
18 flowing 400 barrels. E. F. Simms & Co. 
junked No. 1 Sweep. No. 14 Gaillard was a 
100-barrel pumper. The Hoffman Oil and 
Refining Company got a 250-barrel well in 
its No. 7 Townsite. The Majestic Oil Com- 
pany, which has just bought the West Vir- 
ginia Oil Company’s Dolan lease, has com- 
pleted No. 6 Dolan, pemping 75 barrels. The 
Buffalo Oil Company’s .

Humble. 


Drilling at Humble is chiefly confined to 
the shallower section of the field, although 
there are a number of tests in’ the deep 
sands under way. Several are across the 
river and some south of the Stevenson 
league on the Morris acres. One test south 
of the road on this tract being drilled by 
the Organic Petroleum Company made sev- 
eral flows through a six-inch pipe at 3,000 
feet on August 29, but has not been fin- 
ished at this time. The Texas Company got 
a 40-barrel pumper in its No. 14 House, 
near the river, and a 10-barrel well in No. 
6 Echols. On the Bender, near the river, 
the Hazel Oil Company got a 10-barrel well. 


Sour Lake. 


Drilling at Sour Lake shows very little 
change. The Yount-Lee Oil Company's deep 
producer, No. 6 Gilbert-Martin, has sanded 
up and is being bailed again. Practically 
all of the wildcats drilling in the Sour Lake 
territory are closed down. The only com- 
pletion in the proven area at Sour Lake 
for the week was the Gulf Production Com- 
pany’s No. 3 Jackson, an old well worked 
over, pumping 40 barrels. 


Markham. 


At Markham, the Clem Oil Company has 
abandoned No. 13 Meyers, leaving but one 
test drilling in the field. This belongs to 
Dr. P. 8. Griffith on the Northern Irrigat- 
ing Company’s land at a considerable dis- 
tance from production. 

Drilling is slowing up at Damon Mound, 
where the Sinclair Gulf Oil Corporation is 
doing most of the drilling. This company 
has abandoned its No. 2 Thomas. The Guilt 
Production has abandoned No. 2 Robertson. 
The Sinclair Gulf is still in trouble with its 
three deep tests, No. 1 Ptak. at 4,625 feet; 
No. 1 Norton at 4,620, and No. 10 Bryan, al- 
most as deep. The formation at these 
depths is very promising, but it heaves so 
that none of the wells have been com- 
pleted, 

Results in the new extension at Sara- 
toga have not been encouraging. The Aus- 
tin Oil Company worked over its No. 1, 
which was a gusher, and it is now produ- 
cing 175 barrels daily. To the northeast of 
the new extension on the Caswell 100 acres 
the Humble and Paraffine Oil companies 
made a test at 2,800 feet last week and are 
now drilling in hard rock near 2,900 feet. 


Spindletop. 


Spindletop had a number of near comple- 
t:ons but no new production. The Woods Oil 
Company made a test in No, 7 Gladys and 
got a water well. Southeast of the hill the 
deep test of the Gulf Production Company is 


drilling. 
At Batson several new tests are starting 
near the wells recently completed by the 


Thad McClean Oil Company, and many pre- 
dict a come-back from that old field. 

At Jennings. the Investors’ Oi] and Gas 
Company deepened No. 3 Crowley, pumping 
50 barrels. This was the only completion in 
the Louisiana districts. 

In strictly wildcat territory there is nothing 
of real interest outside of the test at Bar- 
bers Hill, Chambers county.

GALICIA PRODUCING MORE THAN 60,000 TONS 
OF CRUDE PETROLEUM A MONTH NOW 


Geneva, Aug. 5, 1Y10s. 


The crude oil production of Boryslaw-'lus- 
tanowice for May, 1918, amounted to a total 
of 60,655 tons, as compared with 61,600 tons 
in April,, showing a slight decrease of 945 
tons, against the foregoing month. Of the 
total quantity 25,895 tons, against 27,385 
tons for April, were obtained at Bory- 
slaw; 29,775 tons, against 29,505 tons for 
April, at Tustanowice, and 4,235 tons, agains. 
4,005 tong for April, at Mraznika. The re- 
finery owning producers obtained 38,221 tons, 
against 37,780 tons, of which the Austria Com- 
pany produced 6,301 tons, against 5,900 tons; 
the Fanto Company, 7,617 tons, against 7,016 
tons; the Carpathian Company, 7,980 tons, 
against 8,145 tons; the Naphtha Company, 9,720 
tons, against 10,239 tons; the Galicia Company, 
2,994. against 2,683 tons; the Trieste refinery, 
1,743 tons. against 1,863 tons; Urycz, 573 tons, 
against 625 tons; Wien-Floridsdorf refinery, 
512 tons, against 731 tons; Schodnika, 239 tons, 
against 78 tons; the Kralup refinery, 219 tons, 
against 188 tons: Krosno, 177 tons, against 153 
tons; Tasto, 133 tons, against 146 tons, 
Freund,. 10 tons, against 9 tons, The question 
of fixing the crude oil prices for Boryslaw- 
Tustanowice brand has not been settled yet, 
although negotiations have been carried on 
for months. Therefore, the owners of oil fields 
have not received since February, 1918, any 
definite account or payment for oil delivered, 
as it cannot be established on what price 
basis such accounts should be calculated. 
This resulted in considerable losses of inter- 
ests for the operators, It was now decided 
that payments on account of 25 kronen per 
100 kilos should be effected, while the balance 
vhall be paid after the price is definitely fixed. 

Reports from Drohobyez state that the well 
Kozak, of the Silva-Plana pool at Boryslaw, 


came in on June 21 at a depth of 1,490 meters, 
flowing at the rate of 100 to 200 tons a day. 
Besijes, strong guses were obtained, which 
‘were astimated at 30 cubic meters per minute. 

The scarcity of water has again caused se- 
rious difficulties at Boryslaw-Tustanowice. The 
hot days of this month have produced a total 
drying out of the water sources, and the ad- 
ministration, after getting in ‘touch with the 
producers, was obliged to issue an order that 
ently such wells shall be kept producing as 
have an output of more than seven and a half 
tons per day, This means nothing less than 
that all the wells drilling and the wells be- 
longing to the small producers have to stwp 
work for the time being. Of course, as usual, 
when the water calamity appears, they are 
again discussing all those plans, which are 
ready prepared, to secure the water supply for 
the oil region. They are especially thinking 
to use fer the water transportation the now 
unusued pipeline to Chyrow. However, no 
practical result has been obtained as yet, Stilt, 
it is expected that this questicn will now be 
given a solution in some way. 


In the same matter it is reported from 
Drohabyez that the military administration of 
that ofl region, in accordance with the mining 
authorities and after having had a meeting 
with crude oil producers, have issued the fol- 
lowing order, having reference to the lack of 
water:—‘‘The water necessary for boilers has 
to be taken from rivers, brooks and thelr af- 
fluents in the oil districts of Boryslaw- - 
tanowice-Mraznica and their close neighbor- 
hood, for such wells as have a daily output 
of at least 7% tons. Natural gas producing 
wells can remain in operation if they produce 
at least § cubic meters per minute; may also 
continue working all the workshops, pumping 
ont oil-transporting stations and electric light 
plants, 


CALIFORNIA OIL STOCKS INCREASE 
201,000 BBLS—_PRODUCTION HOLDS FIRM 


Taft, Cal., Sept. 4, 1918. 


Oil stocks in California were increased dur- 
ing the month of July by 201,408 barrels, mak- 
ing the total barrels of oil in storage on Au- 
gust 1, 36,564,794. Producction remained at 
practically the same figure during July, whic» 
indicates that shipments fell off to the extent 
of approximately 200,000 barrels. Field opera- 
tions showed fewer drilling wells during July 
than was the case in June, but a correspond- 
ingly greater number of new rigs. New pro- 
duction was more than doubled, big wells m 
the Montebello field being the cause. for this.

The daily average production during July 
totaled 281,859 barrels, as compared to 282,896 
barrels for June, a decrease of 1,037 barrels. 
Every field in the State showed a slight de- 
cline in production with the exception of the 
Ventura county-Newhall fields, the Santa 
Maria-Lompoc fields and the Lost Hills-Bel- 
ridge fields. The gains in these fields were 
negligible. The falling off of production in 
the Fullerton-Whittier field was unexpected 
in the face of the fact that the Montebello 
field brought in some exceptionally large pru- 
ducers. 

An interesting item in the statistical re- 
ports is the steady decline in production in 
the Midway-Sunset field. Here more active 
drilling and development work in general ts 
being done than in any field of the State. m2 
can be explained by the fact that there are 
more producing wells here than in any field, 
hence the natural decline in the production is 
greater. 

The production of the Fullerton-Whittier 
field igs fast overtaking that of the Midway- 
Sunset field as to quantity, and now is within 
20,000 barreis daily of equaling the production 
of the larger field.

In the field the number of drilling wells 


showed a slight increase during July, &s com- 
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pared with June. New rigs, however, showed 
a corresponding increase. e® number of new 
rigs in the Midway-Sunset field jumped from 
18 in June to 27 in July, showing that this 
field is due for a little strenuous development 
work, At present the Fullerton-Whittier field 
hag the iargest number of drilling wells in the 
State, nearly twice as many as its nearest 
developing rival, the Midway-Sunset field. This 
is remarkable in that the proven oil territory 
in this field is comparatively small, as com- 
pared to other fields of the State. 

The new production was more than doubled 
during July, as compared to June’s new pro- 
duction. The total was 12,022 barrels, against 
5,492. Seven wells in the Fullerton-Whittier 
field turned out a new production of 8,365 
barrels, or over 1,000 barrels to the well, which 
indicates one reason why production figures in 
this fleld are leaping ahead so swiftly. At 
Santa Maria two wells totaled 350 barrels 
between them,

New Work. 


During the past week a large increase in 
the number of new wells started was noted. 
Twenty-one new wells started drilling, as com- 
pared to six the previous week. This makes a 
total of 497 wells started since the first of 
the year. During the week there were thirty- 
seven wells tested for water shut-off, making 
a total of 814 such tests since the first of the 
year. For deepening or redrilling, fourteen 
wells were reported, as compared to eight 
the previous week. Two wells were aban- 
doned. 

The largest developer for the week was the 
Fuel Oil Department of the Southern Pacific, 
which secured grants to start seven new 
wells, Five will be on section 35-31-23, ad- 
joining the Standard section 36 on the north. 
This line of wells begins the secondary de- 
fense. The Standard has section 36 pretty well 
drilled up, and the Southern Pacific has 
wells only bordering the line. The new ones, 
however, will be the second line of wells. 
Two wells are also reported by the Southern 
Pacific to start on section 1-32-23. The wells, 
numbers 42 and 44, are in the center of the 
district, which produces wells with a pro- 
duction far over 1,000 barrels daily. The wells, 
however, are offset wells, and for that reason 
were permitted to be drilled. 


OIL PAINT AND 


During the week the Standard started two 
wells in the Midway, on sections 6-30-32 and 
28-32-24. One was also started in the Coyote 
Hills, where this company has produced such 
enormous wells on the Emery and Murphy 
leases, 

Among the water shut-off tests is that of the 
Petroleum-Midway Oi] Company, Ltd., in the 
Montebello field, on section 6-2-11. In this field 
this company is rapidly assuming a very 
prominent position. It is at present the third 
large producer and developer in the new field. 
It now controls seven leases and has four 
strings of tools running. Besides the property 
in the Montebello field this corporation also 
has property in the Valley section in the 
Midway-Sunset field. 

In its report the Mining Bureau emphasizes 
the importance of the water shut-off at the 
proper place. It states that about 50 per 
cent. of the shut-off jobs tested are reported 
as satisfactory after witnessing the first test, 
About 40 per cent. of the jobs require fur- 
ther testing for sufficiently conclusive evi- 
dence as to their success or failure. The re-

Field Notes. 


By drilling some forty-seven feet deeper in 
its Gosnell well No. 1, the Shell Company 
has increased the depth of its producing sand 
to some 300 feet and is getting a daily pro- 
duction of 75 to 80 barrels of 30 gravity oil. 
The water has not yet been shut off, and 
when the company has this problem solved a 
big well is expected. At 2,150 feet the Shell 
Company has cemented again its Hartman No. 
1. Its last previous comentation proved a 
failure, and it has backed up to a higher 
point to try again. The company has also 
just recemented its Taylor well No. 1, the 
—. three weeks ago having failed to get re- 
sults. 

The increasing of the production of wells 
that were making from four to fifteen barrels 
a day to 100 barrels a day is the result the 
Central Oil Company has attained in the re- 
drilling of a large number of ita old wells 
in the Whittier field. During the past three 
years this company has done considerable re- 
drilling work and has deepened ten wells. In 
all cases but one the production of the wells 
redrilled was increased from six to twenty- 
five times. The work required only one extra 
string of casing, and the amount of new 
hole made varied from 50 to 800 feet. In a 
number of wells the quality of the oil was 
also improved, In some wells the oil was raised 
two degrees in gravity, in others four degrees. 

The Traders’ Oil Corporation, of Los Angeles, 
has entered the prospective field of Los Gatos 
bv taking over old properties lying a few 
miles out of town, and is now already starting 
the work of cleaning out and deepening a 
1,700-foot hole, drilled a year ago. The well 
had some oil, sufficient to cover the derrick 
and show up in the pump hole. Various in- 
terests have tried to finish it, but none have 
been able to accomplish anything of commer- 
cial value. However, the Traders’ is the first 
company with ample financial backing and 
controlled by experienced oil men, that has 
attempted the work. 

On section 11-28-20 Belridge the State Con- 
solidated’s wildcat is down 3,300 feet. Owing 
to the necessity for making repairs on the 
Reward’s water well, which supplies the 
boilers of the two companies, the State Con- 
solidated has temporarilv shut down. The wel] 
has had encouraging showings of gas. 

The New Mexico Oil Company has a pro- 
duction of about 200 barrels daily from its 
shallow wells, located near the Nordhoff road, 
four miles from Ventura. The oil tests about 
35 gravity. The wells are about 700 feet 
deep. Bottom water is giving some trouble in 
two of the wells, 

The State Consolidated is testing out its 
8,297-foot wildcat well, section 21-32-22, about 
a mile west of nresent production. The out- 
look for production is admittedly not very 
encouraging. 


SUITS TO ENJOIN MEXICAN GOVERNMENT 


FILED AGAINST 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

The Mexican oil decree, effective August 
1, is now the subject for court decision 
as to its constitutionality. The American 
and British owners of oil lands in Mex- 
ico have united in filing suits in the Mex- 
ican courts to enjoin the Mexican Gov- 
ernment from enforcing thése decrees. 

Basing its statement on advices from 
Mexico City the Mexican embassy here 
eenfirms the fact that suits have been 
entered and say that this step is in line 
with the suggestion of the Carranza Gov- 
ernment in its replies to complaints 
against the oil decree lodged at Mexico 
City by the British and French govern- 
ments that the problem is a domestic one, 
and that the foreign oil interests should 
first seek relief through the Mexican 
courts rather than through diplomatic 
channels. 5 

The information at the Mexican em- 
bassy is that the foreign oil interests 
have registered under the provisions of 
the law, which became effective August 
1, and that simultaneously they entered 
their suits to contest the constitutionality 
of the decree. The decree provides that 
failure to register oil lands under the 
act means their immediate confiscation. 

The diplomatic view here is that there 
is little likelihood of the decree being set 
aside by the Mexican courts, This view 
is declared to be confirmed by President 
Carranza’s statement in opening the 
Mexican congress in which he specifical- 
ly defended the plans for nationalizing 
cil lands. Carranza’s reference to the 
Nogales clash as only of local importance 
indicates that the American and the Mex- 
ican Governments are inclined to consid- 
er the affair closed unless further de- 
velopments arise.

The developments of the past week 
have indicated the strong position of 
both American and foreign crude drugs 
in the spot market. Prices have ad- 
vanced generally and each transaction 
of quality dimensions assures contin- 
ued developments of this character. To 
select three items from foreign botan!- 
cals, any one of which could be men- 
tioned with equal justice to the main 
argument and to the foreign botanical 
group as well, ergot, ipecac root and 
buchu leaves afford striking examples 
of the war engendered situations in 
the entire family imported from 
abroad. On January 1 the price of 
each of these materials was as fol- 
lows: —Ergot, 78c.; ipecac, $3.10; buchu, 
$1.15 per pound. At the present time 
the quotations show advances to the 
following positions:—ergot, $1.50; ipec- 
ac, $3.40; buchu, $1.80 per pound. When 
it is remembered that these advances 
presage according to spot advices still 
further movements even more violent 
in character, the situation so far as 
foreign botanicals is well outlined. 
Practically the entire list of imported 
crude drugs is in the same position. 

American botanicals are in hardly 
better position. During the past week 
advices reached the Reporter that the 
primary markets for the supply of 
American crude drugs bids fair to be 
drained of workers. The price move- 
ments during the past week have al- 
most in every case been closely re- 
lated to the primary market conditions. 
Declines are the exception to the gen- 
eral rule at the moment, and in prac- 
tically every case appear in items of 
not primary importance. The future 
looks to be exceedingly dubious for 
the consumer of either American or 
foreign crude drugs. 

The above Conditions affect also the 
spice and seed market. That is ,they af- 
fect the market fundamentally in the 
same way but a buyers’ market nas 
eventuated by reason of a seasonal dull- 
ness, an over supply of material in cer- 
tain items, weaker primary markets, all 
of which have served to drive buyers 
from the market with the intention of 
seeking the lowest possible point in the 
depressed price curve. As far as Far 
East materials are concerned, the better 
shipping arrangements which Washins- 
ton has managed to bring about with 
possessions under the especial control of 
the Netherlands Government are serv- 
ing to start toward the United States 
supplies of materials for which the de- 
mand in this country as well as thut 
coming from foreign consumers is 
strong. At the present time, the mar- 
ket is dull but confined to narrow lines 
owing to both the disinclination of buy- 
ers to operate under the weaker tenden- 
cies of the moment as well as the con- 
fined state of small supplies of many 
items. The market is generally steady 
under the depressive dullness. 

Among the essential oils, peppermin¢ 
and spearmint oils reflect the general 
circumstances mentioned in the above 
discussed markets. While many sellers 
in the spet market are of the opinion 
that a reduction from present levels will 
be forced by the lack of demand for the 
oils, it seems certain beyond any rea- 


sonable doubt that with the limited 
amount of oil now in stock on the spot, 
the primary market is at last in 


the position to dictate its own prices for 
a considerable length of time. Natural 
as well as economic causes have thrown 
the control away from the spot, but 
judging from the prices being secured 
on the spot, the dealers here have little 
to complain of for the time being. In 
different degrees the same conditions 
affect all items in the essential oil group. 

The week has been productive of ao 
startling results but has served to draw 
closer the lines of price advancing ten- 
dencies. The close of the week was 
stronger as will be evidenced by the fol- 
lowing table of items affected as well as 
the more intimate review succeeding :—

OPIUM. 


No further decline was reported in 
the material during the past week. The 
easier situation which brought out the 
lower position during the previous pe- 
riod remains operative on the spot, and 
the outlook for the future is one of a 
return to something approximating 
normal prices. However, with the in- 
crease in importation has come little 
opportunity to acquire reserve stocks, 
and manufacturers of derivatives are 
taking practically everything in sight. 
The week has been relatively quiet and 
the market closed steady at the new 
figures:—Gum in cases and jobbing 
lots, $21.50; powdered, $23.50; granulat- 
ed, $24.50 per pound. 


MORPHINE. 


The basic material is considerably 
easier at the close of the week, but 
manufacturers report that with their 
entire output moving into consumption 
there is little likelihood of reductions in 
morphine. Buyers view this as an un- 
fair policy, as they feel disposed to 
take the position that, despite the fact 
that there exists nothing like an over- 
production of the opium derivatives, 
the price reduction in the raw material 
ought to be reflected in the morphine 
market. The fact is that the present 
price of opium at the primary market 
is considerably higher than a year ago, 
the differential being $3.64 per pound. 
The market has been quiet during the 
week and manufacturers indicated the

Practically little change is noted in 
quinine on the spot.

Reports 
from Java indicate that the primary 
market has stiffened under the per- 
mittance of exports, the average price 
per ounce on sulphate, alkaloids, and 
Salts in June being in the neighbor- 
hood of 39c. per ounce. The importa- 
tions for June figure 87,043 ounces, val- 
ued at $33,650. The material continues 
to arrive more freely, 3,500 ounces hav- 
ing been entered since the last report. 
The market has been very quiet during 
the past week, and at the close Amer- 
ican manufacturers were quoting at 
90c, per ounce: second hands quoted 


American goods at $1, and Java at 
@%ec. per ounce. 
ALCOHOL. 
Transactions in the regular trade 


have been along narrow lines for the 
better part of the week. The demand 
is steady, but the amount of material 
released is materially curtailed by the 
satisfaction of Government require- 
ments. One item of interest during 
the past week was the presence in the 
proposed revenue bill of a tax of $4.40 
per proof gallon. At the close of the 
market prices were reported on the 
following basis:—-Grain, 188 proof, $4.91; 
100 proof, $4.97; cologne spirits, 190 
proof, $5.06; sugar cane, 188 proof, $4.90;

NUX VOMICA.—Owing to the fact 
that replacement is slow and in de- 
creasing quantity, the undertone of the 
market remained steady during the 
week, with all indications pointing to- 
ward higher charges to come. Inquiry 
has lessened to some degree, as manu- 
facturers using the raw material seem 
fairly well supplied at the moment. 
The close was at 13@14c. per pound for 
the whole and 16@19c. per pound for 
the powdered material. 


BALSAMS. 


Demand is routine and trading mov- 
ing in jobbing proportions at the close 
of the week. Supplies on hand are 
fairly ample for all needs and the 
close was correspondingly quiet.

TOLU.—Reports from the primary 
market indicate that prices there will 
be somewhat stiffer in the future. On 
the spot sellers reported a routine bus- 
iness passing on the basis of $1.05@ 
$1.10 per pound. 

Buckthorn, cascara sagrada, and se- 
lected sassafras barks have been ac- 
tive and strong during the week. The 
list has held firm generally. 

ANGOSTURA.—Demand is quiet at 
the moment, but the material is firmly 
held in all directions, with the inside 
price heing 39c. per pound. Supplies 
are limited in a way, and heavy buying 
would advance the price. 

BLACK HAW.—Bark of root holas 
firm in all hands, with a good call re- 
ported against the limited reserve 
stocks held on the spot. Sellers’ views 
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are bullish on this material. The close 
was firm at 40@42c. per pound for bark 
of root and 24@25c. per pound for bark 
of tree 

BUCKTHORN. — All reports, indi- 
cate that future demands for this bark 
will have to be met virtually from the 
stocks at hand, as England is not per- 
mitting exports in quantity. commen- 
surate with the demand at the present. 


The close was firm at 24@25c. per 
pound, 
CASCARA SAGRADA.—The Coast 


reports bearishly on the material and 
the price On the spot continues to ad- 
vance, with a correlative shrinkage of 
supplies on the spot. The close was 
at 19@20c. per pound. 

CINCHONA.—Under easier situation 
as concerns supply, red chips and 
broken yellow quills are quoted lower 
at the end of the week. Demand is 
good, but the supply is in much better 
shape at the moment and the future 
promises well. Finally quoted, rea 
quills were noted at 90c.@$1.15: broken, 
85¢c.@$1; chips, 68@70c.; yellow quills, 
broken, 70@75c. per pound. 

COTTONROOT.—The firm position 
of the bark is pronounced on the spot, 
sellers’ ideas showing a gradual in- 
crease under the good consumptive de- 
mand extant at the present time. The 
closing figure was 14@15c. per pound. 

CRAMP.—Cramp bark “so-called’”’ is 
lower in price at the close, the inside 
on the material being 11@12c. per 
pound. Genuine bark holds steadily 
to the recent advance and is reported 
at 50@53c. per pound. Supply of the 
so-called variety has increased.

WHITE PINE.—Under competitive 
selling the material is fractionally 
lower at the end of the week, the new 
position being 6%@7c. per pound at the 
close of the market. 


BEANS. 


Reports received from the Coast in- 
dicate additidhal strength to Tahiti 
vanilla. Tonka beans were firm, and 
the list generally sustained its position. 

TONK:A.—During the week arrival 
of twenty-five casks of Angostura 
tonka beans were reported, and al- 
though much of the material is under 
contract, the addition to spot supplies 
will be welcome. Demand is_ good, 
considering the fact that the outlet 
across seas is cut off. The close was 
firm at $1@1.05 per pound. 

VANILLA.—Reports received from 
the Coast indicate the strong position 
of Tahiti vanilla. Stocks are said to 
have dwindled sharply—so much so 
that at present there are no stocks of 
green and yellow label beans being held 
in first hands, and as the material is 
on the restricted embargo list, no re- 
lief is expected in the near future. The 
demand for vanilla is reported strong, 
and one importer of the Tahiti ma- 
terial states that at the present rate 
of consumption his present stock— 
which consists entirely of white label 
gzoods—will be soon exhausted. The 
price on these goods on the Coast is 
$1.60 per pound, duty paid at the Coast. 
The market is firm on spot for all 
varieties of the material, and at the 
close was reported at the following 
positions:—Mexican whole, $4.50@6; 


cuts, $3@3.25; Bourbon, $2.20@3; South 
American, $3@3.25; Tahiti green label, 
$1.50@1.55: yellow label,  $1.55@1.60; 
white laber, $1.60@1.65. 

BERRIES. 


Strength in cubeb berries is reported 
in the market, and the price has been 
advanced at the close of the period. 
Fish berries are also in advantageous 
position, and the price is being stead- 


ily maintained. The balance of the 
list remains firm. 
CUBEB.—Owing to the _ restricted 


supply playing against the insistent de- 
mand of the moment, the material on 
spot has been advanced to the closing 
figure of $1.25 per pound for ordinary 
and $1.30 per pound for both the XX 
and powdered material.

CLOVER TOPS.—Sellers report the 
material to be coming in good quantity 
from the primary market, although the

DIGITALIS.—Foreign digitalis is re- 
ported on the basis of 48c. per pound, 
which compares with the domestic price 
at 37@40c. per pound. The success of 
cultivation in this country is assured 
and competition by foreign grown goods 
is unlikely. THe market at the close of 
the week end is firm at the abovs- 
mentioned prices. 

LAUREL —Although request is rou- 
tine at the present time, the market 
holds firm at 12%@18c. per pound for 
the material in a large way. Jobbing 
orders are filled on the basis of 13@ 
13%c .per pound: 

MATICO.—Owing to the position of 
all foreign botanicals, the material is 
stronger at the present time, the posi- 
tion at the close being noted at 35@40x. 
per pound. Demand is not over strong. 

MARJORAM.—AIl material has beev 
absorbed and the market at the present 
time is strictly nominal on the spot. 
Very little is coming forward and owing 
to the trouble with the last importations 
of the leaves, scrutiny is certain to pre- 
vail over future importations. 

PEPPERMINT.—The material in the 
primary market is in bad shape and 
unless the unforeseen is achieved, prices 
are sure to advance on the basis of an 
actual lack of material. At present, the 
supply is, said to be fairly good on the 
spot. 

PRINCESS PINE.—It is said thut 
the material is in exceptionally low sup- 
ply on the spot and that absolutely 
nothing is being offered from the prim- 
ary market. Prices on the spot are 
nominal. 

SAGE.—On the spot inquiry has been 
strengthened during the week and the 
price of Greek goods stemless and 
grinding material is higher at the close 
of the market.

Bella- 
donna is also stronger on the spot and 
the firm positions of ipecac, blood blue- 
flag and lady slipper are thoroughly 
maintained. 

ALETRIS.—There has been scarcely 
any aletris or helonias gathered up 
to the present time and the future of 
this material seems to be directed to- 
ward higher prices on the spot. At 
present the materials stand firm at 
45@50c. per pound for aletris and 
helonias. 

BELLADONNA.—Owing to the per- 
sistence of a good demand for the ma- 
terial the price on the spot stands firm 
at $2.50@2,65 per pound for the highest 
test material. The coming domestic 
crop is said to be somewhat curtailed. 

BLOOD.—On the spot, the material 
holds its firm position in view of the 
bearish reports from the country. 
With spot holdings skrinking under 
the good demand for the material, the 
price is steadily maintained at the 
closing price of 38@40c. per pound for 
the whole root and 40@42c. per pound 
for the powdered variety. 

BLUEFLAG.—AIll reports indicate 
an assured high position for the root, 
and the spot holdings are steadily 
maintained at the closing price of 34 
@35c. per pound. 

BURDOCK.—Owing to the arrival of 
materially strengthening amounts from 
the primary market, the price at the 
close of the week is reported on the 
lowered basis of 164%@l7c, per pound. 

COHOSH.—A special price of 9@10c. 
per pound is reported on black cohosh. 
Blue material holds firm at the closing 
price of 11@12c. per pound. 

COLOMBO. — Owing to the pro- 
nounced shortage of material for 
prompt delivery on the spot, the week 
just closed has seen further advanced 
prices under the present volume of 
inquiry. Finally quoted, the price was 
29@30c. per pound for the whole and 32 
@34c, per pound for the powdered va- 
riety. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—Reports received 
direct from the primary market indi- 
cate the material is in weak position, 
and that an immense crop is forthcom- 
ing. Demand both at the source and 
on the spot is extremely light and 
lower prices are to be expected if re- 
turns for gathering are to eventuate. 
Some intention to lay up _ stocks 
against the exportation demands after 
the war is to be expected. The close 
on spot was at $5.25 per pound. 

IPECAC.—The spot market is bare 
of material and the primary source 
shows still stronger tendencies. Prices 
on the spot are higher at the close of 
the week, the inside on whole root be- 
ing reported on the basis of $3.40@3.4» 
per pound and the powdered goods at 
$3.50@3.60 per pound. 

LADY SLIPPER.— The _ gathering 
centers are providing but disappoint- 
ing amounts of the root, and the price 
on the spot has been advanced to 95c. 
per pound for high grade material. 
The shortage in visible material is sure 
to announce higher prices, according 
to well-informed factors in the market. 

MANDRAKE.—While earlier in the 
season there was reason to suppose 
that for the coming season supply of 
mandrake root was rather assured— 
the carrying over was said to be large 
—reports reaching the Reporter from 
the primary market indicate that the 
1918 crop is almost nil, and that a se- 
vere shortage is bound to eventuate 
when consumers come into the market 
later in the fall. Some holders in the 
country are asking as high as 12c. to 
14c. per pound at the present time and, 
when the size of the visible stock is 
taken into consideration, it seems that 
not half of the demand will be taken 
care of. The condition at the source 
was reflected in the higher spot quota- 
tions at 11%@12c. per pound, which 
were noted at the close of the market. 

PINK.—Reports received from one 
primary market factor indicates that 
there will be a heavy shortage in genu- 
ine pink root. Very little is being 
gathered at the source of supply and 
spot stocks are practically at the low- 
est possible ebb. The close wes at 43 
@44c, per pound. 

PLEURISY.—A reduction in price 
was noted in this root, the same being 
responsible to the better supply on 
hand and the lack of largeway con- 
suming demand. The final quotation 
was 18@19c. per pound. 

SARSAPARILLA.—In one direction 
on the spot the material is quoted on 
the basis of 52@53c. per pound and the 
supply on hand to meet this figure is 
said to be excellent. 

SERPENTARIA.—The material is 
stronger at the moment than for some 
time past, and sellers are accepting 
nothing lower than 47@50c. per pound 
for the material.

showing new activity during the week 
and the weaker items continuing in 
their easy tendency. A sharp advance 
has come out in African caraway and 
this proved the feature of the week. 
The close was generally quiet. 


ANISE.—Demand was along routine 
lines, but the material continued to 
be quoted firm by all sellers. Supplies 
are now large and the price remains 
steady, as follows:—Spanish, 26144@27c.; 
Star, 26@26%c. 

CANARY.—Inquiry held good for 
both varieties of the seed, and while 
Spanish goods remained firm at 1644@ 
l7c. per pound, the South American 
variety closed 4c. per pound higher at 
164@lic. per pound. 

CARAWAY.—Heavy demands _ for 
African caraway have been current 
throughout the period, and the price 
has advanced sharply 10c. per pound. 
Export inquiry accounts for the tak- 
ing up of many large parcels with the 
resulting shrinkage of supplies for 
prompt delivery. The close was at 
65@70c. per pound. 

CERPLERY.— Although inquiry~ has 
subsided to a considerable degree, the 
shrinkage of prompt shipment seed 
has been such that the price of 45@46c. 
per pound holds firm under the les- 
sened demand, 

CORIANDDER.—Buying has been light 
during the week. In three or four-ton 
lots the price has been as low as 10c. 
per pound, Supplies of the- material 
are plentiful, and in view of the easier 
tendency of the market, buyers are 
withholding interest, looking for the 
bottom of the decline before entering 
to cover their future needs. The 
prices at the close are virtually the 
same, natural seed commanding 114@ 
12c. per pound, and the bleached, 13@ 
13%c. per pound. 

CUMMIN.—With the present state of 
good supply, Morocco cummin seed is 
quiet under the intention of buyers to 
purchase at the low ebb of the present 
decline. A certain amount of jobbing 
inquiry is reported, but the general 
Situation continues easy at 11%@12c. 
per pound. 

FENNEL.—French fennel is slightly 
stronger at the moment, the closing 
quotation showing an advance of c. 
per pound. The material is in quiet 
position at the close of the market. 

FOENUGREEK.—Demand has been 
routine for the seed, and the price at 
the close is somewhat lower, the usual 
quotation for quantity sales being 12% 
@12¥%c. per pound, with jobbing lots 
moving at 13c. per pound. 

MUSTARD,—Stocks of English yel- 
low and the good grades of brown 
mustard are practically cleaned up on 
the spot, and prices are virtually nom- 
inal for these grades. California brown 
Triest is firm, with the primary mar- 
ket being in a position to offer but lit- 
tle, Mail advices from Calcutta,India, 
State that the primary market is firm- 
er. Quotations for local and country 
consumption at Rs. 6-12 to Rs, 7-8 for 
yellow, Rs, 6-4 to Rs, 7-4 for brown, 
and Rs, 5-14 to Rs. 6-6 for rye, respec- 
tively, per B. md., weight, loose, ac- 
cording to quality without guarantee 
of refraction for prompt delivery on 
the “credit system” generally. For ex- 
port, 4 per cent. refraction rye-mixed 
brown seed is quoted at Rs. 6-8 per B. 
md., weight, loose, for near and early 
Shipment. On the spot demand during 
the week has venteres in Japanese and 
Chinese grades, both of which hold 
Steady under the presence of good 
quantities of the materials. Closing 
quotations were firm at the following 
levels:—California brown, 21@24c.; 
Bombay, i6@17c.; Chinese yellow, 11% 


@12%c.; English yellow, 30@35c. per 
pound, nominal. 
POPPY.—Somewhat easier quota- 


tions were reported for Russian poppy- 
seed, sellers indicating that the lower 
quotation was the result of a lack of 
inquiry at the moment, India seed is 
quotably unchanged on the spot and 
the primary market quotes Rs. 6-8 to 
Rs, 6-12 per B. md., weight, loose, ac- 
cording to grades for ready parcels. 
Limited sales are making for local and 
country consumption without guaran- 
tee of refraction for prompt delivery 
on the “credit system’”’ generally. For 
four per cent. refraction quality for 
Europe, nominal quotations are Rs. 6-11 
to Rs. 6-11 to Rs. 6-11-6 per B. md., 
weight, loose, for short-date shipment. 
The market was quiet at the close at 
the following levels: Russian, 78@79c.; 
India, 40@41c. per pound. 
SUNFLOWER.—While the quotation 
on medium quantities of the material is 
744@8c. per pound, in a large way it is 
posible to do 6%c. per pound, The sup- 
ply on spot seems good and sellers are 


said to be anxious to move materials. 
The closing quotation was 7@8c. per 
pound. 


Somewhat increased demand 
throughout the list is reported on the 
spot, but the reflex as to price is more 
apparent than real. Pimento has be- 
come stronger; cassia inquiry has been 
largely - restricted to transactions in 
selected broken; Jamaica unbleached 
ginger gathers strength, and all pep- 
pers show a tendency toward further 
declines, with the market in its present 
state of inertness. 

CASSIA.—Trading centered in select- 
ed broken goods, of which there are 
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better supplies on the spot than of 


any other variety. The price of this 
grade is considerably lower than pres- 
ent shipment goods, and the favorable 
quotations have attracted buyers. 
China grades generally are held 
strongly on the spot and the supply is 
limited. At the close of the trading 
period the following prices ruled on the 
spot:—Batavia No. 1, 29@30c.; short 
stick, 28@29c.; Saigon rolls, No. 1, 54@ 
5dc.; China eelected in cases, 22@23c.; 
broken selected, 17@17%c.; buds, 26@ 
27c. per pound. 

CINNAMON.—The new level achieved 
last week remained firm throughout 
the period just closed and inquiry held 
about even. Sellers’ views are firm, 
and with replacements quoted strong 
at the source, the spot market closed 
strong on the following basis:—Ceylon 
No. 1, 33@34c.; No. 2, 32@38c.; No. 3, 
31@32c. per pound. 

CLOVES.—The material was in good 
demand during the week. Sellers report- 
ed buyers in the market for larger 
quantities, and in some _ directions 
prices were advanced 4c. per pound 
for Zanzibar goods. Stocks for nearby 
arrival are quoted at 46c. per pound. 
The close was at 464%@47\%c. per pound 
for Zanzibars and 60c, per pound fot 
Amboynas. 

GINGER.—Inquiry is. strictly job- 
bing, but supplies of Jamaica un- 
bleached are so light as to bring out 
higher levels at the close,of the week. 
African No. 1 is easier on lack of de- 
mand. Consumption has fallen away 
and left the material quiet. Only the 
comparatively small stocks on the spot 
prevent a considerable reduction in 
quotations. The final quotations were 
on the following basis:—Cochin A. B. 
C., 18@19¢c.; Cochin D., 19@20c.; Afri- 
can No. 1, 13%@14c.; Japan, 12%@13c.; 
Jamaica bleached, 25@25%46c.;  un- 
bleached, 174%@12%c. per pound. 

NUTMEGS.—Demand holds steady, 
with all grades being reported in light 
supply and buyers’ ideas strongly held 
on the spot. Shipment advices con- 
tinue to indicate the primary market 
to be advancing, but to a lessened de- 
gree, owing to the fact that very little 
is permitted shipment. The larger 
grades are practically off the market 
and trade consists largely of transac- 
tions in 105’s to 110’s. At the close, 
75’s to 80’s were noted at 48@45c. and 
105’s to 110’s at 39@40¢e. per. pound. 
Grinding material was reported at 38 
@39c. per pound. 

PAPRIKA.—Inquiry has been strong 
for Hungarian style goods and, as 
Spain is sending practically nothing, 
the spot market shows higher figures 
at the close. The final quotations were: 
Spanish, 45@50c.; Hungarian type, 48 
@50c. per pound. : 

PEPPER.—Owing to the continuea 
dull state of this material prices are 
lower at the end of the period, the re- 
action amounting to W%c. per pound. 
onsiderable interest is observed in the 
future position of both black and white 
peppers. At the moment prices at the 
primary market seem to have hardened 
to some degree, but no advances are 
noted. The declining tendency seems 
to have stopped and there is said to 
be a better feeling at the source. 
Shipments now on the way total heavy 
amounts and this is having a soften- 
ing effect on spot conditions. At the 
close the following positions were re- 
ported ruling on the spot:—Black Sin- 
gapore, 25%@26c.; Aleppy, 27%@28c.; 
Lampong, 251%@26c.; Tellicherry, 27% 
@28c.; White Singapore, 32@32%c.; Red 
Japan chillies No. 1, 16@16%c.; Mom- 
bassa, 27@28c.; Capsicums, Bombay, 
13%@l4c.; Japan, 12%@138c. per pound. 

PIMENTO.—The primary market is 
offering nothing at the moment and 
this has served to stiffen prices appre- 
ciably on the spot. International com- 
petition is affecting the material and, 
as foreign countries are paying higher 
prices than acceptable in the United 
States, preference is apparently being 
given the higher quoting countries. At 
the end of the week 101%@12c. per 
pound was the prevailing quotation on 
the spot. The tendency is higher. 


DRUGS AND PHARMACEUTI- 
CAL CHEMICALS. 


The principal movement of the week 
was in codeine, which manufacturers 
advanced. The market has been steady 
throughout the period and develop- 
ments outside of codeine have been 
rather along lines of the more unim- 
portant items. The close was firm, 

ACETANILID.—Under the presence 
of good quantities of the material in 
second hand on the spot, the material 
at the close of the market shows low- 
est price in vogue, the close being at 65 
@70c. per pound, 

ACETPHENETIDIN.—With manu- 
facturers unable to compete with sec- 
ond hand factors at the present time, 
the priae stands easy at the closing 
price of $2.90@3 per pound, according 
to seller. 

ASPIRIN. — ‘Manufacturers . indicate 
that special prices are being made to 
the Government for its supply of this 


material, while to the trade the pre- 
vailing quotation is $2.15@2.25 per 
pound, according to quantity. Consid- 


erable discrepancy jis noted in the quo- 
tations of many manufacturers. 
CASTOR OIL.—At present domestic 
crushers are unable not only to supply 
the trade in general, but also to meet 
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even the conservative demands of long- 
established buyers. Crushers’ prices 
are nominal at 3@@3lc. per pound for 
AA, 31@32c. per pound for the mate- 
rial in cases and 29% @30c. per pound 
for the No. 3 oil. The second hand 
market is bare of offerings at 36@37c. 
per pound, 

CHLOROFORM.—One large manu- 
facturer of chloroform states that his 
price for the material in 100-pound 
lots is 63c. per pound, despite the fact 
that other producers recently ad- 
vanced their prices to 70c. Competi- 
tion is strong in the material, and 
shadings from all quotations in order 
to secure business are to be expected. 


CODEINE.—Manufacturers have ad- 
vanced the price of the material in 
its various forms, the movement carry- 
ing between 40c. to 60c. per ounce, ac- 
cording to the item affected. In- 
creased cost of production and the im- 
possibility of creating any reserve sup- 
plies in view of the demand from the 
government accounts for the present 
movement. The close was at $7.70@ 
7.80 per ounce for the sulphate, $7.20@ 
7.30 for the phosphate, and $9.65@9.76 
per pound for the alkaloid. 

HYDROQUINONE. —The material 
is firmly held in all directions, and 
manufacturers report increasing costs 
in production. Demand is good, and 
the material is firm at $2.70@2.75 per 
pound, 

MENTHOL.—With practically all 
weak holders having been removed 
from the spot market, the situation on 
the spot continues to gather strength 
under the period of strong inquiry 
which is at the right moment reported 
by all sellers. The close was higher at 
$3.75@3.80 per pound. 

MUSK.—Owing to the lessened sup- 
ply on the spot and the maintenance 
of a good demand, musk pods, ton- 
quin, are now quoted at $25@26.50 per 
pound, and, according to one well in- 
formed factor, the outside price will 
become the lowest quotation in the 
immediate future. The other varieties 
hold firm. 

SACCHARIN.—With the absence of 
export possibility, less interest is 
shown in the material on the spot and 
a-softening of prices is noted as a di- 
rect result. Until such movement is 
possible, the weaker trend is to be ex- 
pected, The close was at $31.50@32 
per pound for soluble and $30.50@31 per 
pound for the insoluble material. 

SODA BENZOATE.—Under the dead 
condition of benzoic acid, as well as 
the ample supply of material Which 
has, in many cages, shown a sharp loss 
to its holders, soda benzoate is without 
life on the spot, and at the close of the 
market is quoted on the basis of $2.60@ 
2.70 per pound, 

SUGAR OF MILK.—Manufacturers 
admit being in a soldup position and 
that their facilities are such as to pre- 
Clude any alleviation of the condition 
in the immediate future. The reports 
reaching here to the effect that the 
material in question is being placed 
under government control in England 
may eventually have a more distinct 
bearing on the spot market than here- 
tofore has been the cage. The closing 
price was 56@60c. per pound, 

THYMOL.—No change was reported 
in the material’s price citation during 
the week, but demand was said to be 
freshening, and that increase in posi- 
tion was to be expected. The close 
was at $13@13.50 per pound. 

VANILLIN.—With the current de- 
mand for vanilla in many cases un- 
Satisfied, the position of vanillin is 
growing in strength, and while the 
material has shown no further price 
advance since that of last week the 
close was firm at the new level of 90@ 
Q5c. per pound. 


GUMS. 


The feature of the market was the 
further weakening of Curacao aloes in 
cases. Demand has been routine for 
the balance of the list and the close 
was firm. 

ALULS.—Curacao aloes in cases was 
marked down under competition at the 
close of the week and the final price 
was 9@Wl0c. per pound. Lack of de- 
mand was the reason reported on the 
spot. Other varieties held firm, as fol- 
lows:—Curacao, in gourds, 15%@16c., 
Cape, 19@2Uc.; Socotrine, 75@s0c. per 
pound, 

ARABIC.—The material is meeting 
with a routine request at the present 
time, and, although stocks are practi- 
cally restricted to cleaned amber sorts, 
the general situation is steady under 
the present volume of trade, The ciose 
was at the following positions: —Firsts, 
50@52c.; sorts, 29@30c.; white, 45@60c. 
per pound, 

BENZOIN.—Sumatra benzoin con- 
tinued easier under the declined price 
at the close of the previous periods, 
the supply on spot having been con- 
siderably increased. The close was 
firm at the new position. 

GAMBOGE.—Mass and pipe are 
stronger at the close in virtue of the 
good demand for the material and the 
higher costs of importation, The close 
was at $1.90@$2 per pound. Powdered 
material was quoted at $2@$2.10 per 
pound. 

MYRRH.—Supplies of the material 
have shrunken constantly during’ the 
immediate past and at the close the 
price was strong at 80@85c. per pound 
for select, 75@80c. for stars and 65@70c. 
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per pound for siftings. Nothing is 
coming forward from the primary mar- 
ket, and the present stiff prices may 
be expected to rule for some time to 
come. 

OLIBANUM.—Although some sellers 
are quotine in excess of 13@ldic. per 
pound for siftings and 16@18c. per 
pound for tears, these figures can 
be done on the spot, and some vendors 
at these prices indicate that the in- 
quiry of the moment is such ag to not 
warrant any higher levels, 

THUS.—Little is to be had at less 
than $13.50 per pound, but it is said 
to be possible to buy smaller lots om 
the basis of $13 per pound, 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


During the period bergamot, lemon 
and orange oils advanced on the spot 
and the balance of the list held steadily 
to the levels established for some time 
past. The close of the market was 
firm, 

ALMOND.—Although there is one 
seller On the spot who ig quoted at 
$12@12.50 per pound for bitter almond 
oil, this is considerably below spot 
ideas for the material, and other fac- 
tors are securing the generally accept- 
ed figures without trouble. The mate- 
rial is in firm position and the closing 
prices were:—Bitter, $13; bitter, S. P. 
A.,  $13.50@14; artificial, $5.25@$5.50; 
peach kernel, 45@50c. per pound, The 
quotation of this last variety on the 
Pacific Coast is 40c. per pound. 

BERGAMOT.—Owing to the higher 
costs of importation, stock supplies 
have been enhanced and the closing of 
the market found higher prices ruling. 
Demand is fair at the moment and the 
final ‘quotation of $6.25@$6.50 per pound 
was tairly maintained throughout the 
market, 

CANANGA.—While the consumtpion 
of this material has lessened to some 
degree, its firm position on the spot 
remains unchanged and at the close of 
the market the native oil was quoted 
at $6@6.25 per pound, 

CLOVES.—Little life is exhibited in 
this material and consumption has 
fallen away with the restoration on 
sugar consumption. The cost of ma- 
terial at the primary market remains 
unchanged and this holds spot supplies 
to their closing level of $3.15@$3.20 per 
pound. 

ERIGERON.—Owing to the fact that 
the present time is one of lowest sup- 
ply of the material, the price con- 
tinues to advance under pressure 
against the narrow reserves on the 
spot. Until new crop oil arrives, the 
present price of $3 per pound is ex- 
pected to hold. 

LEMON.—On actual transactions, 
better than $1.25 per pound may pos- 
sibly be done, but this is the usual 
quotation vouchsafed on the spot. The 
stronger position is based on the ad- 
vanced costs of the Messina essences. 

ORANGE.—In sympathy with the 
general advance in all Messina es- 
sences, sweet Italian oil of orange has 
been advanced on the spot to the clos- 
ing price of $2.75@2.80 per pound. 
West Indian remains quotably un- 
changed at $1.75@1.80 and the bitter 
material holds steady at the same po- 
sition. 

PEPPERMINT. — Reports reaching 
the Reporter during the week jndicate 
that the primary market is in bad 
shape, so far as the coming of oil is 
concerned. It is estimated that about 
one distillery out of five may possibly 
operate during this season, and that 
the yield of oil will be of inferior qual- 
ity, with low menthol content. Re- 
cent tests show about 44 per cent. The 
source of this information stated that 
while it is a trifle early to estimate 
the coming crop, but that from the 
data at hand at this time it seemed 
evident that the yield would pe much 
less than 225,000 pounds, including the 
holdover. 

Some growers who normally turn 
out 1,000 pounds will not produce more 
than 50 pounds this year. The lack of 
rain has been one strong factor in the 
situation to date. The plants have 
died and in many cases even the roots 
were destroyed. The farmer became 
discouraged at this and in many cases 
contemplates plowing up his former 
mint fields and putting in food crops 
instead. To sum up, the real cause of 
the high peppermint prices are three- 
fold; one, the frost last June; two, the 
insufficient rains, which are absolutely 
necessary not only to the life of the 
plants but particularly to the forma- 
tion of the menthol principal in the 
mint juice; and three, the lack of ferti- 
lizers for which the ground is badly 
in need and the supply of which is 
curtailed by the lack of potash. With 
these factors in mind, the fact that 
one grower at Constantine, Michigan, 
produced in 1916, 13,000 pounds; in 1917, 
7,000 pounds; while his 1918 production 
to date has been 14 pounds. These fig- 
ures are al] drawn from the jteld of 
the same farm, 

The ce being paid to growers is 
now as Mgh as $4.60 per pound in some 
cases—in fact, this ig said to be a free- 
ly made offer—and the growers are 
talking as high as $6 per pound, The 
market on spot continues strong, with 
sellers now admitted generally to have 
little oil, and to be awaiting the pleas- 
ure of the primary market. The clos- 
ing prices were:—In tins, $5; one brand 
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in bottles, $5.50; rectified, $5.60 per 
pound. 

SPEARMINT. — The gituation of 
spearmint ig in no wise different from 
that of peppermint, and the above re- 
port applies equally to each. The close 
en the spot was at $5 per pound. 

TANSY.—A sharp advance in the 
price of this oil is noted at the close 
of the market, the price now being on 
the basis of $4.50@4.75 per pound. 
Shrinkage in supplies is the principal 
cause of the movement. 

WINTERGREEN.—The market is 
without additional feature at the ciose 
of the period. All sellers view the 
materials firmly and in many cases 
have bullish ideas. It is understood 
now that genuine oil of sweet birch 
can be bought at prices better than 
$3.50 per pound, although thie is a gen- 
erally made quotation. Synthetic oil 
is noted at 85c.@$1.05 and leaf gaul- 
theria at $4.75@5 per pound. 

WORMSEED.—Prices remain ncem- 
inal in view of the lack of material. 
There is some to be had, but buyers’ 
necessity seems to dictate the price on 
the small amounts capable of being 
traded in. Until the new crop oil ar- 
rives—this will be shortly—the nom- 
inal situation is expected to continue. 


SHELLAC. 


The market on the spot is higher in 
all respects, and in view of the neces- 
sity of making present supplies tide 
over the fall period, sellers all feel that 
prices are certain to increase more or 
less steadily. It becomes increasingly 
difficult to sound the exact position of 
the various grades on the spot market, 
existing as there does considerable dif- 
ference in opinion. All are more or 
less based on the question whether or 
not licenses to import will be granted 
on October 1. There seems to be little 
unanimity among sellers as to the 
surety of such action by the govern- 
ment bodies who have _ interested 
themselves in the material. At pres- 
ent the = is to admit importation of 
an amount equal to that brought in 
during the first six months of the year 
—9,806,273 pounds—and this is to be 
prorated among the shellac importers 
on the basis of their imports for the 
first six months of the last four years. 
Imports this week totaled 847,880 
pounds. The closing prices on the spot 
were as follows: D. C., 85@86c; V. S. 
O., 85@86c.; fine orange, 75@80c.; sec- 
ond orange, 72@74c.; T. N., 69@70c.; 
A. C. garnet, button, 80@81c.; bleached 
commercial, 69@70c.; bone dry, 79@ 
80c. per pound. 


WAXES. 


Continental advance of Japan wax 
featured the market, with all other 
materials holding firm to their estab- 
lished levels. 


BAYBERRY.—tThe call for this ma- 
terial is limited at the moment, but 
sellers indicate that the wax is in firm 
position at the close of the week, the 
price being 36@37c. per pound. 


BEESWAX. — Consumption holds 
steady, and the price is being steadily 
maintained in all grades. The close 
was firm at 68@65c. per pound for 
white pure, 43@44c. per pound for yel- 
low crude and 46@47c. per pound for 
yellow refined. 

CANDELILLA.—Following the eas- 
ing in carnauba waxes, candelilla 
reached lower levels owing to the lack 
of demand. The inside quotation at the 
close of the market was 45@46c. per 
pound. 

CARNAUBA.—The material is quot- 
ably unchanged as affects any of its 
various grades at the close of the mar- 
ket. The supply on spot is fairly plen- 
tiful at the present time, and with 
further shipments coming forward, it 
is expected that still easier situations 
will eventuate. The close was steady 
as follows:—Flor, 94@95c.; No. 1, 91@ 
92c.; No. 2 regular, 85@86c.; No. 2 
North Country, 84@85c.; No. 3 chalky, 
66@67c.; No. 3 North Country, 76@ 
77c. per pound. 

JAPAN.—Cheaper holdings of this 
material seem to have been swept from 
the market, and at the close of the 
period there was little offered at fig- 
ures better than 25% @26c. per pound. 
The Japanese market has been very 
strong of late, and mail advices re- 
ceived under date of July 29 indicate 
the source of supply to have strength- 
re the basis of a keen foreign de- 
mand. 


JAPAN DRUG MARKET. 


Tokio, Japan, July 29, 1918. 


CAFFEINE—Has begun to feel the effects 
of America’s ban on the article. Caffeine 
alkaloid is quoted at 17.50 yen per pound, 
which is a decline of 0.50 yen since June. 

CAMPHOR—Is still short in supplies, and, 
in spite of heavy demand from users, dealers 
have no stock to offer. Prices are only nomli- 
nal. Camphor crystals are quoted at 2.50 yen 
per kin, while camphor oil is quoted at 0.35 
yen per kin. 

Ketsuzo Imafuku, of the Taiwan Govern- 
ment General, has perfected a new device for 
the distillation of camphor and obtained the 
Fourth Class Imperial Order from court as an 
acknowledgment. (is device consists in dis- 
tilling camphor with steam instead of direct 
heat, as before.

COCAINE—Is going up again in Japan, along

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tion shows no practical change, Cocaine hydro- 
chloride is now quoted at 22 yen per 25 grams, 
against 21 yen last week. Morphine hydro- 
chloride is quoted at 88 yen per ounce. 

HEROIN—Has declined somewhat since last 
report, Tokio exporters being able to citer kk 
at 55 yen per ounce, against 60 yen per cunce 
last week. 

INSECT POWDER-—Is now in a buylig sea- 
son, and in conjunction with the year’s re- 
duced crops, has made its marke: somewhat 
stronger. Tokio exporters offer it at 80 yen 
per 100 pounds, 

MENTHOL—Which has been sluggish for 
some time past, is going to be active on ac- 
count of the renewal of purchase by the 
United States. Supplies are short, and pend- 
ing the arrival of this year’s new goods, 
prices are expected to go up if the foreign 
drain becomes heavy. Menthol canes are now 
offered at 7.70 yen per kin by Tokio exporters, 
while menthol oil is up to 2.30 yen per kin, 

QUININE—Has apparently ceased to soar, the 
market supply being enough. Quinine sulphate 
ig quoted at the last price, 1.40 yen per 25 


grams, 

SILVER, COULOPDAIL.—Several attempts 
have been made in Japan since the war began 
to turn out perfect silver colloidal. The latest 
and most perfect of the products so far mar- 
keted is Suzuki argentium colloidal. A phar- 
maceutical company also has perfected argen- 
tium proteinatum. Both of them have been 
well received by medical practitioners in Ja- 
pan. ‘At Shanghai they are also in use by 
medical men, 

JAPANESE WAX—Has boomed again since 
last report, as the market is very short of 
supplies. Export consultations are extremely 
active and almost every arrival from the pro- 
ducing districts is earmarked for foreign ship- 
ment.

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COAL-TAR 






Saturday Noon, Sept. 7, 1918. 


There is little new feature to the gen- 
eral market for coal tar dyes and in- 
termediates at New York to report for 
the current week, so far as intermedi- 
ates are concerned, while it may be 
stated that the market for aniline 
colors continue to show the same firm- 
ness heretofore noted, and there is now 
a pronounced drive, so to speak, on the 
part of consumers for auramine and 
direct colors. These are scarce, as are 
a number of the direct and acid colors. 
In the intermediates there is likewise 
a continued demand. Call for inter- 
mediates as a whole has been steady 
throughout the week and all prices 
have been well maintained throughout 
the list. No weak spots are discern- 
ible in the list, though there are sev- 
eral items which are quiet. One or two 
of the commodities have scored ad- 
vances over the levels of a week ago, 
and these increases in price have been 
due to the inability of producers to 
satisfy the particular demand for their 
product. 

Benzaldehyde continues to be a fea- 
ture of firmness in the market and the 
inquiry from color producers is still 
relatively heavy. The same is true of 
diethylaniline and benzyl chloride, 
Dimethylaniline is firmly held and 
stocks are scarce with the government 
continuing to take large quantities of 
the output for war purposes. Alpha- 
naphthol and alphanaphthylamine are 
moving in a steady manner at un- 
changed prices and the same can be 
reported of beta-naphthol and beta- 
naphthylamine, though there is little 
of feature in the trading in any of 
these four items, the movement being 
more generally of a routine character. 

There is an unabatedly good demand 
reported for aniline salt and producers 
of the commodity are still generally 
sold up, with only scanty supplies held 
by second hands, with the result that 
the latter are asking slightly higher 
prices for their offers. In fact, pro- 
ducers are not accepting new business 
for delivery earlier than October. Ani- 
line oil is also in a good position with 
a steady demand absorbing the output 
and little material finding its way into 
the open market for disposal by sec- 
ond hands. 

Cresol is receiving a fair amount of 
attention from consumers, but is gen- 
erally unchanged in position or price, 
and the same is true of phenol, though 
the latter is showing a somewhat bet- 
ter feeling on reports that the gov- 
ernment is more interested than usual 
in the situation. Benzol is in a better 
position and practically all of the re- 
cently noted slack has been taken out 
of the market. Toluol is still being 
controlled by the government and only 
occasional releases are reported. Xylol 
is steady and unchanged. 

Demand for paranitraniline con- 
tinues to be very active, and producers 
report that they are unable to care for 
it. Prices are steady at a nominal 
point in that there are very small 
quantities being offered by second 
hands and virtually none by producers, 
with the result that a $2 per pound 
trading level in the near future is be- 
ing somewhat freely predicted by the 
trade unless there is some abatement 
in the demand or increase in the output 
to care for the consuming inquiry. 

More comprehensive reports of the 
individual markets will be found in the 
following paragraphs: 

ACID BENZOIC—Attractive prices 
are failing to arouse any appreciable in- 
terest in the part of buyers in the mar- 
ket for benzoic acid and the volume of 
trading reported is confined to relatively 
small lots in a routine business. Prices 
are without appreciable change in the 
open market at $2.65@2.85 per pound 
with some reports unverified that under 
$2.60 might be done on desirable busi- 
ness firmly offered. 

ACID H—Virtually all producers of 
H acid report that they are sold up to 
capacity for the present and nearby and 
there are practically no stocks of the 
acid available in the market so far as 
open trading is concerned. Nominally 
prices range from $3.20 to $3.25 per 
pound for immediate shipments. De- 
mand is strong. 

ACID PHTHALIC—No change is re- 
ported in the local market for phthalic 
acid anhydride and the market shows a 
continued firm undertone at $4@4 50 per 
pound for immediate shipments of the 
sublimed material while the crude rang- 
es from $3.40 to $3.70 according to quan- 
tity, and brand. Stocks are not large 
and there is a steady consuming in- 
quiry. 

ACID SALICYLIC—Contracts are be- 
ing offered on the basis of 90c per pound 
for the better grades of U. S. P. quality 
in this market it is reported, while 
there are some spot lots quoted at 88c. 
per pound though they are reported to

be of poorer quality with the high-grade 
material on the spot quoted at a parity 
with the contract price and ranging up 
to $1 according to quantity, brand and 
point of shipment. Technical acid va- 
ries widely with material reported to be 
as good as the U. S. P. held at 80@83c. 
per pound and poorer grades down to 
70@75c. per pound. 

ACID SULPHANILIC.—Quiet trading 
of routine nature is reported by produc- 
ers in this market and there is no quot- 
able change in evidence either as to uh- 
derlying conditions or prices. Immedi- 
ate shipments are quoted on a basis 
of 32@34c. per pound for the technical 
acid and 42@44c. per pound for the 
refined. 


ALPHA-NAPHTHOL. — Prices and 
conditions are nominally the same as 
previously noted in the market for 
alpha-naphthol. Immediate shipments 
of the crude material are being offered 
at the repeated price of $1@1.10 per 
pound, according to quantity while the 
refined holds at $1.50@1.60 per pound, 
prompt. There is only a small routine 
business reported passing, with a steady 
undertone to the trading. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE.—Little 
change of importance is evident in this 
market and prices are nominally un- 
changed at 60@65c. per pound, depend- 
ing upon quantity and brand. 

ANILINE OIL.—Stocks of aniline oil 
are small and in strong hands according 
to those in authority here and it is dif- 
ficult to locate supplies in sizable quan- 
tities. Prices are very firmly main- 
tained at the previously noted level of 
29@30c. per pound ,according to quan- 
tity. There is a good call reported and 
producers are not in a position to accept 
new business for immediate shipments. 
There is a good call for aniline oil for 
red but it is also difficult to obtain and 
prices are more or less nominal at the 
repeated figures of $1.15@1.20 per 
pound, prompt.

DIMETHYLANILINE. — Sellers are 
firmly refusing to do better than 72c. 
per pound for immediate shipments of 
dimethylaniline, while some are ask- 
ing up to 8c. per pound, according to 
quantity and brand. There is an active 
demand for the material, but stocks 
are scarce, owing to the continued ab- 
sorption of stocks by the government. 

DIPHENYLAMINE. — The market 
for diphenylamine shows a steady un- 
dertone, with stocks moderate and the 
undertone steady. Producers report 
that there is a fair inquiry in evidence 
and stacks are moving satisfactorily. 

DINITROBENZOL. — Supplies of 
dinitrobenzol on the spot are more ade- 
quate and the market is in an easier 
trading position, according to traders, 
who report that prices are fairly steady 
at the unchanged level of 36@38c. per 
pound.

METANITRANILINE. — Depending 
upon quantity and quality, prices for 
mentanitraniline vary from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per pound for immediate ship- 
ment.

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ACID NEEDS WILL

Manufacturers _ Urged 
Make No Contracts End- 
ing After Jan. 1, 1919. 


Washington, Sept. 6, 1918. 


The government is now preparing its 
program for manufacture of explosives 
over 1919 and hopes to have this program 
completed, with statement of require- 
ments of the mineral acids (sulphuric 
acid, nitric acid and hydrochloric acid) 
required by October 1 next, 

Until the government’s program is 
completed and the acids and heavy 
chemicals division can determine just 
what amounts of acid will be required 
and from what manufacturing plants 
delivery can most economically be made, 
it is desirable that all manufacturers of 
these acids should refrain from enter- 
ing into any contracts for deliveries be- 
yond the list of January, 1919. 

Acid manufacturers should keep their 
plants up to the greatest possible pro- 
duction. With the increasing needs of 
these acids for manufacture of ex- 
plosives nothing should be permitted to 
interfere with production. 

Any contracts that terminate prior to 
October 31 can be renewed at govern- 
ment price effective for the period in- 
volved, providing such renewal does not 
a any deliveries after December 
31, .

British Dyes and Levinstein (Limited) 


Amalgamation Opposed. 


London, Aug. 10, 1918. 


A circular has been sent out by the 
secretary of British Dyes (Limited) to 
the shareholders, saying that the ma- 
jority of the directors cannot recommend 
the adoption of the Board of Trade’s 
proposal for the amalgamation of the 
company with Levinstein (Limited). 

The reason for this conclusion is that 
British Dyes (Limited) was formed for 
a national purpose directed more to the 
production of dyes than the payment of 
dividends, but the result of an amalga- 
mation on the terms suggested would 
be to establish a practical monopoly of 
the manufacture of. dyes in this country 
and to introduce into the amalgamated 
company a body of shareholders whose 
interest would be financial. 

Some of the directors also regard as 
objectionable the writing up of the capi- 
tal of British Dyes (Limited) to the ex- 
tent of £500,000 in respect of good will 
and also the provisions of the agreement 
between Levinstein’s and the Dupont 
Company respecting exchange of future 
inventions and secret processes. 

These provisions would become bind- 
ing on British Dyes and would involve 
the communication of their future in- 


ventions and _ secret processes, and 
might hamper the company in making 
arrangements for co-operation with 


ether companies. 

The directors fully realize the advan- 
tages to be gained by co-operation, but 
the majority have come to the conclus:on 
that the best method of accomplishing 
the desired object would be to enter into 
an arrangement on the basis of retain- 
ing the separate individuality and or- 
ganization of each of the companies con- 
cerned and providing for their co-opera- 
tion through a joint committee, with a 
pooling of profits and losses. 

The directors ask the shareholders to 
send to the offices of the company by 
August 19 proxies in support of the views 
set forth. 

Mr. Norton and Mr. Turner and also 
Sir F. B. Adam and Sir Gilbert Claugh- 
ton, the directors nominated by the gov- 
ernment, dissent from this report,

The association announces that it pro- 
poses, among other matters of interest, 
to formulate standard methods of test- 
ing raw materials and finished products, 
both physical and analytical. Member-

ture, linoleum and rubber manufacture, 
mineral spirit distillation and oil seed 


crushing. 
The announcement follows in part:— 
“The present abnormal conditions are 
such as to render co-operative work on 
the problems which arise a matter of the 
utmost importance, and it is hoped that 
the standard methods which will be sug- 


gested by the association will permeate 
through the trades interested and be- 
come the adopted and recognized 


methods of investigation.”’ 


Soda Ash Delivery Suit Brought by 
Frederick H. Cone & Co., Inc. 


Frederick H. Cone & Co., Inc., has in- 
stituted suit against Wm. F. BHissing & 
Co., New York city, to recover $2,340 on 
a shipment of soda ash which the defend- 
ants, the complaint declares, refused to 
accept after contracting. Suit has been 
brought in the Supreme Court, Manhat- 
tan, for the plaintiff by Herman Hoff- 
man, 233 Broadway. 

The plaintiff charges in his complaint, 
which was filed July 30, that on Febru- 
ary 26, 1918, the defendant agreed to ac- 
cept 240 bags, 58 per cent. dense soda 
ash, of 250 pounds, and to pay $2,340 
net cash against delivery. June 2, 1918, 
the defendant accepted four bags and 
paid for them. Frederick H. Cone & Co.

Prices are generally maintained 
throughout the list in the market for 
dye bases and dyewoods at New York, 
and there is a continued firmness evi- 
dent in the trading, which is limited 
in many instances by the inability of 
purchasers to obtain desired supplies. 
Lack of supplies is the salient feature 
stil! in many of the natural dyestuffs, 
and there would seem to be but small 
possibility of this being changed in the 
near futre, according to traders. The 
recently noted easiness in the bichro- 
mates and the prussiates has passed, 
and both of those groups now show bet- 
ier undertones, though the prussiates 
are still moving only in a smal] way, 
and the same may be said to be true of 
the bichromates. 

There are still no stocks of cochi- 
neal, divi divi, logwood or fustic to be 
found in the local market, and these 
may be said to be nominal entirely, 
with dealers in the first two named 
refusing to quote prices because of the 
lack of actual transactions upon which 
to base their figures. No prices on 
cochineal or divi divi to arrive are be- 
ing given, either because of the un- 
certainty surrounding the problemati- 
cal arrival of such goods owing to the 
scarcity of ocean tonnage for the trans- 
portation of those items. The scarcity 
of the dyewoods mentioned has in turn 
had a stiffening effect on the markets 
for the extracts of the same, and while 
prices for those have not as yet been 
altered, it is evident that higher fig- 
ures must ultimately prevail unless 
there is some relief within a very brief 
period. Osage orange extract is also 
receiving a good call, and stocks of it 
are becoming harder to get, while at 
the same time prices are firmer and 
higher. 

To refer again to the bichromates, 
it may be here pointed out that prices 
have become slightly higher for the 
soda material, owing to the fact that 
there are no great quantities around, 
and there has been a slightly better de- 
mand. It is pointed out by sellers that 
the market would quickly respond to 
any fair increase in activity. This is 
also true of the market for prussiate 
of soda, which has moved upward in 
price slightly within the last week. 
Recent advices from Europe state that 
three new factories have been started 
for the manufacture of the bichro- 
mates in Denmark in order to supply 
the Danish tanners with supplies they 
have been cut off from by the war, and 
which they formerly received from 
Germany. The British Government 
has recently ordered an embargo 
against further imports of red prus- 
siate of potash into the United King- 
dom. 

Cutch is still in a firm position, with 
a good call and poor supplies, but gam- 
bier is reported to be more freely of- 
fered and a sale of five tons of Sing- 
apore cubes at qa price lower than the 
level of a week ago are reported. Dex- 
trines are also ruling steady to firm, 
with stocks about equal to the call in 
some instances and scarce in others, 
particularly the domestic potato kind, 
which is slightly higher in price. Sago 
flour holds steady and tapioca flour 
likewise, 

There is more activity reported in 
the market for vegetable indigo and the 
market has assumed”a firmer position, 
though prices for the present have not 
been altered, with offers being freely 
made in fair quantities. There is also 
considerably more interest being shown 
by consumers in the synthetic prod- 
uct, which is ruling firmly at un- 
changed prices, the latter varying ac- 
cording to quantity, brand and point 
of shipment, but being on the whole 
considerably lower than the price of 
the vegetable materials. 

The following contains more complete 
reports of the individual items in this 
genrael market:— 

ACETATE. OF SODA.—There is 
nothing new in this market, with 
stocks hard to obtain and the market 
generally quiet for that very reason. 
The last price heard in this market 
was 30c. per pound, which is more or 
less nominal at this time, it being 
probable that some small quantities 
may be obtained at that figure. 

ALBUMEN.—Scantiness of supplies 
continues to be the chief feature of 
this market, with prices firm and nom- 
inal at the repeated figures of $1.25@ 
1.35 per pound for the prime Chinese 
egg albumen and 90@95c. per pound 
for the imported blood quality. There 
is a good demand reported for both 
kinds, though it is not as active as 
heretofore, buyers displaying less in- 
terest because of their inability to ob- 
tain what they want. Domestic blood 
albumen its equally as scarce as the 
imported and prices are nominal at 65 
@70c. for that grade. There is fair 


activity in the market for egg yolk, 
which is quoted at 45@47c. per pound

ANNATTO. — Trading continues 
rather dull in the market for annatto, 
but as supplies are still relatively light, 
prices are being rather steadily up- 
held at the previously noted levels of 
33@34c. per pound for the fine quality 
and 12@13c. per pound for the seed on 
the spot. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Movement of 
antimony salts is steady, though rou- 
tine and without particular feature at 
this time. Prices are steady and un- 
changed, with stocks available for im- 
mediate shipment reported as fair. 
Sellers are asking the repeated price 
of 70@72c. per pound, according to 
quantity for the 65 per cent. salt, while 
the 47 per cent. and the 75 per cent. 
continue to be nominal, with no prices 
or offers heard in this market. 

BICHROMATES.—Only quiet trading 
is reported in both bichromates, with 
the soda material showing the best po- 
sition in that prices are slightly higher 
than last report on the fact that avail- 
able stocks are not burdensome and 
the market is generally in a position 
to respond to any betterment in de- 
mand. The soda material shows stead- 
iness at 24%@25c. per pound, with a 
possibility that 24c. per pound might 
be done in one direction, though that 
figure cannot be said to be the prevail- 
ing market minimum. The potash 
quality is less active than the soda and 
sellers are offering moderately at 43 
@44c. per pound, this being the same 
level as a week ago. This latter mar- 
ket continues to reflect a feeling of 
competition, though there are at pres- 
ent no offers reported under the mini- 
mum herein given. 

COCHINEAL.—Trading is still vir- 
tually at a standstill in this market, 
as there are no stocks reported avail- 
able for transactions. There is a good 
volume of inquiries reported in the 
market, but nothing in the way of sup- 
plies to meet it can be traced on dili- 
gent search. Prices are, therefore, en- 
tirely a matter of opinion as to value 
and most dealers prefer not to quote 
nominal figures without a basis to 
work upon. 

CUTCH.—There is no improvement 
to report in the matter of stocks of 
cutch available on the local spot mar- 
ket and prices continue to be more or 
less nominal for the various grades 
quoted. Borneo cutch in bales is 
named at 15@16c. per pound, the inside 
price being 1c. higher than a week 
ago, while 14c. is asked for goods to 
arrive, though there are no definite re- 
ports as to arrivals due. No quota- 
tions at all are obtainable on the South 
American cutch, while the Rangoon 
kind in boxes is named at 24c. per 
pound on the spot and 22c. per pound 
to arrive. Cutch liquid is without 


- change at 12@14c. per pound. 


DEXTRINES.—There is a firm mar- 
ket reported for all varieties of dex- 
trines and the same holds true of 
starches and flours, though prices are 
without quotable change all around, 
with prices sustained by a good call 
and poor supplies generally. Corn dex- 
trine is named at 74%@84c. per pound. 
both white and yellow, according to 
quantity and seller, and domestic po- 
tato at 20c. per pound. No Offers or 
prices are obtainable for British gum 
or imported potato dextrine, Japanese 
potato starch is receiving a good call 
at 13@13%c. per pound, and corn starch 
is quoted at 6@7c. for the pearl and 7 
@7%c. for the powdered. Domestic 
potato starch is priced at 12%@13c. in 
bags, while rice starch rules unchanged 
at 12%c. per pound, without any offers 
being quoted. 

DIVI-DIVI. —. Prices are entirely 
nominal in this market, with no offers 
of the beans heard here. The last sale 
reported was on the basis of $80 per 
ton, with some small holders asking 
up to $85 for their stocks. Goods to 
arrive are nominally priced at $77 per 
ton, but it is doubtful when any will 
come in. High freight rates and the 
refusal of steamship companies in 
some instances to even name a freight 
rate on this commodity is preventing 
the arrival of anything like sizeable 
quantities. There is a good call, but 
the market is completely bare of 


stocks. Divi-divi extract, 25 per cent. 
tannin basis, is quoted at 54%@6c. per 
pound. 


FUSTIC.—No change has occurred in 
the market for fustic sticks, with 
stocks absorbed in practically all sell- 
ing directions. Prices are entirely 
nominal, with one seller naming $60 
@$65 per ton for wood to arrive. Buy- 
ing interest has practically ceased be- 
cause of the inability of buyers to lo- 
cate what they want. Fustic chips are

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Fertilizer

There seems to be a better under- 


tone to the local market for fertilizer 
materials than there is in the West. 
In this market there seems to be a 
general recognition of the fact that 
high prices are inevitable, but con- 
sumers are not satisfied with the prices 
named by the big Western packers for 
their fertilizer products, and there 
seems to be a good deal of holding 
back in the placing of orders. The 
situation forced a slight reduction in 
the price of tankage at’ Chicago this 
Week, but in New York there was 4 
slight advance in the price of dried 
blood. The labor question is a very se- 
rious one in the entire industry. The 
mixers find it difficult to secure labor, 
and so do the producers of raw mate- 
rials. The phosphate rock miners have 
finally made a demand for 45 cents an 
hour, but no strike has yet resulted, 
although the demand has not been 
met. It is hoped that the government 
will be able to take such action as will 
prevent any serious curtailment of pro- 
duction. It will be remembered that 
the price of phosphate rock was ad- 
vanced some time ago, because it was 
expected that wages would have to be 
raised. 

There is but little change in the sit- 
uation as far as nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia is concerned. 
When there is any sulphate of am- 
monia that the government does not 
need the leading producers let the 
consumers have it at about $4.75 a 
hundred pounds, but care is taken to 
see that it does not get into the hands 
of anyone who would offer it for re- 
sale. ’ 

There are more encouraging reports 
as to the fish scrap situation, although 
the total catch for the season is sure 
to be a short one on acount of the 
scarcity of men and boats. 

The “bad reports from the cotton 
crop point to a scarcity of cottonseed 
products for use as fertilizers, but this 
has not as yet had any fertilizer mate- 
the market of other fertilizer mate- 
rials. The government has missed its 
guess as to the size of the cotton crop 
badly sometimes in the past, and the 
crop may turn out better than the re- 
cent condition report would seem to 
indicate. 

Following is a detailed report on the 
principal items of the trade:— 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—The undertone 
of this market is not very strong. The 
situation in the West is not very fav- 
orable to higher prices on packing 
house fertilizers, as consumers believe 
that prices are too high, and are in- 
clinded to hold off. The local market 
has rather a better tone than that of 
Chicago. Blood tankage f. o. b. Chicago 
is quoted at $6.85 and 10 cents; last 
week the quotation was $6.90 per unit. 

DRIED BLOOD.—JIn spite of the fact 
that the reports from Chicago do not 
indicate a very strong market there 
was no weakness in dried blood in the 
jiocal market this week, and the price 
was advanced from $690@7 per unit 
to $7@7.10. This is for 12-13 per 
cent. ammonia f. o. bh. New York. 

FISH SCRAP.—There is little change 
in the fish scrap situation. Some 
people are disposed to believe that the 
reports from the Chesapeake are too 
pessimistic, and that the total catch 
will turn out better than has been ex- 
pected. At the same time every once 
admits that there has been a shortage 
of men and boats all season, and the 
high cost of labor has added greatly to 
the cost. There was no change in 
price reported this week. Dried is 
cuoted at $7.25 and 20 cents, and wet 
at $7.25 and 75 cents. 

HOOFMEAL.—There was no change 
in the situation in regard to’ hoofmeal, 
and the quotation was a changed this 
week. Hoofmeal f. o. Chicago; is 
quoted at $6.50 per unit. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Phere is very 
little nitrate of soda being offered 11 
re-sale, and not much demand for what 
there is at the price asked. The re- 
sale quotation is still $5 per 100 pounds, 
but this is largely nominal. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—Th¢« 
publication of a price of $4.75 per 100 


pounds for sulphate of ammonia has 
created a great deal of interest in the 
market, as the re-sale price has been 
about $7.85. There is very little sul- 


phate of ammonia now that can be of- 
fered at re-sale, however, unless some 
producers are. slipping some to middle- 
men now and then, and making all 
they can on it. This is not the policy of 
the leading producers, however, and 
when they have any that the govern- 
ment does not need they are selling it 
to consumers around $4.75 a _ 100 
pounds. Of course very care is taken 
to see that this does not get into the 
hands of middlemen; and, by the same 
token, of course there is not enough to

go even a little way towards supply- 
ing the total demand. The producers, 
however, ask only around $4.75 for it, 
and so that is the first hand price. Now 
and then a carload is sold to a dealer, 
but it is only upon a written agree- 
ment that it will not be sold at any- 
thing higher than the cost price plus 2 
fair commission. Of course if dealers 
could obtain supplies they would be 
willing to pay at least $7 a 100 pounds, 
as this would show a handsome profit 
if sold at what has been the re-sale 
price for some time, 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—The price of 
acid phosphate has not yet been ad- 
vanced, and the New York quotation is 
still $18 a ton. There is only a fair 
business doing, and jit is very probable 
that should there be any material im- 
provement in the demand the price 
would be advanced at once, for there 
has been a decided increase in the cost 
of both labor and raw material since 
there has been an advance in the price 
of acid phosphate. Producers are not 
willing to sell for distant delivery at 
today’s prices. 

BONES.—There has not been a very 
active market in bones during the past 
week, but stocks are small and the 
undertone of the market is very 
steady. There seems to be little change 
of stocks increasing and prices are 
well maintained. Rough hard are 
quoted at $30@32 a ton; soft steamed 
unground at $24; ground steamed, 1% 
per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate, $31; ground. steamed, 
3 and 50 per cent., $37; raw ground, 4 
per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate, $44, 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The laborers 
in the rock mines have at last made 
their demands for higher pay. They 
ask 45 cents an hour; but, although the 
request for an advance has not been 
granted, there has as yet been no 
strike ordered, The authorities at 
Washington have been appealed to, 
and the government is trying to get the 
matter adjusted. It is certain that the 
government will not allow the industry 
to be closed down at a time when there 
is such a need of fertilizer material in 
this country. The producers advanced 
the price of rock very sharply weeks 
ago, in anticipation of having to ad- 
vance wages, so that it seems that they 
are ready to make some advance. 
However, some of the leading pro- 
ducers say that they will not recog- 
nize the union, and this may lead to 
complications. There has been no 
change in price this week, but pro- 
ducers say that if they have to pay 
45 cents an hour prices will have to go 
still higher. ‘Florida land pebble, 68 per 
cent., is queted at $5 a ton, and 75 per 
cent. at $7@7.25, f. o. b. Tampa Ten- 
nessee rock, 78@80 per cent., is $7@8. 
High grade Flicrida hard rock is 


$8.50@9. 
POTASHES. 


It would seem that the domestic pro- 
ducers of muriate of potash have been 
able to meet the price at which im- 
ported goods from Japan have been of- 
fered. There has been a wide range in 
quotations since imports from Japan 
have been offered, and there is not a 
great deal of imported, or any other 
sort, of high grade goods on the mar- 
ket just now. Domestic producers have 
never met the quoted price of $260 a 
ton, but sales have been made at that 
price this week. In fact, it is reported 
that one lot was sold as low at $250 a 
ton. One of the largest handlers of 
domestic had only twenty-seven tons 
of high grade goods on hand. Most 
of the domestic product now being of- 
fered is low grade, 38@42 per cent, basis 
40 per cent, For September-October 
delivery this is selling at $4.55 per unit, 
or $182 a ton, 

PYRITES.—There is little change in 
the situation, as far as this market is 
concerned. Any news about the py- 
rites market must come from Wash- 
ington. The situation is entirely under 
the control of the government. If the 
government is badly in need of sul- 
phur, it will allow more pyrites to come 
in. There is a scarcity of sulphur, and 
more pyrites may be brought in, al- 


though it is doubtful if the amount go- 
ing to the fertilizer industry would 
be increased. 
BALTIMORE. 
Baltimore, Sept. 5, 1918, 

Developments in the fertilizer trade during 
the last week were not of special moment, 
conditions remaining much the same as they 
have been, with the factories seriously trou- 
bled by the shortage of labor, which seems 
to grow more acute with the progress of time 
and may be expected to become increasingly 
gkrave, especially when the operation of the 
new draft law is fully under way The 
manufacturers of mixtures have plenty of or- 
ders in hand They would be able to handle 
these orders readily enough uhder ordinary 
circumstances, but with workers being stead- 
ily drawn away and with further reductions 
in sight, it grows increasingly difficult to

unless the buyers accord the fullest co-opera- 
tion, sending their calls in long before the 
time when the goods are actually needed, 
there is likely to be a decided shortage to 
make up, and some of the buyers may not: 
get their required quantity of mixtures at 
all. The government is giving assistance in 
the way of transportation facilities, and there 
ig no delay in getting goods forwarded, what- 
ever troubles the trade has to contend with 
being in the way of inability to secure work- 
ers in adequate number and raw materials. 
As far as raw materials go, however, there 
is as yet ro serlous complication. The re- 
quirements for the current season are fairly 
well met. If additional quantities of ammo- 
niates and other stocks are needed this need 
is yet to be developed, the manufacturers 
being feclly occupied with the task of get- 
ting out the orders. Later on it may trans- 
pire that the stocks In hand must be sup- 
plemented bv additions, but it is yet to be 
determined whether the calls for mixtures will 
exceed the ability of the manufacturers to 
supply them, and meanwhile every effort is 
being concentrated upon the work of filling 
the crders that are received, If there is any 
let-down in this direction some of the wants 
are certain to go unsatisfied. The straits to 
which. the manufacturers are reduced find an 
indication in the fact that some of the con- 
cerns are putting their office forces to work 
in the factories, finding these men far ahead 
in efficiency of the ordinary run of worker 
now obtainable. No marked advance in the 
quotations has taken place, but the best 
judgment of the trade is that prices may be 
expected to go higher as the scarcity of 


some of the crude materials grows and the 
cost of production advances. There is 4 
positive scarcity of certain stocks, while 


others are not to be had in sufficient quan- 
titles, but not so freely as to suggest that 
there may be an excess. Too much em- 
phasis cannot be placed upon the expediency 
of taking advantage of every opportunity to 
make sure of adequate stocks of raw mate- 
rials as well as of mixtures. The closest co- 
operation between the manufacturer and con- 
sumer is necessary if the farming Interests 
are not to suffer from a lack of crop-grow- 
ing materials. ‘ 

FISH SCRAP.—Conditions with regard to 
the menhaden fishing in the bay do not seem 
to improve, the catch still being small and 
the fish scarce. Perhaps some of the vessels 
would euspend operations iff it were not 
that to stop work now would entail greater 
expense on account of the boats being laid up 
and unproductivé than to go on, with at 
least a portion of the cost of maintenance 
returned. The fish appear to remain along 
the coast up north, making it inadvisable for 
the steamers and power boats to go after 
them for the reason that they would be too 
rotten to be of much use by the time they 
reached the factories. Hence the fleet con- 
fines its efforts to the lower bay and _ the 
coast just outside, from where it is only a 
short run to the factories, even though there 
is comparatively little to reward them for 
their efforts. At the present rate of the 
hauls it is to be doubted if the vessels can 
make expenses, even at the prevailing hign 
price of scrap, though the returns on the 
oil are somewhat of an Offset, the oil being 
quoted now at $1.25 a gallon, which is about 
double the price that has obtained at times. 
As for scrap, the prevailing figure asked Is 
still $7.25 and 20 at factory, or about the 
quotation on other animal ammoniates, when 
the fact is considered that the latter call 
for only 10 cents on the bone phosphate is 
considered, while the scrap factories have 
marked up their price to 20 cents, The in- 
formation from down the bay is still to the 
effect that the factories have practically sold 
out their stocks of scrap and that there Is no 
likelihood of a marked reduction in the 
market. 

TANKAGE.—The tendency of the quotations 
on tankage appears to be somewhat lower, 
and the last week has witnesesd anothed 
slight recession, with the result that 11 and 
15 high grade tankage is now held at $7.20 
and 10 to $7.25 and 10, c. a. f. basis Balti- 
more. These changes, however, are not to be 
regarded as of real significance, though the 
Chicago explanation that they are due to a 
disposition on the part of the producers and 
the buyers to await the action of the govern- 
ment is not accepted here. It is held instead, 
that the manufacturuers of mixtures are out 
of the market because they happen to be very 
busy just now in shipping out manufactured 
goods, and, being very short of men, are de- 
layed in this work and find themselves far 
behind their orders. ‘They may need addi- 
tional supplies of ammoniates, but at this 
time they cannot tell if they will. It may 
be that they are unable to take care of the 
business {n hand because of the shortage of 
he'p. and if this proves to be the case, they 
will have no use for further quantities of am- 
moniates, in which event the producers will 
be left with stocks on their hands. Hence, 
the pronovnced quiet In the trade, which may 
he expected to continue for the present unless 
the sellers hold out very decided inducements, 
such as no buyer could well afford to ignore, 
but this development is not looked for, and lit- 
tle or no business is being done. 

RLOOD.—Quiet also prevails in the trade 
with regard to ground blood, the South. as the 
chief consumer of this ammoniate, be!ng stil 
too fully occupied with other matters and 
having no pressing needs in the way of crude 
stocke to meet. Just what the requirements 
in the way of ground blood will be remains 
to be seen, but the large Western producers 
manifest confidence in the future and are dis- 
posed to take the view that a scarcity rather 
than an excess will prevail. As a consequence, 
they are not forcing the distribution, and re- 
main content to let stocks accumulate. though 
an easier tone seems to prevail, with the 
latest figures around §7.30 c. a, f, ‘basis 
Baltimore. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Conditions with re- 
spect to acid phosphate are virtually un- 
chanzed, with every prospect of a decided 
scarcity of this material later on, when the 
demand once sets in actively and with the 
producers finding it not less difficult than 
hefore to get crude materials. The quota- 
tions are nominally as they have stood of 
late, and it is also to be said that sales are 
being made here and there under these figures, 
which are $16.50 for 14 per cent. and $17.50 
for 16 per cent. stocks. But attempts to 
place orders’ of real magnitude soon disclose 
a tendency in the market to firm up. and it 
may be doubted whether any considerable

under the prices named. There is every ex- 
pectation in the trade that the figures will be 
marked up, and that with the movement at all 
active, a positive scarcity will develop. For 


the sellers are making no effort 
to infuse activity into the market. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Quotations on spot 
nitrate of soda are as yet not obtainable, 
there being no stocks In the market. Further 
receipts from Chile are noted. but none of 
these arrivals are for the fertilizer trade, and 
the floating supply appears to have been taken 
up. Just when other stocks will be available 
remains to be seen. If any supplies were of- 
fered they wou'd probably bring upward of 
$5.23 or even $5.50. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTA.—There

sulphate of ammonia being offered, such stocks 
as the producers turn out being requisitioned 
for other purposes. 


Occasional lots~—of course 
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become available, but the quantity is almost 
negligible and the fertilizer men look to other 
materials for their wants. Quotations are al- 
most entirely lacking, weeke elapsing before 
figures are given, and the situation le allowed 
to drift along much as it has been, 

POTASH.—There are no shifts in the situa. 
tion with respect to potash, and the figures 
that have been mentioned of late continue to 
ho:d, these being $4.50 for the lower grades 
and $5 for the higher quality material. The 
movement, however, does not exceed small 
proportions, and at the current prices the 
manufacturers of mixtures are not greatly 
interested, since the price is approximately 
four %r five times as high as the cost of the 
imported material before the war. 

BONE.—There appears to be a fairly com- 
plete clean-up of bone dust. If any stocks are 
available. they are light, with the inquiry 
sufficiently active to impart decided firmness 
to the list. ‘The quotations remain at $38 for 
3 aud 50 ground steamed bone and $41 for 414 
ani 48 ground raw bone.

Fluorspar Output in 1917 Shows 40 
Per Cent. Gain; Value Increase 


148 Per Cent. 


Statistics of the fluorspar industry in 
1917 show a. great increase in the 
domestic output of this valuable fluxing 
mineral as compared with former years. 
The shipments of spar from the mines in 
1917 were 218,828 short tons, valued at 
$2,287,722, an average price of $10.45 a 
ton, compared with 155,735 tons, valued 
at $922,654, or $5.92 a ton, in 1916. This 
represents an increase in total tonnage 
of 40.5 per cent and in total value of 
nearly 148 per cent. The quantity of 
crude fluorspar mined in the United 
States in 1917 reached a total of 280,825 
short tons, compared with 175,165 tons 
in 1916, an increase of more than 60 per 
cent. The stocks of marketable spar on 
hand at the end of 1917 amounted to 21,- 
655 short tons, compared with 3,666 tons 
at the end of 1916, but a considerable part 
of this stock was under contract, await- 
ing cars, boats, or weather favorable for 
shipment.

Air Nitrate Plant Construction in Ohio 
Taken Over by Government. 


Toledo, Ohio, Sept, 5, 1918. 

Uncle Sam has taken over the en- 
tire construction of the $20,000,000 Toledo 
Air Nitrate plant here, according to an- 
nouncement today by Walter Stewart, 
resident manager. The Air Nitrate Cor- 
poration of New York. which under the 
original plin was to build and operate 
tue plant for the gcevernment and which 
began the censtruction here, has been re- 
placed in the construction process by the 
Army Quartermaster’s Department, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stewart. 

A general chunge has been made in the 
construction organization and nearly 
everything placed on a military basis. 

Mr. Stewart said today that the reason 
the gcevernment, is taking over the plant 
is because it can build it cheaper and 
more qu'ckly than a _ private agency. 
which cannot commandeer material, la- 
bor, transpoitation and other facilities. 


White Arsenic Placed on Export 


Embargo List. 


Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 


Because the United States must safe- 
guard its own crops, the War Trade Board 
has taken official cognizance of the scarc- 
ity of white arsenic. The home demand 
will be satisfied before any licenses will 
be issued for shipment abroad. An em- 
bargo was placed on the exportation 
of white arsrenic this week. 


Sodium Chemicals Production in 1917 


In 1917 the United States produced 
26,595 short tons of sodium, thig sulphate 
valued at $717,524; and 13,709 tons of 
sodium sulphite and sodium bisulphite, 
valued at $300,668. These salts, which 
are used in photography as well as in 
bleaching delicate fabrics and in remov- 
ing traces of chlorine from fabrics to 
which a chlorine bleach has been applied, 
are made from sodium carbonate and sul- 
phur dioxide. 








Dye Factories in Japan Number 80; 
10,164,000 Pounds Capacity.

Since the outbreak of the European 
war the artificial dye industry has 
sprung up in different parts of Japan, 
until the number of factories has now

The plantation 
kind is steady at 2@2ic. per pound, 
seller and quantity likewise governing 
the figure obtained. Gambier extract, 
25 per cent. tan in basis,,is unchanged 
at 17c.. per pound, and Is receiving a 
fair inquiry. 

INDIGO. — While prices show no 
quotable change in the market for 
natural or vegetable indigo, they are 
more firmly named by sellers, who re- 
port a more active interest on the part 
of consumers, with offerings rather 
freely made on the basis of $3@3.75 per 
pound for Bengal and $2.25@2.75 per 
pound for Kurpahs, Oudes, and Guate- 
malas. Madras and Manila are the 
least active, and remain about steady 
at 90c.@$1 per pound and 70c. per 
pound, respectively. Fair activity is 
likewise noted in the market for syn- 
thetic product, and offers are receiv- 
ing attention at $1.15@1.25 per pound, 
depending upon quantity, brand and 
point of shipment. Indigotine is firm 
and unchanged at $4 per pound on the 
spot. 

PLOG WOOD, — There are still no 
stocks of logwood sticks available in 
this market and the entire situation 
continues to be a nominal one insofar 
as actual business may be concerned. 
Quotations of $43 to $45 per ton are 
_ heard for wood to arrive at a Southern 

point, while $50@55 per ton are heard 
as a fair spot price, according to 
grade, quantity and seller. There is 
an active demand reported. 

LOGWOOD EXTRACT.—Call from 
consumers for logwood extract is still 
heavy and producers are finding it a 
difficult matter to meet it, particularly 
with regard to the possibility of future 
deliveries, owing to the uncertainty of 
future stocks of the basic wood. Some 
of the large producers are still refus- 
ing to quote on new business for fu- 
ture deliveries and are likewise out of 
the market for,.immediate shipments. 
Prices are, therefore, more or less nom- 
inal, with the solid at 21%4@22c. per 
pound and the crystals at 22@27c. per 
pound, according to grade, seller and 
quantity. The 51-degree twaddle is un- 
changed at 12%@13%c. and the 42- 
degree at 9%@10%c. per pound. 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—There is 
no particular feature to the market for 
prussiate of potash, with trading 
rather quiet and moderate offers being 
made by leading sellers. Prices are 
without quotable change at $1@1.10 per 
pound for the yellow variety on the 
spot or nearby. The red quality is lit- 
tle heard of at present, being scarce 
or less nominal at $2.30@2.50 per pound. 
The market shows a steady undertone 
as stocks are not burdensome. Great 
Britain has prohibited the importation 
of red prussiate. 

PRUSSIATE OR SODA, — White 
there is no extraordinary increase in 
activity noted in this market, there is 
a slightly better demand and the in- 
crease has been sufficient to bring 
about a more firm feeling among the 
leading sellers, who are now asking 
42@48c. per pound for their offers. 
Stocks are small at best. 

SAGO FLOUR.—Firmness continues 
to be shown by the market for sago 
flour, with demand showing a fair 
volume and stocks moving steadily 
from seller to consumer. Available 
supplies are not considered large and 
prices are being maintained all around, 
with the Sarawak variety quoted ai 
the unchanged price of 9%c. per pound 
in bags and the Java kind at 10%%c. 
per pound on the spot, 

STARCHES.—There is nothing new 
to report in the market for starches. 
Demand for all classifications in this 
market is steady, though of the same 
routine nature which has heretofore 
been mentioned. Quotations are as 
follows: —Globe pear] starch, in bags, 
$4.07; in barrels, $4.37; Buffalo corn 
starch, in bags, $4.25; in barrels, $4.55; 
Globe powdered starch, in bags, $4.25; 
in barrels, $4.55; Eagle rinishing starch, 
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in bags, $5.02; T. R. starch, No. 90 
fluidity (hand packed), $5.47; in bar- 
rels, $5.91; B starch, No. 90, fluidity 
(machine: packed), in bags, $6.42; in 
barrels, $5.76. Above prices are per 
100 pounds in carload lots, f. o. b. New 
York. 

ZINC DUST.—The market for zinc 
dust is steady, with offers freely made 
in. some directions on the repeated 
basis of 13%c. per pound for carloads 
and up to l4c. per pound for smaller 
quantities. Demand for this commo- 
dity is routine and there are rather 
abundant supplies reported, though 
the undertone remains unaffected. 





Pharmacist Arrested in New Drug 
Crusade—Charge $150,000 Pre- 
scriptions Filled in Year. 


A new crusade was instituted in New 
York city last week with the arrest of 
Louis Cohen, proprietor of Cohen’s phar- 
macy, No. 16 Amsterdam avenue, who 
was charged supplying narcotics to drug 
addicts upon prescriptions written by dis- 
reputable doctors. Federal agents who 
raided the establishment declare that 
$150,000 worth of forbidden drugs have 
been filled at the drug store in a little 
more than one year. The government 
agents have indicated that three doctors 
are under arrest and six are under sur- 
veillance as a result of developments aris- 
ing from the raid. 

William Cohen, who said he was a 
brother of Cohen, the proprietor of the 
pharmacy, and who admitted that he is 
“connected with the Department of 
Health, but is on a vacation,” declared 
that he thought that the store did a 
larger business in filling prescriptions 
calling for narcotic drugs than any other 
in the city. 

Assistant District Attorney Axman is 
in charge of this new drug crusade. 


Celluloid Substitute Made in Great 
o.% ee ° 
Britain—“‘Engalith.”” 

Washington, Sept, 7, 1918. 

With a shortage of camphor, govern- 
ment officials are taking an interest in 
‘“engalith,’’ said to be an excellent sub- 
stitute for celluloid. The manufacture of 
“engalith,” which is the term used in 
England to designate the composition 
known as “galalith’ in Germany, has 
been undertaken in England recently by 
three concerns. Large quantities of this 
substance are being made for, war pur- 
poses, as well as for export to America, 
France, Spain and Italy. It is produced 
in rods, tubes and sheets, and in some 
sixty different colors, and is worked up 
into a great variety of articles. It is not 
adapted for articles that have to come 
into frequent contact with water or acid, 
such as table-knife handles, bathroom 
tiles or basins, fountain pens, fishing 
tackle, electric storage cells and tooth 
and nail brushes. 





Paris Green Suit Involving $15,- 
241.71 Brought by Nitrate 
Agencies Co. 

The Nitrate Agencies Company, 85 


Water street, New York, has instituted 
suit in the Supreme Court to recover 
$15,241.71 from James A. Blanchard 
Company, 30 Church street, on an alleged 
breach of contract. 

The plaintiff, through its attorney, 
Harold J. Roig, complains that the de- 
rendent failed to deliver 35,537 pounds 
paris green on a contract calling for 
fifty tons of the material after the entire 
shipment had been paid for in advance. 

On February 14, 1917, Nitrate Agencies 
Company contracted to purchase fifty 
tons paris green, the complaint reads, at 
28% cents per pound, the material to be 
made and delivered before June 1, 1917, 
by the Blanchard Company. Before No- 
vember 5, 1917, the plaintiff claims, the 
purchase price of $10,039.20 was paid for 
all goods delivered and in advance for 
all goods to be delivered. The defendant 
failed to deliver the balance of the. con- 
tract, 35,537 pounds paris green when 
requested, the plaintiff alleges. The com- 
plaint also declares that the Blanchard 
Company refused to refund the purchase 
price. Damages of $5,241.71 were sus- 
tained by the plaintiff. The Nitrate 
Agencies Company asks for a judgment 
of $15,241.71.

Zinc Bounty Proposed on Production 
From Canadian Mines. 

A bill has been introduced in the Cana- 


dian House of Commons proposing the 
payment of bounties on zine produced 
from zinc ores mined in Canada. When- 
ever it appears to the satisfaction of the 
Min'‘ster of Trade and Commerce that 
the standard price in London of zine or 
spelter in cakes, blocks, or pigs is less 
than £41 8s.:6d. ($201.59) per ton of 2,240 
pounds, the governor in council may au- 
thorize the payment out of the consoli- 
dated revenue fund of a bounty on zinc 
or spelter produced in Canada, at the 
time the price is as above stated, from 
zine ores mined in Canada. The zine or 
spelter in ouestion must contain not 
more than 2 per cent. of impurities to be 
entitled to the bounty. The bounty shall 


be equal to the difference between the 
standard price per ton and £41 8s. 6d., 
but shall in no case exceed 2 cents per 
pound, and in no event shall any bounty 


be paid when the price received for such 
zine and spelter by the producer is 9 
cents or more per pound. The total 
amount expended shall _ not

Generally speaking, the market for 
chemicals at New York, as a whole, 
continues to show a steady undertone, 
with few price changes noted. There 
are, of course, some exceptions to this 
condition, but these are not numerous, 


and the trading is rather quiet in some 
instances, while there are many items 
which show an active demand and 
large movement of goods from producer 
to consumer. Scarcity of stocks is 
pronounced in many of the individual 
markets, this being due largely to 
transportation difficulties, which are 
preventing the arrival of goods as well 
as to shortage of labor and raw mate- 
rials, and consequential] curtailed pro- 
duction of the items in question, 

One of the most active features of 
the week has been soda ash, and it 
continues to be so at this writing. 
Considerable export business is re- 
ported, the bulk of it being for Japan, 
and this is expected to continue unless 
there should be a shutting down on ex- 
port licenses, which is not anticipated 
just now. Prices are firmer and frac- 
tionally higher for light soda ash, and 
this good condition is reflected in the 
other grades. 

Much interest is being drawn to 
caustic soda at this writing by the cir- 
cular letter which the manufacturers 
have issued jointly to all consumers, 
asking that the latter endeavor to re- 
duce their requirements so that they 
will be able to meet a readjustment 
which will be made by the manufactur- 
ers in sales to consumers as a result of 
a government order to do so. The gov- 
ernment has requisitioned what it is 
estimated will total over one-fourth of 
the country’s production before tne 
first of the year, the caustic being nec- 
essary to the government’s 1919 ex- 
plosive gas warfare program. The 
government’s order takes precedence 
over all contracts. Details will be 
found elsewhere in this issue of the 
Reporter. Meanwhile the local market 
at this writing shows more firmness, 
with second hands continuing to make 
small offers of the material on the spot 
or nearby at prices which are generally 
the same as a week ago. Sharp ad- 
yances are anticipated, however, with- 
in the next few days. 

Bleaching powder is also in a very 
tight position, with little obtainable 
anywhere in the market and prices 
generally very firm to strong and a 
good demand from all directions re- 
ported. Another item of strength in 
this genera] market is sulphide of soda, 
which is scarce. Improvement is noted 
in the tone of the market for chlorate 
of potash, owing to the fact that there 
have been considerable quantities of 
the material taken up for export, the 
War Trade Board granting licenses 
somewhat more readily than hereto- 
fore, Prices are, however, unchanged. 
Caustic potash is quiet and unchanged, 
and the same is true of carbonate of 
potash. Acetate of lead holds its pre- 
viously noted good position on contin- 
ued steady demand, and arsenate of 
lead is firmer, though unchanged, the 
better tone bejng due to more active 
inquiry. 

White arsenic is in good demand by 
insecticide interests at present, and in 
order to make sure that domestic needs 
will be cared for before all others, the 
War Trade Board has just issued a 
prohibition on further exports of white 
arsenic except under certain condi- 
tions. Stocks are relatively small to 
the needs of the country. 

In the following will be found more 
complete reports on the markets for 
chemicals at New York:— 


CHEMICALS. 


ACETATD OF LBAD.—Movement 
of this commodity from seller to con- 
sumer continues to be steady, and 
there are only relatively small lots to 
be found among second hands, while 
producers report their output well 
taken up with existing specifications. 
The market shows a decidedly firm 
undertone and prices are well main- 
tained at the previously noted levels of 
15%@16c. per pound for the brown 
broken, 17@17%c. for the white crys- 
tals, 16% @17c. for the white broken and 
16%@17%c. per pound for the granu- 
lar. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—tThere is noth- 
ing new to report in the market for 
acetate of lime, with the government 
price levels still prevailing and busi- 
ness moving under government super- 
vision generally, Fixed prices are on 
the basis of $4 per hundred pounds for 
carloads and $4.05 per hundred for 
smaller quantities, 

ALUM.—tThere is no pressure of of- 
fers in the general market for alum, 
but the market shows less stress of de- 
mand than heretofore and prices may 
be said to be more normal once more. 
While second hands are continuing to

ask as high as 5.25c. per pound for the 
lump ammonia, producers are asking 
4.50c. per pound for that quality, 4.60c. 
per pound for the ground and 4.75c. 
per pound for the powdered for prompt 
shipments. The lump potash material 
is held at 9%@l0c., and is scarce 
though quiet at present, and the same 
is true of the chrome qualities, chrome 
potash being named at the unchanged 
figures of 20%@2ic. and chrome am- 
monia at 18@19c. per pound. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE. — There 
continues to be a steady to firm market 
for this commodity, with stocks just 
about sufficient for the current inquiry, 
Prices are well maintained at 17@18c. 
per pound for the light grade and 11@ 
12c, per pound for the heavy. 

ANTIMONY OXIDB.—This market 
still reflects fair activity, though there 
is nothing of especial feature to the 
trading, with a steady undertone and 
adequate suppties. Prices are without 
appreciable change at 15@16c. per 
pound for the oxide, 13%,@14c. for nee- 
dle antimony, 25@26c. for sulphuret 
red, 28@30c. for golden and 45@47c. 
per pound for the crimson quality. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Very little of this 
material is to be found with second 
hands now, the bulk of the business 
being done direct between maker and 
consumer. Government prices prevail 
for the transactions, and producers are 
endeavoring to meet the needs of all 
who can show their requirements to be 
essential. The established prices are 
on the level of 6@8c. per pound for 
16-degree in carboys, 7@9c. for the 20- 
degree and 8%@10%c. per pound for 
26-degree. All prices are f. o. b. pro- 
ducers’ works, with the inside figure 
named for car lots and the outside for 
smaller quantities. Demand continues 
to be very heavy. 

ARSENIC.—The market for arsenic 
is a very firm affair at present, with 
a large demand reported from insecti- 
cide interests, who are seeking their 
supplies for the coming season, pro- 
ducers reporting a Jarge interest being 
shown in contracts for future deliver- 
ies, which are quoted at 9@12c. per 
pound, according to quantity, the inside 
price ruling for carloads of the white 
material. Stocks available to meet the 
business are reported to be far from 
adequate, and the War Trade Board 
has just issued an order prohibiting 
further exports of the material without 
special government license. This has 
been ordered, it is stated, so as to as- 
sure domestic consumers an adequate 
supply first. Little is heard of the red 
quality, which is nominally the same at 
65@70c. per pound, prompt. , 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Much 
interest is reported shown by consum- 
ers of bicarbonate of soda in deliveries 
over 1919 which are being quoted by 
producers on the basis of 2%c. per 
pound at works for barrels and 2%c. 
per pound for kegs. Demand for spot 
goods and prompt shipments is also 
on the increase and the market shows 
unwonted strength at this writing, with 
prices tightly held at 3% @3 tec. per 
pound for immediate shipments, it be- 
ing reported that the outside figure was 
obtained recently by prominent second 
hands for barrels on the spot, the trans- 
action covering two cars. A price of 
8c. per pound is reported obtained for 
a car lot shipment for October, price 
prevailing at works for barrels. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—No change 
of importance is reported in the market 
for bleaching powder, with stocks as 
scarce as previously noted and prices 
firmly maintained on a good demand 
from all quarters. Very little material 
is available on the spot, the prevailing 
price being 3%4c. per pound for large 
drums and up to 4c. per pound for ex- 
port packages. Producers are not ger- 
erally in the market, and what business 
is reported is mostly confined to second 
hands having resale material to offer. 

BLUE VITRIOL—See report on 
Copper Sulphate. 


CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Nom- 
inally there has been no change either 
in conditions or prices in the market 
for carbonate of potash, both calcined 
and hydrated. There is a quiet demand 
of a routine kind which is confined to 
small lots, and the market may be term- 
ed steady on this class of business, No 
important demand is reported, while 
there is sufficient stock on hand to 
care for more substantial business, Pre- 
vailing prices are the same as a week 
ago at 35@38c. per pound for the 80@ 
85 per cent. calcined, 38@40c. for the 85 
@90 per cent., 40@50c. for the 90@95 
percent. calcined and 55 to 75e: per 
pound for the higher tests, depending 
upon the quantity, quality and seller. 
There are no offers of the hydrated and 
the 80@85 per cent. grade is nominally 
named at 95@$1 per pound.

CAUSTIC POTASH.—Trading in the 
market for caustic potash is still being 
confined by consumers to small lots, 
but as there is no pressure of offers at 
the present. time the market shows a 
fairly steady undertone, and prices are 
without quotable change at 70@72c. per 
pound for the 88@92 per cent. quality 
for prompt shipments at works and 60@ 
62c. per pound for the 70@75 per cent. 
kind, prompt, f. o. b. works. The in- 
side figures are named for carloads 
and smaller lots command the outside 
price. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Producers continue 
to hold aloof from the local spot mar- 
ket, as they are not in a position to 
accept new business with:the bulk of 
their output being absorbed by old 
contracts and great quantities being 
taken up by the government for war 
work. A large part of the furtue out- 
put has been requisitioned by the gov- 
ernment and it is estimated that the 
total to be taken before the end of the 
year will reach to more nearly one- 
half of the country’s production. Not 
until a plant which the government is 
erecting is completed is any relief ex- 
pected from the government demand. 
This proposd plant is expected to have 
an output in the neighborhod of 100 
tons daily. Meanwhile present pro- 
ducers must supply the demand. There 
are therefore only relatively small 
quantities held by second hands and 
these are more firmly held than hereto- 
fore at 44%@4%c. per pound for the 
solid 76 per cent. Manufacturers of 
the commodity report a good business 
being placed in 1919 deliveries, which 
are quoted at 3%c. per pound, works, 
basis 60 per cent. Ground caustic is un- 
changed at 5@5%c. per pound and the 
flake quality holds firmly at 6@6%%c. 
per pound, f. o. b. Niagara Falls. 
There is a large demand for the flakes 
and the sole producer of this commodity 
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ias been forced to limit sales to five 
tons to a customer, contracts for next 
year’s delivery of flakes being named 
at 44%c. per pound works, basis 60 per 
cent. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—There is 
more firmness apparent in the market 
for chlorate of potash owing tq the 
granting of export licenses with more 
freedom by the War Trade Board, and 
fairly large quantities have been taken 
up for foreign consignment. Prices 
are unchanged at 40@4lc. per pound 
for both the powdered and crystal ma- 
terials. Fair buying is reported on the 
part of domestic consumers as well. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—There is no 
new development to report in the mar- 
ket for chlorate of soda, which reflects 
a steady business being’ done direct 
between producer and consumer on the 
basis of 18c. per pound. Second hands, 
who hold limited supplies, are very 
firm in their offers on the unchanged 
basis of 24@24%c. per pound for spot 
goods. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—While small 
offers of resale material are heard in 
this market at 40@42c. per pound, the 
market shows steadiness at the recent 
decline to 30c. per pound: for large lots, 
this price being named by one of the 
leading factors in this market. Busi- 
ness is quoted, however, consumers 
showing but small interest. 

FERRIC CHLORIDE. — Stocks 
ferric chloride available on the spot 
are limited, and producers are very 
firm in their offers at the unchanged 
price of 14c. per pound for the 40-de- 
gree crystals in barrels, and 6%c. per 
pound for the 40-degree liquid in car- 
boys. There is a steady call for this 
material, while the output ig restricted 
to a large extent by the scarcity of 
raw materials and labor. . 

NICKEL SALTS.—At 14@l5c. per 
pound, the price level of the single 
quality of nickel salt is unchanged, 
and the same is true of the double at 
12@13c, per pound, prompt. There is a 
fair business reported passing into the 
regular consuming channels, and there 
is little of feature to the situation at 
this time. 

NITRITE OF SODA.—Consumers 
are still showing only a small interest 
in both the domestic and foreign quali- 
ties of nitrite of soda, and the market 
remains comparatively quiet at un- 
changed prices. Prompt shipments of 
the domestic material are held at 27c. 
per pound, while the imported variety 
is quoted at 28@29c. per pound. The 
tone is steady. No interest is shown in 
future shipments. 

PHOSPHORUS.—Little 
importasce is roted in ite 
this material.

tained in the face of a relatively quiet 
demand at $1@1.10 per pound for the 
red and $1.20@1.25 per pound for the 
yellow on the spot. Stocks are not 
heavy, though more business could be 
accommodated, it is stated. 

SAL SODA.—Very limited offerings 
of sal soda are heard on the spot, with 
the result that the market shows a 
decidedly firm undertone on an active 
inquiry. Producers are still hampered 
by their inabilty to get satsfactory 
supplies of containers at works. Prices 
are named as $1.40@1.65 per hundred 
pounds at works for immediate ship- 
ments, though goods there are not 
heavy because of poor crystallization 
conditions, Some second hands are re- 
ported as obtaining as high as 2c. per 
pound for spot goods in barrels. 

SALT CAKE.—The routine condi- 
tions noted a week ago in this market 
continue, and there is a steady move- 
ment of the product from works to 
consumer, with the result that there is 
very little of the material finding its 
Way into second hands. Output is not 
much greater than usual consumption, 
and prices are maintained therefore on 
the basis of $35@40 per ton for the 
ground in barrels and $25@30 per ton 
for the unground, prompt. 

SILICATE OF SODA.—More or less 
nominal prices continue to be named 
in this market, though this applies 
with more particular reference to the 
60-degree material than to the 40-de- 
gree. The first named is held at 5% @é6c. 
per pound, with offers very limited 
when obtainable, while the latter is 
quoted at 2@2%c. per pound, immedi- 
ate shipment. Demand is still very 
active, though few transactions are re- 
ported, owing to the scarcity of the 
material, 

SODA ASH.—Inquiry for soda ash 
may be termed fair, though there is 
nothing especially featureable to the 
situation at this time, other than that 
transportation conditions are hamper- 
ing the export of the material to Japan 
via the West. Prices are steady and 
unchanged at 2%@2'%c. per pound for 
the light 58 per cent. ash in single 
bags and 2%@3c. for barrels and dou- 
ble bags. Dense ash jis in restricted 
supply at 3%c. per pound for single 
bags and 3%@4c. per pound for barrels 
f.o. b. works, Fair business is reported 
for 1919 deliveries to the glass making 
trade on the basis of $2.30 per hundred 
pounds for the light ash, basis 48 per 
cent. at works. Dense ash for next 
year’s commitment holds at 10c. per 
hundred pounds higher than the light. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Pro- 
ducers of sulphate of alumina continue 
to report that they are well sold up and 
have but the scantiest of supplies 
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available for immediate shipment or 
spot transactions. This applies espe- 
cially to the iron free quality, which is 
firmly priced at 3%@4c. per pound, De- 
mand for the commercial kind is re- 
garded ag fair, and prices are steady at 
2c. for carloads and up to 3%c. per 
pound for a single barrel. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—While pro- 
ducers’ prices are more or less nom- 
inal for sulphide of soda at 5@6c. per 
pound for the 60-percent. fused and 
2%@3c. per pound for the 30-percent. 
crystals, second hands are asking what 
might be termed “sky-high” figures 
for small lots of the two grades. The 
high-test is priced by these interests 
at 9%c. per pound which is reported to 
have been obtained for small quanti- 
ties and 4%@5c. for the 30-percent. 
crystal on the spot. There is a good 
demand and material is hard to obtain 
in any direction, 

TIN OXIDE.—There are only very 
small stocks of this materia] reported 
in the market as heretofore and prices 
are still more or less nominal at $1@ 
1.10 per pound for spot goods. Demand 
is quiet at present, but the scarcity of 
supplies serves to sustain the firm 
undertone of the market. 


ACIDS. 


Manufacturers of acids generally are 
awaiting with great interest the an- 
nouncement of the government’s pro- 
gram for explosives-production over 
1919, which it is expected will be made 
by October 1, and which will contain 
statements of the government require- 
ments of mineral acids for next year. 
Details of this are to be found else- 
where in this issue of the Reporter. 
Meanwhile acid producers, that is those 
making sulphuric, nitric and hydroch- 
{Orie acid are obeying a government re- 
quest not to make contracts extending 
over Jan. 1 next, so as to be in a posi- 
tion to aid the authorities when their 
program is announced. The markets 
for these acids at present show little 
change from their previous position in 
that they are still entirely nominal so 
far as outside business is concerned, al} 
supplies being regulated by the govern- 
ment at fixed prices to essential indus- 
tries. Muriatic acid is in small supply 
and hard to obtain and the same is true 
of acetic, tartaric, tannic and cresylic, 
a of the last named being neglig- 
ible. 

ACETIC.—Producers of acetic acid 
state that they are finding it difficult 
to meet the demand from holders of 
contracts and the government with the 
result that very little material is find- 
ing its way into smaller hands for 
resale even though at set prices and to 
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essential consumers. Great quantities 
of the acid are being used in the manu- 
facture of “dope’ for airplanes and 
for other purposes by the government, 
Sales are made only at the established 
prices heretofore reported, and which 
are on the basis of $4.91@5.16 per hun- 
dred pounds for the 20 per cent. acid in 
barrels, $9.32@9.57 for the 56 per cent. 
redistilled, $19,50@19.75 for glaial 99 
per cent. and $15.15@15.40 per hundred 
pounds for the 80 per cent. The inside 
figures apply to car Jots while the 
higher prices are for smaller quansities, 
BATTERY.—There has’ been no 
change reported in this market and 
prices are unchanged at 8%@9%c. per 
pound for the 66-degree sulphuric com- 
modity for immediate shipment. Little 
is being offered because of the scarcity 
of the basic sulphuric while there is at 
the same time a good demand. 
CRESYLIC.—All prices are firmly 
maintained in the market for cresylic 
acid, stocks on the spot being scanty 
as heretofore, and there having been 
no substantial importations within the 
week. Demand is good from all 
sources, with considerable of the 


domestic output being consumed 
directly by the producers. Sellers are 
asking $1.15@1.20 per gallon for the 
95@97 per cent. kind, 75@80c. for the 
50 per cent. and 40@45c. per gallon for 
the 25 per cent. The 97@99 per cent. 
holds at $1.2@1.35 per gallon on the 
spot. . 
MURIATIC. — Demand for muriatic 
acid is as large as ever, and stocks just 
as hard to obtain. Producers are work- 
ing at capacity, but are unable to keep 
abreast of the call from consumers, 
with the result that there is little ma- 
terial available for spot market, which 
shows a very firm undertone. Prices 
are being held on a level basis on gov- 
ernment figures and they are:—$1.90@ 
2.15 per hundred pounds for the 18 
degree in carboys, $2.05@2.30 for 20 
degree and $2.55@2.80 per hundred 
pounds for the 22 degree, prompt ship- 
ment at works. The inside figures are 
for car-lot shipments, while the maxi- 
mum prevails for smaller quantities. 
NITRIC.—No sales of nitric acid are 
being made to consumers who are not 
regarded as essential to the welfare of 
the nation at present, all output going 
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direct from producers to authorized 
consumers at the fixed prices set by 
the government. Production is well 
taken up by this demand, and little is 
available for other users. Prices are 
given as follows, the minimum fizure 
being for car lots and the maximum 
for smaller quantities:—36 degree, 
$6,60@6.85 per hundred pounds in ecar- 
boys; 88 degree, $7.15@7.40; 40 degree, 
$7.75@8; 42 degree, $8.50@8.75; and 43 
degree, $8.90@9.15 per hundred pounds, 
f. o. 0. works. 

OXALIC.—Little change has _ oc- 
curred in the market for oxalic acid, 
with demand quiet and competition 
still in evidence, though the market 
rules fairly steady, all things consid- 
ered. Offers are fairly liberal on the 
basis of 41@42c. per pound for the do- 
mestic product and 45@46c. per pound 
for the Norwegian on the spot or near 
by. 

SULPHURIC.—-Producers’ of _ this 
acid are not making contracts at pres- 
ent, pending the announcement of the 
government’s 1919 explosives making 
program. This is expected to be made 
by October 1, when prices will be an- 
nounced, together with the govern- 
ment’s requirements for 1919, and it 
is stated that there may be some 
changes in prices as now fixed, not 
alone for this acid but for others, as 
well as some new acid prices fixed. 
No offers of sulphuric acid are re- 
ported in the open spot market among 
second hands, showing that the move- 
ment of this material is confined to 
producers and consumers direct at the 
set prices of the government, which 
are $14.41 per ton for the 50-degree 
Baume in bulk in tank ears, $18 per 
ton for 60-degree and $28 per ton for 
the 66-degree. Oleum, 20 per cent. of 
66-degree sulphuric, is fixed in price 
at $32 per ton. All prices are for 
prompt shipments at works. 

TARTARIC.—Only = small lots of 
tartaric acid are to be found in second 
hands, and prices are strong at 93c. 
per pound for the crystals and 95c. per 
pound for the powdered. These are 
the same as a week ago. There is 
likewise no change in the general con- 
ditions in this market, with producers 
still reported out of the market be- 
cause of their sold-up condition. 





Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 5, 1918 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Trade in this article has 
been rather limited since last report, with 
spot stocks light, first hands not quoting, and 
second hands awaitng further developments 
as to the possible fixing of prices and govern- 
ment requirements. Prices are somewhat 
firmer. with solid 76 per cent. in drums held 
at 4.25@4.60¢c., as to brand and position, and 
contracts over next year continue quoted at 
38%@3t6c., basis of ¢€O per cent., f. oOo. b. 
works, although these figures may be with- 
drawn any moment. No change to note for 
the ground high test in drums over next year, 
which can still be had in a limited way at 
5@5.30c., f. 0. b. works, and on spot at 6@ 
6.50c, in barrels. 

SODA ASH—Has shown more activity, -with 
the market in the hands of resellers, who are 
firm in their views at 2.50@2.7 for the 
light 58 per cent. in bags, and 2.75@3c. for 
barrels, with dense 58 per cent. held nominally 
and no demand, Contracts over next year 
continue quoted at 2.25@2.50c., basis of 48 
per cent., f. 0 b. works for the light 58 per 
cent. 

SAL SODA—Continues scarce on spot, owing 
to continued difficulties in cerystallizing and 
the scarcity of wooden containers, and pro- 
ducers not inclined to quote for either prompt 
or future deliveries. Prices are therefore 
nominal at 1.40@1.50c. for spot by first hands 
with second hands naming 1.75@2c. per pound 
for jobbing parcels. 

BLEACHING POWDER—Continues | scarce 
with producers reluctant to quote, owing to 
their well sold-up condition, and _ resellers 
holding large drums at 3.25@3.50c., with the 
usual advance for export packages, and a fur- 
ther advance is expected by some, while others 
are awaiting government developments with 
reference to price fixing and the possible com- 
mandeering of part of the production. 

NITRATE OF SODA—Offers little of interest 
to note, with a ready demand for whatever the 
government does not require and thus far not 
enough to reach as far as the fertilizer makers, 
Deliveries continue under the new form of 
contracts at adjustable figures, with little or 
nothing on spot, and 5c. being the nominal 
price for the 95 per cent., with nothing offer- 
ing, which is considerably above the contract 
costs. 


JAPAN CHEMICAL MARKET. 


Tokio, July 29, 1918. 


ACIDS—Are dull and dealers have no hope 
to see an early recovery in Japan. They are 
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accordingly anxious to have foreign inquiries. 
Acetic acid is overstocked, and offers are 
freely made at 27.50 yen per 100 pounds. Sul- 
phuric acid is nailed down to the last price, 
6.50 yen per case of 200 pounds. Chloric 
acid is also quoted at the last price, 4.50 yeu 
per 100 pounds, 

ALUM—Has shown little change since last 
report, and its export price is on the high 
plane of 7.50 yen per picul. But alumina has 
further advanced, offers being made at 5.8u 
yen, which ig an increase of 1 yen per picul 
since last report, 

BLEACHING POWDER—Has relapsed since 
last report, as its production is on the in- 
crease, but its sale does not gain in keeping. 
lt is now again offered at 6.3 yen per 100 
pounds 

IODINE AND POTASH IODIDE—Are firm, 
as their market at present is short of sup- 
plies. However, prices are not going up very 
rapidly, Offers are made at the last prices. 
lodine is quoted at 7.20 yen per pound, and 
potash iodide at 5.80 yen per pound. 

PHOSPHORUS.—The sale of this chemical 
is not very active, on account of the coms 
paratively dvll condition of the match indus- 
try Its export trade is also not very lively. 
However, prices are well maintained by man- 
ufacturers who hold out for their own prices. 
Red goods are offered at 115 yen per 100 
pounds, while yellow phosphorus is quoted at 
120 yen per 100 pounds, 

POTASHES—Are in a trifle more active re- 
quest, but their market is too heavily glutted 
to improve on that score. Exporters here are 
very anxious to have foreign orders accord- 
ingly. Potash carbonate and potash chlorate 
are particularly heavy, because their demand 
from match manufacturers has been further 
curtailed, but owing to shipowners’ refusal 
to give space they can not be exported. The 
former ts quoted at 1.05 yen per pound, while 
the latter is offered at .58 yen per pound. 
Bichromate of potash is also weak, being 
quoted at .82 yen per pound. Potash perman- 
ganate, potash bicarbonate, potash prussiate 
and othere are also weak and their prices 


are unchanced, 
SODAS—Have grown much harder, as the 
increase in prouuction effected by manufac- 


turers is not in keeping with that in con- 
sunmiption Prices have already advanced 
sharply, but dealers expect sti#H--to see an- 
ether rise. Sulphate of soda is offered at 
3.20 yen per sack, which figure is an advance 
of .20 ven since last report. Sulphide of soda, 
which has been on the down grade for some 
time past, On account of {ts good supply, is 
also going up, offers being made at 19.50 yen 
per 100 pounds. s 
ZINC DUST—ITs well supnvlied by the chem- 
ic?l works at Miike and other manufacturers, 
Japan as the exporter of zine dust is not of 
minor importance, its annual export running 
up into a good figure. It is offered by Tokio

Sulphur Ore Mines in Norway Pur- 
chased by State. 


The purchase by the State of the 
Grong suiphur ore deposits for the sum 
of 10,593,000 kroner was recently sanc- 
tioned by the Norwegian Diet. The 
Grong mines are at present under the 
management of the Electrochemical In- 
dustry Company, and the more impor- 
tant deposits within the group are the 
Joma, the Gjersvik and the Skorovas de- 
posits. The Joma deposits are said to 
contain 6,500,000 tons of ore, most of the 
ore having 44 per cent. to 45 per cent. 
of sulphur and very little copper. The 
Skorovas deposits contain at least 1,000,- 
000 tons, almost entirely free from cop- 
per, having 50 per cent. to 51 per cent. 
of sulphur, and free from arsenic. The 
Gjersvik deposits are estimated to have 
a capacity of some 1,200,000 tons of ore 
containing 2.2 per cent. of copper and 
about 42 per cent. of sulphur. Thus the 
aggregate capacity of the Grong mines 
is at least 8,500,000 tons. When the 
transport arrangements have been ade- 
quately completed the annual output 
should amount to about 400,000 tons. 


Webb Law Does Not Apply to 


Overseas Possessions of U. S. 
Washington, Sept. 7, 1918. 

Several concerns dealing in commodi- 
ties covered by the Reporter have been 
perplexed as to whether the Webb law 
appiies to their trade between Con- 
tinental United States and such overseas 
possessions as the Phillipines, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii, Alaska, etc., or to associ- 
ations engaged in import trade. 

The U. §S. Department of Commerce 
has given out the following opinion by 
the Solicitor:— 

Replying specifically to the questions raised, 
I have the honor to advise that, in my opinion, 
the act of April 10, 1918, supra, does not 
apply to associations whose business may be 
confined to trade within the United States 
and ite territorial possessions, such as the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, Hawaii, and Alaska, 
nor to associations engaged in the import 
trade, whether also engaged in the export 
trade or not,
